While 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  provide  the 
best  copy  possible,  the  following  problems 
are  present  to  varying  degrees  in  many  of 
the  volumes: 

1.  Foldouts  are  torn  with  loss  of  text  or 

are  lacking  entirely. 

2.  Loose  clippings  are  torn,  with 

portions  lacking. 

3.  There  is  loss  of  text  at  inner  and 

outer  margins. 

4.  Tipped-in  clippings  obscure  other 

text. 

5.  Paper  discoloration  causes  text 

illegibility.

2.  Unless  oversized,  foldouts  and  clippings 
stored  in  envelopes  attached  to  scrapbook 
pages  are  Aimed  following  the  page  of  text 
of  frame  to  which  they  correspond. 

3.  Unless  oversized,  loose  clipping  inserts 
are  Aimed  following  the  opening  in  which 
they  have  been  inserted. 

4.  Oversize  inserts  and  clippings  removed 
from  envelopes,  marked  with  the  scrapbook 
page  number  to  which  they  correspond,  are 
Aimed  in  page  number  order  at  the  end  of 
each  volume.

Iron  and  Steel. 

-Nearly  all  the  large  consumers  of  iron  and  steel 
throughout  the  United  States,  Canada  and  even 
Mexico  have  placed  contracts  for  requirements  and 
equipment  of  all  kinds  for  a  large  part  of  the  year 
1902.  The  favorable  financial  conditions  are  working 
in  tw'o  directions  industrially.  One  to  stimulate  new 
enterprises,  and  the  other  to  enlarge  existing  facili¬ 
ties  for  manufacturing  and  transportation.  The  third 
influence  at  work  is  an  enlargement  of  industrial  ca¬ 
pacity  in  almost  all  channels.  The  outcome  of  these 
influences  is  largely  a  matter  of  guess  work.  On  the 
surface  it  would  appear  that  the  enormous  buying 
that  has  characterized  the  markets  for  the  past  few 
months  would  decline  to  what  might  be  regarded  as 
normal  proportions.  There  is,  however,  no  assurance, 
and  in  fact  but  little  probability  that  buyiilg  will  fall 
off  for  some  time  to  come.  The  policy  of  anticipating 
requirements  has  been  carried  to  an  extreme.  Sound 
business  judgment  must  anticipate  a  time  and  a  con¬ 
dition  when  the  heavy  consumers  will  withdraw  from 
the  market.  It  is  also  a  matter  of  guess  work  what 
effect  that  action  will  have.  Meanwhile,  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  capacity  will  make  it  possible  for  new  buyers 
to  obtain  supplies  on  shorter  notice,  and  possibly  on 
better  terms  than  prevail  at  present.  This  possibility 
will  be  in  a  measure  determined  by  the  ability  of  the 
combination  to  c.  ntrol  prices  through  the  restriction 
of  production  should  that  course  become  adviaabie.

.\t  the  November  meeting  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  Rail¬ 
way  Club,  Mr.  G.  W.  Rhodes,  who  has  recently  returned  from 
a  brief  visit  to  Europe,  favored  the  members  with  some  of 
his  impressions  abroad.

This  surprised  me  all  the 
more  because  they  do  not  even  use  wood  to  fire  up  their 
engines.  The  way  they  fire  up  the  engines  is  this:  They 
have  a  sort  of  open  fireplace  and  tall  metal  chimney  with  a 
lot  of  loose  slack  coal  In  It,  and  when  a  man  wants  to  fire 
up  an  engine  he  puts  a  few  live  shovelfuls  of  coal  in  a  metal 
wheelbarrow  and  starts  the  fire  with  them.  This  is  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  one  of  the  Important  railways.  I  did  not  get  an 
opportunity  of  seeing  what  others  were  doing.  I  asked  the

Where  we  would  use  a  wooden  fence 
in  England  they  have  hedges  and  stone  walls;  In  some  places 
one  sees  wooden  fences,  but  they  are  generally  creosoted. 
They  do  this  to  posts  also  and  to  many  telegraph  poles.  This 
prevents  rot.  After  from  twenty  to  thirty  years  the  ties  are 
removed,  not  on  account  of  rot,  but  because  they  are  worn 
out.  They  are  then  sold  for  kindling  purposes,  and  they  get 
quite  a  good  price  for  them.  I  do  not  understand  they  ever 
burn  their  ties  for  waste,  as  we  do  here.  In  some  places  I 
saw  close  board  fences  made  out  of  old  ties.  Creosote  Is  so 
expensive  and  timber  so  cheap  that  we  do  not  use  creosote, 
but  we  are  attempting  to  use  some  of  the  cheaper  timber 
preservatives.

Jurist  Kot  Only  Decides  Against  Tru¬ 
man  A.  Taylor,  but  Dven  Throws 
His  Suit  Out 


In  rsfuBlng  an  Injunction  restraining  the 
payment  of  dividends  to  stockholders  in  the 
Pullman  company  this  morning,  Judge  Tuley 
declared  that  the  public  policy  of  IlllDois,  in 
Us  opinion,  yras  favorable  to  the  creation  of 
monopolies  and  trusts. 

The  opinion  was  full  of  the  most  biting 
sarcasm.  The  judge  cited  the  legislation 
paased  by  the  ‘‘infamous”  legislature  of  1897 
as  proof. 

"In  that  year,”  he  said,  ‘‘an  act  was  passed, 
the  purpose  of  which  was  to  give  the  gas 
companies  a  monopoly.  The  street  railways 
were  also  given  a  fifty-year  monopoly  of  tha 
streets  of  Chicago,  which  was  subsequently 
repealed.  The  grain  warehouses  had  legisla¬ 
tion  passed  which  enabled  them  to  deal  In 
warehouse  receipts,  which  was  afterward  de¬ 
clared  void." 

The  opinion  was  given  In  the  suit  brought 
by  Truman  A.  Taylor  of  Alton,  III.,  against 
the  Pullman  company.  The  charges  in  tha 
bill  were  that  the  consolidation  of  the  Wag¬ 
ner  Sleeping  Car  company  with  the  Pull¬ 
man  palace  Car  company  was  illegal  and 
void,  and  that  dividends  on  the  stock  of  tbs 
new  Pullman  company  were  being  Illegally 
paid. 

Suit  Is  Thrown  Out  of  Court 
Mr.  Taylor  was  the  bolder  of  lOO  shares 
of  stoeH.  and  bis  suit  was  commenced  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  ago.  Not  only  did  he  fall  In 
gsttlng  the  Injunction,  out  the  ault  was  dls- 
mtsaad  by  the  court. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  handled  roughly  by  tbs 
court.  In  speaking  of  the  motives  that  must 
animate  litigants  coming  Into  equity,  the 
judge  said  that  the  strong  arm  of  the  law 
should  never  be  used  to  assist  in  sandbagging 
.operations,  or  speculations  in  stock. 

The  delay  of  the  plaintiff  In  bringing  the 
suit  was  beld  to  be  Inexcusable. 

‘‘It  fives  ground  for  the  suspicion  that  It 
was  in  order  to  make' the  defendant  purchase 
shares  of  stock  at  an  exorbitant  price,"  said 
the  court. 

The  eb.arge  that  parties  behind  Mr.  Taylor 
were  tju  real  litigants  was  held  to  be  sus¬ 
tained. 

Company  Wan  Within  the  Law 
Tbs  Pullman  company  was  held  under  'ts 
charter  to  have  the  (right  to  acquire  the  assets 
of  the  Wagner  con(psny.  In  the  absence  of 
bad  faith  on  the  part  of  ita  directors  the  price 
could  not  be  Inquired  Into.  Mr.  Taylor  con¬ 
tended  that  while  the  etock  to  be  given  in 
payment  for  the  Wagner  company  assets  waa 
160,000,000,  the  real  value  of  the  property  waf 
only  $10,000,000.  Public  policy  and  the  anti¬ 
trust  laws  in  this  atate  were  not  such  that  the 
combinations  could  be  prevented,  declared  the 
court. 

The  corporation  attorneys  in  the  court¬ 
room  moved  uneasily  In  their  seats  as  the 
jurist  made  these  startling  statements. 

‘‘The  legislation  I  refer  to,”  said  Judge 
Tuley,  "would  seem  to  Indicate  that  tbs 
public  policy  of  the  state,  of  opposition  to 
I  oooblnatlons  and  monopolies,  has  changed  to 
•  w  public  policy  favoring  combinations  and 
I  monopolies.  Unless  the  court  can  see  that 
some  extsMnc  aptl-trust  law  has  been  vio¬ 
lated,  any  decision  founded  upon  the  theory 
that  the  publle  policy  of  the  state  Is  that  of 
opposition  to  combinations  and  trusts  would 
r«a#ct  more  tbs  individual  leaning  of  the 
judge  rather  than  the  public  policy  Indicated 
by  the  legislation  of  this  state  since  1891." 

No  relief  could  be  bad  from  trusts  ew  com¬ 
binations  for  the  purpose  of  creating  monop- 


Joy  for  tbs  CorpontUoxm 

OorporatloDs  will  ball  with  delight-,  tha 
statement  that  It  la  doubtful  whether  ffiera 
Is  any  anti-trust  law  in  existence  In  llUnois. 
owing  to  the  tinkering  with  the  first  statute. 

"By  the  manipulation  of  the  enemies  or 
friends  of  the  anti-trust  law,"  said  the  court, 
"there  Is  a  grave  doubt  whether  there  era 
any  antl-truet  laws  in  this' state.  The  1891 
law  has  been  almost  superseded  by  the 
amendments  and  manipulations." 

The  judge  held  that  the  1893  act  was  en¬ 
tirely  unnecessary. 

“By  some  strange  oversight,”  he  said, 
‘‘there  Is  no  express  provision  In  that  act 
against  the  formation  of  trusts." 

The  amendment  of  1897,  excluding  manufac¬ 
turing  concerns  from  the  operation  of  the  anti¬ 
trust  statutes,  was  declared  to  be  unconstitu¬ 
tional,  In  Judge  Tuley'a  opinion,  although 
two  other  judgee  bad  recenUy  held  that  It  was 
In  force. 

The  court‘s  strleturee  on  the  legislation  of 
the  Tanner  regime  was  delivered  with  tolling 
effect.  There  is  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  law¬ 
yers  that  the  Jurist  has  taken  the  opportunity 
to  call  public  attention  to  the  economic  up¬ 
heaval  that  hai  been  going  on  for  the  last 
decade. 

Wagner  Company  Sleeps  for  Ckiod 
I  ‘‘The  company  is  dead  beyond  the  power 
I  of  any  court  to  resurrect  It.”  In  these  words 
I  Judge  Tuley  disposed  of  the  contention  that 
shareholders  of  the  Wagner  Sleeping  Car 
I  company  would  have  the  right  to  come  Into 
I  court  and  attack  the  consolidation.  The  law 
under  which  this  company  was  organised 
was  held  to  have  given  Ibe  right  to  dissolve, 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  public  utility  cor- 
I  porallons  owe  a  duty  to  tbe  public  to  cun- 
tlnue  their  service. 

"Tbe  resulting  combination,"  declared  tbe 
court,  ‘‘may  have  a  tendency  to  create  a  mo- 
I  Dopoly  of  tbe  business  carried  on  by  sleeping 
I  car  companies.  This  may  greatly  Inconveni¬ 
ence  the  publle  and  ckuse  travelers  additional 
expense,  but  a  ‘tendency’  to  create  monopolies 
or  trusts  is  not  sufficient  on  which  to  come 
into  court  for  relief.  The  monopoly  must  be 
complete." 

The  opinion  covers  forty-six  typewrltteit 
pages.  It  closes  with  the  remarkable  admis¬ 
sion  that  the  condition  Is  not  one  for  tbe 
courts. 

"The  laws  of  trade  are  Irresistible  as  the 
laws  of  nature."  says  tbe  judge.  "These  com¬ 
binations  are  an  evolution  of  trade  and  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  demanded  by  the  preeect.*conomle 
conditions.  Whether  they  are  absolutely  pro- 


blblted.  or  merely  regulated.  Is  more  of  an 
economic  question  than  a  judicial  one." 

Victory  for  th«  Company 
William  O.  Beale,  attorney  for  the  Pull¬ 
man  company,  declared  that  the  decision  was 
a  complete  victory  for  hie  client.  Ho  had  not 
time  to  discuss  it  from  other  points. 

Attorney  S.  8.  Gregory,  who  argued  the 
case  for  the  plaintiff,  will  not  say  whether 
an  appeal  will  be  taken  or  not.  "My  client 
may  be  satisfied  that  the  opinion  of  the  Judge 
Is  right,”  be  frankly  avowed.  If  eo,  tbe  only 
other  remedy  afforded  will  be  as  pointed  out 
by  the  court,  for  Mr.  Taylor  to  sue  at  law,  for 
damages."  •  -  '

In  iU  answer  to  the  petition  for  the  in¬ 
junction  the  Pirilnmn  company  denied  that 
a  trust  or  monopoly  was  in  contemplation 
I  when  the  purchase  of  the  business  of  the 
Wagner  company  wa.s  decided  upon,  and  i 
eerted  that  the  step  was  taken  solely  to 
enlarge  its  business  in  a  lawful  manner. 
The  company  set  fortli  in  its  answer  tliat 
the  control  of  the  sleeping  and  parlor  car 
business  in  the  United  States  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  railroad  companies  alone,  and 
that  there  are  many  other  companies 
equipped  to  do  a  business  similar  to  the 
one  it  carries  on.  The  railroad  companies, 
it  a.sserted,  can  make  contracts  with  other 
concerns  besides  itself  for  sleeping  and  par¬ 
lor  c.ir  service,  and  that  its  rights  are  sub¬ 
jected  to  the  assent  of  the  railroad  compa- 
nics. 

It  also  denied  the  allegations  made  by 
Mr.  Taylor  regarding  the  right  of  the  Wag¬ 
ner  company  to  dispose  of  its  business  and 
averred  that  the  Wagner  company  is  a 
joint  stock  association  and  that  \indcr  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  it  has  the 
right  to  dissolve  and  liquidate  its  business 
when  the  stockholders  so  decide. 

Sonnrlit  to  Stun  Dividends.  . 

Two  years  ago  Mr.  Taylor  endeavored  to 
get  a  preliminary  injunction  before  .Judge 
Tuthill  to  restrain  the  merger  of  the  compa¬ 
nies,  but  his  petition  was  denied.  He  then 
brought  action  to  restrain  tlie  Pullman  com¬ 
pany  I'aying  dividends  on  the  200.1)00  .“hares 
of  stock  issued  in  payment  for  the  Wagner 
properties,  f!.  S.  Gregory  of  the  firm  of 
Gregory,  Poppenhusen  &  il.-Xe.b  repre¬ 
sented  the  complainant,  and  M  illiam  G. 
Beale  of  Isham,  Lincoln  &  Beale  defended 
the  Pullman  company. 

In  commenting  upon  the  motives  of  the 
complainant  in  instituting  the  litigation 
Judge  Tuley  said  that  the  nllidavit-s  lilel 
by  the  defendant  tended  to  .show  that  Mr. 
Taylor  was  not  the  real  litigant,  but  that 
he  was  acting  for  a  resident  of  Boston. 

“It  must  be  admitted,”  said  the  chancel¬ 
lor,  “that  the  affidavits  filed  make  a  prima 
facie  ease  against  theccmplainant  as  to  this 
contention— that  the  suit  is  not  prosecuted 
in  good  faith,  but  is  an  attempt  to  force  the 
defendant  to  buy  the  shares  standing  in 
the  com] '  •.inant’s  name  at  an  exhorbitant 
price,  and  is  a  mere  speculative  bili  in 
equity.  The  complainant  insist.s  that  no 
ipatter  what  his  motive  may  be — whether 
to  gratify  his  own  malice  or  to  sandbag  os 
is  alleged — he  has  a  right  to  be  heard  as  a 
atockholder  of  the  Pullman  company. 

“There  are  some  authorities  to  the  clfcet 
that  the  motives  of  a  stockholder  in  filing 
such  a  bill  cannot  he  inquired  into;  that  it 
is  sufficient  if  he  has  the  legal  title  to^  the 
stock,  but  whatever  may  he  his  rights  as  a 
stockholder,  when  he  comes  into  a  court  of 
equity,  asking  that  the  chancellor  in  th^ 
exercise  of  judicial  discretion  shall  give  him 
the  aid  of  the  strong  arm  of  tlie  court  to' 
accomplish  such  an  illegal,  improper  or 
criminal  purpose,  a  different  question  b 
presented.  The  writ  of  injunction  is  the 
strong  arm  of  tlie  court,  but  it  is  wielded 
and  controlled  by  the  conscience  and  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  clinnccllor,  and  its  use  for 
improper  or  unlawful  purposes  will  not  be 
permitted.” 

After  referring  to  the  delay  in  prosecu¬ 
ting  the  suit  and  saying  that  the  complain¬ 
ant  had  “.slept  upon  his  riglit  until  there 
has  arisen  a  quasi  caioppal  to  his  relief  by 
injunction,  if  any  he  ever  had,”  Judge  Tuloy 
passed  on  to  the  question  as  to  wtiother  or 
not  the  pureliase  by  the  Pullman  company 
of  the  property  of  the  Wagner  concern  was 
beyond  tlie  charter  poiver  of  the  Piillmiui 
company  and  therefore  null  and  void. 

Had  Riaht  to  Pnrehaar. 

“t'onsidering  solely,”  he  said,  “the  charter 
powers  of  the  Pullman  company  and  con¬ 
ceding  the  power  of  the  Wagner  company  to 
sell,  the  Pullman  company,  immediately 
upon  its  organi/ation,  could  have  made 


'  purchase  such  as  the  one  in  question,  ‘as  in¬ 
cident  to,  necessary  and  useful'  to  it  in  the 
commencement  of  its  business  operations. 
If  it  could  do  so  to  start  its  business  oi>era- 
tions,  no  reason  is  perceived  why  it  could 
not  make  such  a  purchase  at  any  time 
thereafter  if  such  purchase  was  considered 
necessary  or  useful  in  carrying  on  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  corporation.  Whether  such  a 
purchase  would  be  necessary  or  useful  was 
for  the  managing  board,  the  board  of  di¬ 
rectors,  to  determine. 

“There  is  no  bad  faith  charged  again.st 
this  board  of  directors.  It  is  true  that  it 
is  alleged  that  the  price  paid  was  at  least 
double  the  value  of  the  property  purchased, 
but  ill  the  absence  of  a  charge  of  mala  lides 
CP  the  part  of  the  board  of  dircctor.s  the  alle¬ 
gation  is  of  no  importance.  An  honest 
mistake  of  directors  as  to  values  gives 
neither  the  state  nor  any  stockholder  a 
ground  of  action.”

The  fight  of  the  toiegraph  companies  to 
prevent  “outsiders”  from  procuring  mar¬ 
ket  quotations  of  the  Chicago  Board  of 
Trade  except  through  the  regular  channels 
and  by  contract  was  taken  up  again  iii  the 
United  .States  Circuit  Court  to-day.  In  a 
bill  filed  by  the  Cleveland,  the  We.stern 
Union  and  tlie  Postal  Telegraph  comjianie.^ 
Judge  Koliisaat  is  a.-ked  to  restrain  thir¬ 
teen  individuals  and  firms  from  stealing 
market  quotations  from  the  complainants’ 

The  defendants  named  in  the  hill  are; 
Ilerbfrt  B.  Mas-on,  Sycamore,  Ill.;  'rimothy 
McDermott,  DcKalb;  Bautc  &  Dickes,  Au¬ 
rora;  Alliert  II.  Babb,  Peoria;  Ma.x  Maas, 
Sterling;  R.  S.  Hook  &  Co.  and  W.  B.  Lloyd 
&  Co.,  Galesburg;  Theodore  R.  A'oorhees, 
J'nirbury;  William  B.  Lundy,  Pontiac;  Ar¬ 
thur  Wolfe,  Streator,  Biddic  &  Co.,  Wil¬ 
mington;  Robert  J.  Reid,  Marseilles,  and 
Frank  H.  Holcomb,  Rochelle. 

'Ihc  bill  is  a  bulky  document  and  is  filled 
mostly  with  an  account  of  the  methods  of 
trading  on  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the 
means  used  for  distributing  the  market  quo¬ 
tations  to  the  general  public.

Moreover,  Judge  Tuley  found  that  the 
complainant  had  slept  upon  his  rights,  if 
he  ever  had  any,  and  had  permitted  a 
quasi-estoppel  to  arise  and  bar  relief  by 
equitable  intervention.  Strictly  speak¬ 
ing,  therefoi'e.  Judge  Tuley  had  little  oc¬ 
casion  to  examine  the  “merits”  of  the 
case,  or  to  enter  upon  a  discussion  of  the 
trust  or  autl-trust  policy  of  this  state. 

Still,  his  remarks  upon  that  subject  are 
interesting  and  profitable.  It  Is  certainly 
true  that  there  is  grave  doubt  In  the  miAds 
of  the  best  lawyers  as  to  whether  there  are 
any  valid  anti-trust  laws  on  our  statute 
books.  The  act  of  18i)7,  It  has  been  repeat¬ 
edly  pointed  out,  contains  a  singular  and 
elastic  provision  which  legitimatizes  com¬ 
binations  “of  any  sort  the  principal  object 
or  effect  of  which  is  to  maintain  or  in¬ 
crease  prices.”  Is  tl^ere  a  trust  In  exist¬ 
ence  which,  by  the  exercise  of  a  little  in¬ 
genuity,  cannot  prove  that  It  maMalnt  a 
higher  rate  of  wages  than  would  be  pos¬ 
sible  without  it? 

But  Judge  Tuley  Is  hardly  warranted 
in  drawing  the  inference  that  "the  ‘public 
policy’  of  the  state  of  opposition  to  com¬ 
binations  and  monopolies  bas  changed  to 
a  public  policy  favoring  combinations  and 
monopolies.”  The  legislation  alluded  to 
as  Indications  of  this  remarkable  change 
la  notoriously  questionable  and  sus¬ 
picious,  and  some  of  It  is  yet  to  be  passed 
upon  by  the  courts.  Judge  Tuley  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  overlooked  the  Supreme 
Court  decision  in  the  glucose  trust  case. 
While  the  legislature  establishes  the 
state’s  policy  by  Its  acts  and  statutes,  It 
is  the  province  of  the  courts  to  Interpret 
these  statutes  In  the  light  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  and  the  great  principles  of  the  com¬ 
mon  law.

PUBLIC  POLICY  CHANGED.

Judge  Tuley  of  the  Circuit  Court  in  a 
decision  handed  down  to-day  upholds  tho 
merger  of  the  Pullnmn  and  the  Wagner 
sleeping  car  companies  and  refuses  to  Tru¬ 
man  A.  Taylor  a  preliminary  injunction  re¬ 
straining  the  consummation  of  the  trans¬ 
action  of  two  years  ago  whereby  the  Chi¬ 
cago  company  absorbed  its  only  importaift 
competitor  in  the  palace  car  business.  Kver/ 
contention  of  the  complainant  was  ov^ 
ruled  by  the  chancellor,  and  the  opinioft, 
consisting  of  forty-si.v  typewritten  pages, 
was  a  sweeping  victory  for  the  Pullman 
company. 

In  his  decision  Judge  Tuley  commented 
exhaustively  upon  the  anti-trust  laws,  both 
state  and  federal,  and  announced  as  hw 
opinion  that  the  public  policy  of  this  state 
has  changed  from  one  of  oppo.sition  to  com¬ 
binations  and  monopolies  to  one  favoring 
them.  One  of  the  strongest  reasons  for  de¬ 
nying  the  bill  for  an  injunction  was  that 
holding  that  the  complainant  did  not  prose¬ 
cute  the  suit  in  good  faith,  but  tbat  his  mo¬ 
tive  was  to  force  the  Ihdlman  company  to 
buy  the  shares  standing  in  his  name  at  an 
exorbitant  price. 

Dlacnsaea  Anti-truat  Law. 

In  his  discussion  of  the  anti-trust  Inw»

iVot  only  may  contracts  of  this  nature  bo 
made,  but  covenants  nut  to  engage  in  busi¬ 
ness  within  a  limited  number  of  years  or 
at  the  same  place  have  uniformly  been  sus¬ 
tained  by  the  courts-as  not  being  an  unrea¬ 
sonable  restraint  of  trade  and  held  to  be

In  passing  upon  the  merits  of  the  case 
Judge  Tuley  said  that  there  was  a  grave 
doubt  In  the  mind  of  the  court  whether  there 
are  any  valid  anti-trust  laws  In  this  state. 

“The  anti-trust  legislation  of  this  state.” 
said  Judge  Tuley,  ’’since  1891  has  been  of  such 
a  character  as  to  raise  doubts  as  to  what  Is 
now  the  law  of  this  state  upon  this  subject. 
Whether  this  confusion  has  been  made  by 
the  friends  or  the  enemies  of  such  legislation 
Is  a  matter  of  doubt.  The  vital  prohibition 
as  to  trusts  and  combinations  which  has  been 
so  vigorously  upheld  by  our  supreme  court  Is 
to  bo  found  In  section  1  of  the  act  of  1891. 
’’This  was  amended  by  the  act  of  1897,  which, 
reenacted,  word  for  word,  said  section  1 
and  added  one  provision  to  the  effect  that  It 
shall  not  be  unlawful  for  persons,  nrms  or 
corporations  doing  business  In  this  state  to 
enter  Into  joint  arrangements  of  any  sort 
the  principal  object  or  effect  of  which  Is  to 
maintain  or  Increase  wages.

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PULLMAN  MERCCR  LEGAL. 

In  the  United  States  circuit  court  at  Chicago  on  "Monday 
Judge  Tuley  declined  to  issue  an  injunction  against  the  run- 
inan  Palace  Car  Company,  asked  for  by  Truman  A.  Taylor, 
who  sought  to  have  that  comfpany  restrained  from  purchasing 
the  stock  of  the  Wagner  Sleeping  Car  Company  with  20O,W 
shares  of  Pullman  stock,  or  from  giving  to  stockholders  ot  tne 
VVagner  company  aoo,ooo  shares  in  the  consolidated  concern. 
This  action  was  commenced  after  the  meeting  of  December 
4,  1899,  when  the  Pullman  Palace  Car  Company  agreed  to 
purchase  the  Wagner  company’s  entire  equipment  and  busi¬ 
ness,  and  to  increase  its  stock  from  fifty-four  million  to  .sev¬ 
enty-four  million  dollars.  Judge  Tuley's  decision  in  almost 
every  point  was  against  Mr.  Taylor.  In  regard  to  the  anti¬ 
trust”  arguments  made  in  the  petition  and  enlarged  upon  by 
counsel.  Judge  Tuley  held  that  the  transaction  by  which  the 
two  companies  became  one  was  practically  analogous  to  the 
ordinary  business  transaction  of  one  man  buying  out  the  1 
business  of  another. 


CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 
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The’  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works  has  just  closed  the  most 
successful  year  in  its  history.  Both  in  the  number  of  engines 
turned  out  and  in  the  value  of  the  product  all  previous  records 
were  broken.  The  number  of  employes  on  the  pay  roll  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  larger  than  at  any  period  since  the  works 
were  established  over  half  a  century  ago.  The  output  for  the 
year  1901  was  I,37S  locomotives,  representing  a  money  value 
of  about  seventeen  million  dollars,  of  which  number  174  were 
exported.  Of  the  total  1  umber  of  engines,  526  were  com¬ 
pounds,  forty-five  electric,  six  compressed  air  and  the  balance 
miscellaneous  simple  engines.  Four  hundred  and  sixty  ot  the 
locomotives  were  provided  with  four  pairs  of  driving  wheels, 
73S  with  three  pairs  and  180  with  two  pairs.  The  weight  of 
engines  has  been  increasing  from  year  to  year,  and  those  built 
in  1901  were  heavier  than  those  of  1900.  The  tonnage  for 
1901  has  not  been  made  up,  but  it  is  known  to  have  been 
considerably  in  excess  of  that  of  1900.  Up  to  the  year  just 
closed  that  of  1900  held  the  works’  record  both  as  to  the 
number  of  engines— 1217— turned  out  and  in  tonnage.  Prior 
to  that  the  largest  output  was  in  1890,  when  946  locomotives 
were  constructed.  In  1899  901  engines  were  built.  On  ac¬ 
count  of  the  increased  weight  of  the  locomotives  the  ton^nage 
of  the  1899  output  exceeded  that  of  1890,  even  though  the 
number  of  engines  was  forty-five  less.  The  engines  exported 
were  sent  to  Japan,  Korea,  Mexico,  New  Zealand,  Chile, 
Cuba,  Canada,  Guatemala,  Guiana,  Algeria,  BrazU^, 
Yucatan,  Hawaii,  Bolivia,  Western  Australia,  Spam,  Ecuador, 
San  Domingo,  France  and  Cape  Colony.  The  largest  number 
went  to  western  Australia  and  to  Spain.  As  compared  with 
1900,  there  was  a  decrease  in  engines  sent  abroad.  This  was 
due  very  largely  to  the  fact  that,  owing  to  the  heavy  domestic 
demand,  the  firm  made  no  special  effort  to  secure  foreign 
trade.  The  output  for  1901  taxed  to  the  utmost  the  present 
capacity  of  the  big  Baldwin  plant,  which  was  operated  day 
and  night  throughout  the  entire  year,  Sundays  and  holidays 
excepted.  The  'rm  at  present  employs  about  eleven  thou¬ 
sand  men,  the  highest  number  ever  carried  upon  its  pay  roll. 
Successful  as  was  the  business  of  last  year,  1902  opens  with 
prospects  that  indicate  that  the  great  record  of  i^i  will  be 
surpassed  if  the  capacity  of  the  works  permits.  Orders  are 
already  booked  for  about  seven  hundred  engines,  nearly  all  ot 
the  heavy  modern  freight  type,  and  all  for  American  railways. 

President  Callaway,  of  the  American  Locomotive  Com¬ 
pany,  has  announced  that  it  will  spend  at  least  two  million  dol¬ 
lars  improving  its  plants.  The  capacity  of  the  Schenectady 
works  is  to  be  doubled,  providing  for  an  annual  output  at  that 
point  of  one  thousand.  The  extensive  general  additions  will 
probably  absorb  much  of  the  earnings  of  the  year.  Mr.  Cal¬ 
laway  adds:  ‘‘Our  present  orders  will  keep  us  busy  until  well 
on  in  the  year,  the  total  number  of  orders  at  present  unhlled 
being  1,750.  The  American  Locomotive- Company  intends  to 
adhere  to  the  policy  of  extending  its  foreign  trade.  During 
the  past  year  orders  have  come  from  South  Africa,  Mexico 
and  %pan.  This  last  order  is  especially  gratifying,  because 
we  were  the  only  American  company  that  tendered  for  the 
contract,  which  was  let  by  the  Imperial  government  oUapan, 
and  we  competed  successfully  against  the  English  and  Cerman 
companies.  We  expect  further  extension  of  foreign  trade. 

The  American  Steel  and  Foundry  Company  will  ship  twenty 
large  capacity  steel  cars  to  Glasgow  on  January  10.  They  are 
to  be  used  by  the  Caledonian  Railway  Company,  one  of  the 
principal  roads  of  the  Scotch  railway  system.  These  cars  will 
introduce  the  American  steel  cars  to  British  railways. 

The  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  has  placed  with  the 
.\merican  Car  and  Foundry  Company  an  order  for  one  thou¬ 
sand  gondola  cars.  They  will  be  similar  to  those  built  at 
Roanoke,  with  steel  underframing  and  of  forty  tons  capacity. 

The  Great  Northern  is  now  receiving  from  the  shops  of  an 
eastern  company  fifty  standard  passenger  coaches,  which  are 
being  delivered  at  the  rate  of  ten  or  twelve  each  week. 

The  Burlington  has  ordered  the  construction  of  six  cafe 
observation  cars,  three  of  which  will  be  placed  in  service  be¬ 
tween  Minneapolis  and  Chicago.

The  organization  of  the  American  Locomo¬ 
tive  Company  brought  into  consolidation  a  number 
of  well-known  plants,  some  of  which,  however,  were 
falling  behind  the  large  concerns  who  are  still  outside 
the  fold.  These  shops,  under  the  ni'w  regime,  are  all 
being  put  on  an  efficient  basis.  Some  of  the  work  is 
now  under  way,  and  a  large  portion  is  still  projected. 
For  that  which  is  now  in  progress  a  large  amount  of 
machinery,  particularly  machine  tools,  still  remains  to 
be  purchased.  Apropos  to  the  organization  of  this 
company  another  tendency  of  the  times  may  bo  noted. 
It  is  the  presence  of  consumers  of  the  company’s 
product  in  the  personnel  of  the  concern.  Among  the 
interested  parties  in  the  company  arc  to  be  found 
chiefly  prominent  railroad  men.  Going  to  the  other 
side  of  the  locomotive  situation,  the  Baldwin  Locomo¬ 
tive  Company  are  extending  every  effort  to  increase 
the  industrial  hum  in  the  center  of  Philadelphia.  They, 
too,  are  buying  machinery  very  heavily,  and  will  pur¬ 
chase  extensively  throughout  the  entire  year.  The 
reorganized  Rogers  I.ocomotive  Works,  in  which  rail¬ 
road  men  are  also  interested,  may  be  expected  to  pur¬ 
chase  machinery  heavily  during  the  ensuing  year.— 
Iron  Age.

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CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 


The  Louisville  and  Nashville  has  received  four  of  the  eight 
locomotives  recently  ordered  for  service  on  the  South  and 
North  Alabama  division,  between  Decatur  and  Montgomery. 
These  engines  weigh  167,200  pounds,  and  were  built  by  the 
American  Locomotive  Company  at  Paterson,  N.  J.  On  ac¬ 
count  of  their  weight  they  were  carried  around  by  way  of  the 
Nashville,  Florence  and  Southern  branch  to  Sheffield,  and 
thence  over  the  Southern  Railway  to  Decatur.  The  Louis¬ 
ville  and  Nashville  has  just  finished  at  its  shops  250  new  flat 
cars  of  eighty  thousand  pounds’  capacity,  and  is  just  about 
ready  to  begin  work  on  an  order  for  five  hundred  dump  cars 
of  one  hundred  thousand  pounds’  capacity.  The  shops  now 
have  on  hand  orders  for  1850  new  cars  of  different  designs, 
one  thousand  of  them  to  be  box  cars. 

The  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works  will  in  a  few  weeks  turn 
out  its  twenty  thousandth  finished  engine,  and  at  the  same 
time  cele^ate  the  seventieth  anniversary  of  its  foundation  by 
the  late'Matthias  W.  Baldwin.  The  locomotive  which  will 
have  the  distinction  of  bearing  the  .shop  number  20,000  is  a 
high-si)Ped  passenger  engine,  in  course  of  erection  for  the 
Plant  .system.  It  will  be  e(iuippcd  with  the  latest  century  im¬ 
provements  in  locomotive  construction,  including  a  Vander¬ 
bilt  boiler  and  tender  and  the  Vauclain  new  design  balance 
compound  cylinders.  The  date  selected  of  celebrating  the 
seventieth  anniversary  will  be  February  27,  and  actiVe  prepa¬ 
rations  are  now  being  made  by  members  of  the  firm.  * 

During  last  month  the  Georgia  and  Carolina  Manufacturing 
Company  booked  orders  for  more  than  1.500  new  cars. 
Among  the  orders  are  those  of  the  Mexican  National  Railway 
for  1,200  cars,  the  Southern  Railway  for  130  cars  and  the 
Georgetown  and  Western  Railroad  for  fifty  cars.

RAILWAY  NEWS 

Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe.— The  company  has 
abolished  its  through  cars  between  Chicago.  Kansas 
City  and  the  City  of  Mexico.  The  principal  cause  for 
tile  abandonment  of  the  througli  sleeping  cars  to  the 
Mexican  capital  was  the  length  of  the  run.  The  cars 
coidd  not  be  kept  clean.  The  recent  laws  passed  by 
the  Mexican  government,  requiring  all  supplies  for  tlie 
cars  to  tie  purchased  in  that  country,  ami  also  requir¬ 
ing  trainmen  to  be  able  to  speak  tlie  Spanisli  lan¬ 
guage,  were  also  factors.  The  service  is  said  to  be 
the  longest  through  car  line  in  the  world,  the  one¬ 
way  distance  being  nearly  3000  miles  from  Chicago, 
uiid  2500  from  Kansas  City.  It  was  established  about 
a  year  ago. 

Operation  of  the  Pension  System  Pennsylvania 

R.  R.  .  . 

A  statement  sliowlng  the  results  of  the  operation  , 
of  the  pension  depnrtment  of  the  Pennsylvania  R. 
R.  indicates  that  there  was  authorized  to  be  paid 
to  retired  employees  during  the  year  1901  nllow- 
irnces  aggregating  $292,290.20,  and  this,  added  to 
the  allowances  paid  during  1900,  shows  a  total  of 
$536,310.17  for  the  two  years  of  the  department’s 
existence.  This  expenditure  was  borne  entirely  by 
the  companies  assoclatetl  in  the  administration 
of  the  department,  being  jirovided  for  by  an  annual 
appropriation  of  $300,000,  and  does  not  Include  the 
amounts  incurred  In  the  operation  of  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Since  the  Inception  of  the  pension  depart¬ 
ment,  1574  employees  have  been  retired  and  grant¬ 
ed  pension  allowances,  of  whom  217  died  prior 
to  Dec.  31,  1901.  Of  the  total  number  retired,  248 
were  of  the  65  to  70-year  class.  Of  those  so  re¬ 
lieved  from  active  duty,  the  requests  originating 
with  the  employees  were  foiir  to  every  one  emanat¬ 
ing  from  the  employing  officer.

The  details  of  the  equipment  of  the  special  train  upon  which  i 
I  Prince  Henry  of  Germany  and  his  party  will  travel  while  m 
I  '  the  United  States  have  been  practically  completed  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad.  The  train,  which  is  to  be  in  the  per- 
]  sonal  charge  of  George  W.  Boyd,  assistant  general  passenger 
I  agent,  will  be  the  most  magnificent  and  the  most  luxuriously 
'  comfortable  home  on  wheels  that  has  ever  been  put  together 

f'  in  this  or  any  other  country.  Mr.  Boyd  states  that  while  the 
equipment  is  now  being  assembled  and  all  arrangements  have 
practically  been  perfected,  some  minor  changes  may  have  to 
be  made.  The  train  will  consist  of  one  combination  baggage 
and  smoking  car,  one  twelve-section  sleeper,  two  dining  cars, 
three  drawing  room  cars,  containing  ten  drawing  rooms  Mch, 
and  a  splendid  private  car  for  the  Prince,  which  is  to  have 
five,  compartment  drawing  rooms,  a  dining  parlor  and  a  large 
observation  platform.  According  to  the  present  arrange¬ 
ments,  rtie  train  will  accommodate  sixty  persons.  It  will  be 
likely  to  impress  Prince  Henry  with  the  excellence  of  the 
system  of  railroad  travel  in  the  United  States,  for  no  effort 
will  be  spared  in  arranging  every  detail  that  will  conduce  to 
the  comfort  and  luxury  of  the  royal  visitor.  The  cars  are 
now  in  the  hands  of  decorators  and  mechanics,  and  those  in 
charge  of  the  work  are  certain  that  they  will  turn  out  the 
finest  train  that  has  ever  been  moved  over  rails.  Besides 
Prince  Henry  and  his  suite  there  will  be  on  the  tram  a  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  directorate,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  German  Embassy  at  Washington  and  one  officer  of 
the  United  States  government.  The  train  will  leave  Jersey 
City  for  Washington  on  February  23,  return  to  Jersey  City 
on  the  following  day,  and  proceed  to  Shooters’  Island  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  25  for  the  launching  of  the  German  Emperor’s  yacht.

CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 

The  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works  is  building  fifty  oil^burn- 
ing  locomotives  for  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  SanU  Fe,  m 
addition  to  sixty-nine  coal-burning  engines.  Lately  five  loco- 
mSites  fined  to  use  oil  as  fuel  and  equipped  with  Vander¬ 
bilt  boilers,  were  completed  and  shipped  to  the  Atchison, 
and  following  them  was  another  oil-bu^rner,  but  fitted  with  a 
fire  box  designed  by  John  Player,  the  consultin^g  superin¬ 
tendent  of  motive  power  of  the  Atchison,  who  has  been  giving 
thrauestion  of  oil  as  a  locomotive  fuel  great  attention.  The 
Atchison  is  now  experimenting  with  the  Player  loeoraotive, 
and  upon  the  results  of  the  tests  will  depend  whether  the 
Vanderbilt  or  Player  type  of  fire  ^ 

fifty  oil-burning  locomotives  now  building.  Tim  Vanderbilt 
fire-box  is  a  single  corrugated  cylinder  and  the  Player  design 
uIL  three  cylinders.  The  oil  is  burned  just  as  it  Is  supplied 
to  the  locomotive.  A  drawback  to  the  system  is  that  when 
the  locomotive  is  cold  it  must  obtain  steam  from  some  other 
source  before  it  can  begin  to  generate  its  own,  the  projection 
of  the  oil  into  the  fire  box  depending  on  the  force  furnished 
by  the  steam.  This  disadvantage  is  obviated  in  Russia,  where 
several  hundred  oil-burning  locomotives  are  in  service,  by 
connecting  the  cold  engine  with  a  shifting  engine  al^ready  m 
steam  or  by  connecting  with  a  stationary  boiler  in  the  round 
house.  It  takes  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five  minutes  to  get  up 
thirty  to  forty  pounds  of  steam  in  the  boiler  of  a  cold  engine, 
and  when  this  pressure  is  obtained  the  engine  can  take  care 
of  itself. 

Official  announcement  of  the  consolidation  oi  several  of  the 
private  stock  car  companies  was  made  on  Tuesd^  at  the 
Saf  Teting  of  Street’s  Western  Stable  Car  Company. 
President  Eckstein  stated  that  the  advantage  of  controling 
a  greater  number  of  cars  under  one  management  had  become 
so  apparent  that  the  Street’s  company  some  time  ago  began 
negotiations  which  have  ended  in  the  des>red  result  The  com¬ 
panies  in  the  combination  are  the  Street  s  company,  the 
Canda  Cattle  Car  Company  and  the  Consolidated  Cattle  Car 
Company  (the  latter  being  known  as  the  Hicks  company). 
The  Street’s  company,  by  the  new  arrangement,  acquires  con- 
I  trol  of  A  soo  additional  cars.  The  new  arrangement  will  go . 
I  into  effect  at  once.  No  statement  of  the  price  paid  was  given. 

The  new  decapod  engines  of  the  Atchison  are  making 
record  hauls  on  Cajon  pass.  One  of  these  engines  last  week 
,  hauled  703  tons  of  freight  up  a  grade  six  miles  and  one-half 
long  and  158  feet  to  the  mile,  beating  the  worlds  recojd. 
•Vice-President  Kendrick  says  this  record  will  yet  be  ex¬ 
ceeded.  So  pleased  is  the  management  with  the  work  of  the 
decapod  that  it  has  decided  to  order  seventy-five  more  of  the 
same  type,  at  a  cost  of  $1,500,000.

The  train  Is  to 
he  in  charge  of  the  PiMUisylvaida  Railroad  and  dl-  i 
lectly  under  the  supervision  and  i)ersonal  direction  I 
of  (ieo.  \V.  Royd,  assistant  ^jeneral  iiasseiicer  aitent 
of  that  system.  It  Is  prohahly  the  most  inaKnlti- 
cent  and  luxurious  set  of  cars  which  has  ever  been 
put  together  in  this  or  any  other  country.  The  ,. 
tiaiii  will  c>)uslst  of  the  coinhinatiou  hajjjiane  and  ( 
.smokiiiK  car  ITtopia,  a  Pullman  sleeplun  car,  Rlsi-ay,  i 
for  the  altedants;  three  Pullman  coini)artment  cars, 
the  Indiana,  Ohio  and  Iowa,  the  dlniii};  car  Willard,  | 
and  the  private  ear  Cohimhia,  which  will  he  used 
hy  the  Prince  himself.  | 

'file  Cohimhia  is  one  of  the  llncst  car.s  ever  built 
liy  the  Pullman  tiomiiany.  It  was  freipiently  used 
by  President  McKiidey  on  his  tours  throuffh  the  , 
country,  hut  for  this  trip  it  has  practically  been 
transformed  into  a  new  car.  It  is  70  ft.  lonjl,  and 
contains  five  private  rooms  and  one  section.  Two 
of  the  private  rooms  are  large,  and  are  furidslied  j 
with  brass  bedsteads,  chests  of  drawers,  wardrobes, 
and  large  mirrors.  Tlifere'ls  also  space  for  steamer 
trunks,  and  a  separate  toilet  compartinent  com-  j 


miinieating  with  each  room.  The  private  rooms 
are  tinlshed  in  mahogahy,  "maple,  and  koko.  Ihe 
observation  room,  which  Is  also  the  dining  room,  is 
16  ft.  long,  finished  In  vermilion,  and  contains  an 
e.\tenslon  table  and  two  cabinets.  Wide  window’s 
and  a  door  inclose  the  rear  end.  which  is  a  wide 
observation  platform  inclosed  by  nickel  railings. 

'I'he  kitchen,  finished  in  Knglish  oak,  is  thoroughly 
eipupped  with  the  appliances  necessary  for  the 
work  of  the  culinary  department.  The  car  is  heat¬ 
ed  by  steam  and  lighted  by  electroliers  disposed 
about  the  ceiling.  Besides  the  Prince,  the  car  will 
l>e  occupied  by  Admiral  Evans,  Ambassador  von 
Holleben,  and  Lieut.  Capt.  Schmidt,  personal  adju¬ 
tant  to  the  Prince.

(rature  and  a  well-selected^library  complete  its  spe- 
( ial  features.  The  forward  end  of  the  car  is  used 
lor  stoi’ing  the  baggage,  and  it  also  contains  the 
dynamo,  which,  run  by  steam  from  the  engine, 
supplies  the  light  for  the  entire  train. 

Tile  dining  car  Willard  is  finished  in  mahogany, 
witli  high  pitched  deck,  and  presents  upon  entrance 
the  appeareance  of  a  small  cafe.  It  Is  furnished 
with  ten  tables  and  ordinary  cafe  chali’s.  The 
kitclien  and  storing  capacity  is  ample  for  the  re- 
(piirements  of  a  trip  across  the  continent.  A  stew¬ 
ard,  a  chef  and  three  assistants,  and  five  waiters 
compose  tiic  crew  of  this  car. 

Tlie  compartment  cars  Indiana,  Ohio  and  Iowa 
are  all  ot  the  same  pattern,  though  finished  In  dif¬ 
ferent  schemes  of  decoration.  Even  the  compart¬ 
ments  differ  in  style  of  their  finish  betwwn  mahog¬ 
any,  mapU*,  English  oak,  and  vermilion.  Ihere  are 
ten  staterooms  in  each,  all  on  the  same  side  of  the 
car  with  a  wid<>  passage  on  the  opposite  side  from 
imii  to  end.  Each  stateroom  contains  a  double 
bertli  ami  is  complete  In  its  toilet  and  lavatory  fix¬ 
tures.  The  officers  of  the  Prince's  suite  and  the 
President's  delegates  will  be  quartered  in  these 
compartments,  and  each  one  of  them  has  a  Prliit^'l 
c-tnl  with  his  name  and  the  designation  of  his 
c'ompartment  printed  thereon.  All  the  staterix-ms 
iU’o  connected  by  coinnuinicating  doorw.

As  a  matter 
I  of  fact,  they  re<iuirod  .50.  and  the  remaining  .30,  tile 
need  for  which  was  not  so  urginit,  were  ordered  from 
the  Creusot  works,  who  will  deliver  tliem  by  and  by. 
They  declare  that  it  would  have  been  gn-atly  to  their 
financial  advantage  to  have  placed  the  entire  order 
with  the  German  firm,  but.  -for  patriotic  reasons,  they 
refrained  from  doing  so.  Tlieir  express  engines  weigli 
between  .59,000  and  00,000  kilograms,  and  the  price 
paid  to  the  German  firm  for  them  is  1  franc  9  cen¬ 
times  per  kilogram.  The  customs  dues  amount  to  15 
centimes  per  kilogram.  But  as  the  Greusot  firm 
charges  1  franc  90  centimes  per  kilogram,  tlie  East¬ 
ern  Railway  Oompany  saved  something  like  .$2,500  on 
each  locomotive  built  in  Germany,  and  will  lose  a 
corresponding  amount  on  each  oX  the  French  produc¬ 
tions. — New  York  Post.

CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 


An  officer  of  the  Pullman  Company  commenting  on  the  busi¬ 
ness  situation  for  1902,  says:  ‘‘We  have  practically  sold  out 
our  entire  production  of  all  classes  of  cars  for  1902.  Our  work¬ 
ing  force  numbering  six  thousand  men  is  at  its  highest  point, 
numerically.  Except  in  a  few  instances,  there  have  been  no 
marked  advances  in  the  prices  of  raw  materials  that  we  use. 
The  full  capacity  of  our  plant  at  Pullman  is  being  tested.  Our 
output  is  equal  to  about  one  thousand  freight  cars,  and  one 
hundred  passenger  and  sleeping  cars  per  month.  We  do  not 
contemplate  any  radical  change  in  our  equipnjent  as  we  know 
of  nothing  better.  A  great  portion  of  our  work  is  necessarily 
performed  by  hand.  Regarding  the  marvelous  run  of  prosperity 
into  which  we  have  entered,  we  believe  that  as  no  trade  snaps 
right  off,  all  the  big  leading  industries  of  America  can  reason¬ 
ably  expect  from  forty  to  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  present 
prosperity  to  continue  during  1903,  and  that  is  quite  sufficient 
to  hold  off  any  hard  times.” 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  has  just  ordered  five 
hundred  large  capacity  box  cars  built  at  the  West  Milwaukee 
car  shops.  They  are  to  be  begun  at  once  and  will  go  into 
service  as  fast  as  turned  out.  This  number  added  to  the  1,500 
now  being  completed,  the  1,500  built  last  summer  and  the  new 
ore  and  other  cars,  makes  about  four  thousand  cars  of  the 
company’s  own  build  added  to  the  equipment  within  fifteen 
months. 

In  addition  to  large  orders  for  sew  equipment  given  to  out¬ 
side  firms,  the  Pennsylvania  will  build  three  hundred  new  cars 
at  its  Altoona  shops.  The  Pennsylvania  lines  west  of  Pitts¬ 
burg  will  build  1,115  cars  of  the  XI  class  of  100,000  pounds 
capacity  each.  These  will  be  similar  to  the  new  box  cars  with 
steel  underframing  which  are  now  being  delivered  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  by  the  Pressed  Steel  Car  Company. 

Julius  Kruttschnitt,  first  assistant  to  I*re#ident  Harriman, 
of  the  Southern  Pacific,  says  that  the  Southern  Pacific  will 
burn  oil  on  its  locomotives  from  end  to  end  of  the  line. 
Equipment  for  changing  120  engines  to  burn  oil  is  already  on 
hand  in  Houston.  The  company  is  now  burning  oil  on  210 
of  its  engines.  Eventually  it  will  use  oil  on  its  steamships  and 
ferries,  too. 

The  Wisconsin  Central  has  just  placed  an  order  for  three 
hundred  box,  one  hundred  stock  and  twenty-five  refrigerator 
cars  for  immediate  delivery.

TEXT  OF  THE  INVALID  LAW. 

'  Statute  That  la  Declared  Unconstltu* 
tlonal  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

I  ,  Following  is  the  text  of  the  Illinois  statute, 
entitled  "Trusts  and  conspiracies  against 
trdde,"  which  was  Invalidated  by  the  su¬ 
preme  court  decision; 

Section  1.  Be  It  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state 
of  Illinois,  represented  In  the  general  assembly.

CARS  AMD  LOCOMOTIVES. 


A  special  cable  to  the  Chicago  Inter-Ocean  from  London 
tells  of  an  extraordinary  meeting  held  on  Monday  by  the 
Metropolitan  Railway  Company  and  the  Oldbury  Wagon 
Company  at  Birmingham  to  consider  a  proposal  for  amal¬ 
gamation  with  the  Asbury  Wagon  Company,  of  .Manchester, 
and  other  companies.  The  proposal  is  to  form  something 
in  the  nature  of  a  trust  among  railway  wagon  builders,  of 
which  these  companies  are  the  chief  in  England.  Mr.  Hodg- 
kinson,  who  presided,  pointed  out  that  they  were  threatened 
with  serious  American  and  German  competition.  •  He  said 
the  Americans  are  already  extensively  supplying  dining  and 
drawing-room  cars  and  tram  cars  in  England,  and  that  they 
now  contemplate  either  starting  carriage  building  works  in 
that  country  or  acquiring  existing  works  as  the  nucleus  of  a 
great  Anglo-American  combination.  Mr.  Hodgkinson  an¬ 
nounced  that  the  capital  of  the  new  amalgamated  company 
would  be  £972,000.  The  average  profit  of  the  concerns  af¬ 
fected  had  been,  during  the  past  three  years,  £124,000  per  year.

CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 


Orders  for  new  railroad  equipment  have  been  placed  with 
the  American  Locomotive  Company,  as  follows:  Southern 
Railroad,  thirty-five  consolidated  engines;  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio,  thirty  engines  of  two  types;  New  York  Central,  ten 
engines;  St.  Louis  and  Sari  Francisco,  ten  consolidation  loco¬ 
motives;  Terre  Haute  and  Indianapolis  Railroad,  six  en¬ 
gines;  Gulf  and  Ship  Island  Railroad,  six  consolidation  en¬ 
gines;  Copper  Range  Railroad  and  Standard  Steel  Car  Works, 
lach  one  engine.  The  Chicago  and  Great  Western  are  hav¬ 
ing  thirty  locomotives  built  at  Dunkirk.  Twelve  have  been 
completed  and  the  remamder  of  the  order  will  be  constructed 
by  next  August. 

The  locomotive  equipment  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  has  been 
increased  during  the  past  year  by  the  purchase  of  seventy- 
three  ten-wheel  and  fifteen  consolidation  engines.  Additional 
orders  have  been  placed  for  sixty-eight  freight  engines  and 
fifteen  passenger  engines  to  be  delivered  during  1902.  Ol 
the  equipment  bought  last  year  thirty-seven  ten-wheel  engines 
were  assigned  to  the  Missouri  Pacific  and  the  rest  to  the  Iron 
Mountain. 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  has  placed  in  service 
on  its  Pioneer  limited  trains  some  very  large  and  complete 
dining  cars.  They  are  eighty-two  feet  in  length,  six  inches 
wider  and  higher  than  the  usual  dining  cars  and  comfortably 
seat  thirty-six  people.  Each  crew  consists  of  six  cooks,  six 
waiters  and  a'  conductor. 

The  Lehigh  Valley  has  forty  new  freight  engines  of  the 
extremely  heavy  compound  type,  also  four  heavy-class  passen¬ 
ger  engines  ordered  from  the  Baldwin  Works,  the  deliveries 
of  which  are  about  to  begin.  The  road  has  also  an  order  in 
for  forty-five  more  of  these  engines,  principally  freight,  to  be 
delivered  later  this  year. 

The  Terre  Haute  and  Indianapolis  has  ordered  five  com¬ 
bination  cars  and  eleven  coaches  for  the  main  line.  They  will 
be  modern,  seventy  feet  long,  equipped  for  electric  lighting 
and  with  the  new  high-speed  brakes,  and  will  be  delivered 
in  October.  The  contract  price  is  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$150,000. 

The  American  Locomotive  Company  has  received  an  order  for 
forty-three  engines  from  the  Lake  Shore.  All  will  be  switch¬ 
ing  engines  for  service  at  stations  between  Buffalo  and  Cleve¬ 
land.  They  will  be  built  at  the  rate  of  eight  each  week. 
Thirty  will  be  constructed  this  month  and  thirteen  more  in 
June. 

The  Pennsylvania  shops  at  Fort  Wayne  have  just  completed 
ff  urteen  kitchen  cars  for  the  accommodation  of  men  engaged 
in  heavy  work  at  points  where  they  are  obliged  to  remain  for 
some  time.  These  cars  are  provided  with  cook  stoves,  tables, 
seats,  etc. 

The  Big  Four  has  contracted  with  the  Pullman  Company 
for  one  thousand  additional  freight  cars  of  sixty  thousand 
pounds  capacity  of  standard  build.

It  has  long  been  a  standing  order  on  many  roads 
that  paying  passongerti  shall  have  the  preference 
in  the  way  of  sleeping  car  accommodations  over 
those  traveling  on  free  transportation.  On  the  Wa- 
l)asli  road  this  rule  has  now  been  extended  by  order 
to  cover  the  use  of  chair  cars,  and  it  is  required  of 
employees  that  tliey  must  give  up  their  seats  in 
these  'chair  cars  whenever  there  are  paying  passen¬ 
gers  who  cannot  be  otherwise  accommodated.  In 
years  gone  by  the  holder  of  a  pass  was  commonly 
considered  ns  entitled  to  extraordinary  privileges, 
but  the  conditions  are  now  apparently  reversed.  Ho 
must  take  what  is  left.  Under  some  aspects  of  the 
ca.se  this  new  order  of  things  involves  a  hardship. 
Most  of  the  employees  when  traveling  are  on  busi- 
ne.ss  for  tlm  Company.  Their  transportation,  under 
such  circumstances,  is  not  in  the  nature  of  a  gratu¬ 
ity.  They  also  liave  no  cliolce  ns  to  tlie  time  or 
tmin  upon  wliich  tliey  go,  and  it  seems  to  follow 
that  under  such  circumstances  they  were  entitled 
to  equal  conslderntion  witli  other  passengers.  The 
esprit  do  corps  attaching  to  railway  service  will 
naturally  cause  an  emjiloyee  to  give  up  his  seat  or 
berth  In  favor  of. a  passenger  wlio  has  none,  and 
that  ought  to  bo  suffleient  to  cover  the  case.

When  Andrew  Carnegie  was  a  clerk  in  the  service  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railway  Company,  a  man  with  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  a  farmer  came  to  him  with  a  small  model  of  a 
sleeping  berth  for  railway  cars.  Through  Mr.  Carnegie’s 
immediately  aroused  enthusiasm,  Thomas  A.  Scott  Inter¬ 
ested  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  the  extent  of  an  order 
being  placed  for  two  experimental  cars.  The  Pennsylvania 
Railway  Company,  to  protect  the  builders,  agreed  to  keep 
the  cars  on  their  line  and  under  their  control.  Mr. 
Carnegie  was  offered  an  interest  in  the  venture  and  his  first 
assessment  was  raised  on  a  personal  note  that  was  worth 
what  the  young  man’s  promise  to  pay  was  valued  at.  The 
cars  paid  the  subsequent  payment  by  their  earnings  and  in 
this  way  Mr.  Carnegie  was  enabled  to  care  for  his  first  note 
with  his  salary. 

George  M.  Pullman,  in  going  West  from  New  York  State 
to  grow  up  with  the  country,  spent  one  night  in  a  so-called 
sleeping  car.  Instead  of  sleeping  he  remained  awake  to 
ponder  whether  a  car  could  not  be  built  that  was  in  some 
way  more  worthy  of  the  name. 

In  1863  Mr.  Pullman  had  been  In  Chicago  four  years,  and 
after  many  failures  succeeded  in  building  the  "Pioneer.” 
rt  was  heavy  and  cumbersome  and  had  sixteen  wheels,  but 
It  solved  the  sleeping-car  problem  and  introduced  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  railway  travelling  which  has  been  adopted  in  the 
United  States,  Canada.  Mexico,  Europe,  Asia,  Africa  and 
South  America. 

The  Pullman  Company  was  incorporated  in  1867,  under 
the  name  of  Pullman  Palace  Car  Company,  and  it  was 
changed  to  the  present  title  in  December,  1899.  It  owns 
extensive  works  at  Pullman,  Ill.,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Wil¬ 
mington,  Del.,  Buffalo.  N.  Y.,  Ludlow,  Ky.,  and  at  Denver, 

Colo.  In  December,  1899,  the  company  acquired  the  entire 
assets  and  property  of  the  Wagner  Palace  Car  Company, 
which  was  a  voluntary  association  operating  under  the  laws 
of  New  York,  with  a  capital  stock  of  $20,000,000. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  Pullman  Company  consists  of 
$74,000,000;  shares  of  a  par  value  of  $100  each.  Dividends  of 
8  per  cent,  per  annum  are  paid  quarterly.  Previous  to 
July,  1898,  the  capital  stock  was  $36,000,000.  In  October, 

1898,  a  dividend  of  50  per  cent,  out  of  the  surplus  assets  of 
the  company  was  declared,  making  the  capital  stock  $54,- 
000,000.  Dividends  were  then  reduced  from  8  per  cent, 
to  6  per  cent.,  but  were  raised  to  8  per  cent,  in  1899.  Each 
advance  in  Pullman  stock  at  present  causes  rumors  of  a 
stock  dividend. 

The  Pullman  company  has  long  held  an  enviable  position 
In  the  industrial  world  through  its  low  capitalization,  rap¬ 
idly  Increasing  business  and  no  indebtedness.  The  last 
bonds,  which  were  $820,000  8  per  cent,  debentures,  matured 
In  1892.  The  company’s  development  can  be  estimated  by 
the  following  figures,  which  cover  a  period  for  the  past 
ten  years: 
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The  large  Increase  shown  In  1900-1  Is  partly  due  to  the 
operations  of  the  acquired  Wagner  property  and  territory. 

The  Pullman  company  is  a  large  holder  of  valuable  rail¬ 
road  stocks,  which  have  added  materially  to  the  company’s 
income.  While  the  company  pays  8  per  cent,  with  the  stock 


selling  at  240,  the  interest  return  Is  but  3  1-3  per  cent; 
however  the  company  has  a  record  of  more  than  compen¬ 
sating  the  loss  of  interest  return  by  what  is  called  “melon 
cutting.”

safety  and  comfort.  Tlie  end»  are  flttetl  with  Gould  wide 
vestibule,  standard  steel  platforms  and  Barney  &  Smith  anti- 
telescoping  device,  which  consists  of  sandwiched  iron  plates 
on  the  end  frame  and  sills  on  the  under  frame,  making  a 
very  rigid  piece  of  construction  practlc'ally  indestructible  in 
case  of  collision.  Tlie  builders  have  given  much  thought  and 
study  to  tlie  strenirth  of  construction  througliout  the  car  and 
liave  recently  adopteil  new  standards,  u’liicli  meet  the  increas¬ 
ing  demands  of  l-eavy  and  iilgh-speed  trains. 

A  description  of  tile  interior  of  tlie  car  will  give  the  reader 
some  idea  of  the  rlcliness  of  decoration  employed.  Tlie  st;,le 


dors  and  toilet  rooms  are  of  Saint  .Togo  mahogany  and  the 
stateixioni  in  prima  vera,  or  white  mahogany.  TTiere  are 
many  new  features  used  in  connection  with  these  cars  that 
the  builders  are  giving  to  the  public  for  the  first  time  in 
sleeping  cars,  the  most  notable  being  the  curved  end  of  the 
seats,  wliich  adds  to  the  comfort  ns  well  as  the  general  effect 
of  the  main  room. 

(Special  care  lias  been  given  to  the  formation  of  the  cell¬ 
ing  of  the  car.  The  deck  windows  are  rteated  verj-  artistic¬ 
ally,  being  half  elliptical  in  form,  with  tapering  arches  beau¬ 
tifully  inlaid  wltli  marquetry  and  supported  by  corbels.  The 
glass  in  the  windows  is  rich  colored  cathedral  set  in  metal 
Irames.  To  make  this  handsome  design  prominent,  the  or- 
nnmentation  usually  used  on  ceilings  has  been  omitted  and  a 
soft  green  color  lias  Ireen  used,  n.aklng  a  rich  background 
and  effecting  an  unusually  handsome,  plain  appearance.  Wil¬ 
ton  carpets,  frieze  plush  window  shades  and  draperies  are 
of  a  delicate  green  color,  harmonizing  with  and  complementing 
tlie  rich  shade  of  the  Saint  -Tago  mahogany. 

The  cars  are-  mounted  on  6-wheel  trucks,  having  33-luch 
steel-tired  wheels  and  are  equipped  with  steam  heat  and 
lighted  by  comblnaOon  oil  and  electric  liglits.  Each  seat  has 
a  special  electric  Ilgiit  for  reading  purposes.

The  Berlin  Morning  Post  of  February  13  contained  the  fol¬ 
lowing  interesting  paragraph:  “The  .statement  is  often  made, 
when  the  danger  of  American  competition  is  under  discussion, 
that  American  manufactures  cannot  compare  with  German  goods 
in  quality.  It  was  reported  recently  that  the  four  engines  which 
were  purchased  for  the  Bavarian  railroads  had  not  been  satis¬ 
factory  as  to  durability.  In  refutation  of  this  report,  it  has  been 
officially  stated  that  the  American  express  and  freight  engines 
have  been  very  satisfactory,  owing  to  the  simplicity  of  their 
construction,  both  as  to  work  and  durability,  and  as  yet  there 
is  nothing  to  indicate  that  they  will  not  last  as  long  as  engines 
built  in  Germany,  Some  of  the  parts  are  now  considered  so 
simple  and  effective  that  they  will  be  used  as  models  in  further 
construction,” 


The  Pittsburg  and  Lake  ferie  has  bought  one  thousand  steel 
Impper  cars  and  one  thousand  box  cars,  that  are  to  Tie  de¬ 
livered  before  midsummer.  It  has  one  thousand  steel  hop¬ 
pers  contracted  for  ne.xt  winter’s  delivery.  Six  heavy  freight 
engines  and  nine  large  yard  engines,  ordered  last  tall  for  Feb¬ 
ruary  delivery,  are  expected  during  May  and  June.  The  six 
freight  engines  and  an  equal  number  of  the  yard  engines  will 
be  delivered  by  the  Pittsburg  Locomotive  Worl.s  this  month. 
Other  motive  power  has  been  bought  for  later  delivery. 

President  Woodford,  of  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Day- 
ton,  has  contracted  for  ten  locomotives  for  fast-freight  ser¬ 
vice  and  two  passenger  engines,  the  heaviest  ever  purchased 
by  that  company,  all  to  be  delivered  in  September.  The  com¬ 
pany  has  also  contracted  for  one  hundred  additional  coal 
cars,  making  the  last  order  three  hundred. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  has  just  placed  an  additional  order  for 
twenty-six  new  locomotives.  This  brings  the  number  of  en¬ 
gines  contracted  for,  but  not  delivered,  up  to  ninety.  With  the 
delivery  of  these,  the  Canadian  Pacific  will  own  nearlv  one 
thousand  locomotives.  The  new  order  is  for  ten-wheelers. 

The  American  Locomotive  Company  has  received  an  order 
from  the  Southern  Railroad  for  thirty-five  engines,  and  one 
from  the  International  and  Great  Northern  for  six  ten-wheel 
engines. 

The  American  Locomotive  Company  announces  that  it  has 
orders  sufficient  to  keep  its  eight  plants  running  full  time, 
employing  twelve  thousand  men,  for  the  next  eighteen 
months.

CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 


Advices  from  Russia  state  that  the  twenty-four  locomotives 
recently  delivered  for  the  Central  Russian  Railways  from  the 
Charkoff  Works  have  proved  practically  useless.  Their  maxi¬ 
mum  speed  is  only  eighteen  miles  per  hour,  while  the  con¬ 
tract  provided  for  a  .speed  limit  of  fifty  miles  an  hour.  It  is 
further  staied  that  the  Russian  government  railways  advisory 
board  has  decided,  in  future,  to  purchase  engines  abroad, 
as  has  been  the  custom  heretofore,  the  American  built  loco¬ 
motive  having  given  the  best  satisfaction  in  all  of  the  practi¬ 
cal  workings  on  the  extensive  railway  lines  throughout  Russia. 
John  H.  Converse,  president  of  the  Baldwin  Locomotive 
Works,  in  speaking  of  this  important  stand  taken  by  the 
Russian  railway  experts,  said:  “Our  establishment  has  been 
building  locomotives  for  Russia  for  the  past  thirty  years, 
and  we  have  shipped  no  less  than  419  engine.s  of  various  pat¬ 
terns,  equipped  with  all  of  the  most  effective  and  modern 
appliances  known  to  the  trade.  The  total  amount  of  money 
received  by  our  firm  from  Russia  for  these  constructions  is 
between  six  million  and  seven  million  dollars,  and  that  coun¬ 
try  has  always  been  among  our  best  patrons.” 

Following  the  installation  of  the  greatest  freight  loco¬ 
motive  ever  built,  the  .Atchison  has  just  placed  in  service 
about  forty  speedy  passenger  engines  that  take  twelve-car 
trains  over  one  and  one-half  per  cent  grades  and  easily 
make  schedule  time.  The  engines  weigh  about  209,000  pounds 
and  the  tenders  about  1 12.000  pounds.  The  tenders  are  con¬ 
structed,  to  carry  ten  tons  of  coal  and  six  thousand  gallons  of 
water.  The  performance  of  these  engine.s  in  the  plains 
country  is  quite  as  remarkable  as  in  the  mountains.  A 

special,  consisting  of  thkteen  Pullman  cars,  was  recently 
taken  from  Chicago  to  IflBsas^ity  at  an  average  speed  ex¬ 
ceeding  thirty-three  miles  per  hour.  This  included  all  stops 
and  delays  and  the  run  of  458  miles  was  accomplished  in 
thirteen  hours  and  thirty-nine  minutes.  The  weight  of  the 
train  was  approximately  six  hundred  and  thirty  tons.  No 
attempt  was  made  to  establish  a  record — only  ordinary  con¬ 
ditions  prevailed.  The  time  could  have  been  reduced  an  hour 
without  reaching  the  limit  of  power.

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CLEAN  TRAINS. 

To  the  Kditors: 

In  these  days  of  constant  linpi-nvenient,  steady  advance¬ 
ment  and  progressive  development  in  all  things  pertaining 
to  the  business  and  operation  of  railroads,  tliere  is  one  glaring 
neglect  in  the  handling  of  isissenger  trains,  one  which,  while 
of  minor  importance  and  tlierefore  easily  remi'dled.  would,  if 
attended  to,  mean  mucli  for  the  pleasure  of  tlie  pas.sengers. 
This  is  tlie  matter  of  keeping  car  windows  clean. 

Take,  for  an  e.xamplo,  tlie  trains  wliicli  operate  between 
the  I’acific  ('oast  and  Chicago.  Before  tlie  run  is  half  over 
the  windows  begin  to  coat  with  dust,  so  tliat  liefore  the  cars 
reach  tlieir  destination  it  ly  almost  impossible  to  see  through 
tliem.  Surely,  after  spending  thousands  of  dollars,  as  the 
railroads  annually  do,  in  advertising  their  varied  and  at¬ 
tractive  scenery  and  different  features  of  inti'rost  of  their 
respective  routes,  one  would  naturally  e.xpect  tliem  to  give  tlie 
anxious  passenger  an  opportunity  to  see  tliat  which  may  liave 
influenced  him  in  taking  tlie  route  lie  is  riding  over. 

The  Imilding  and  eiiuipnieiit  of  passenger  cars'  lias  reached 
a  lilgh  state  of  excellence  as  to  strength  and  safety,  comfort 
and  conveniences  and  artistic  and  esthetic  design  and  finish, 
yet  all  this  Inmuty  and  luxury  Is  too  fre<iuently  marred  and  i 
spoiled  by  this  one  feature  of  carelessness  and  indifference 
whleh  the  slovenliest  hous'ekeeper  in  a  squatter's  shanty  would 
not  tolerate. 

I  have  given  this  matter  much  attention  In  the  last  year 
or  two  and  have  nearly  always  found  the  dust  to  be  on  the 
inside  of  the  outside  window.  The  dust  sifts  In  between  the 
double  windows  and  most  of  it  ledges  on  the  inside  of  the 
outside  window.  In  this  positb  n  it  would  1m*  easy  for  the 
porter  of  any  car  to  raise  the  inside  window,  and  with  a  dust 
cloth  remove  the  dust  therefrom.  In  investigating  this  thing  | 
I  have,  upon  raising  an  inside  window,  found  as  much  as  a 
solid  Inch  of  dust  accumulated  on  the  sill  between  tlie  win¬ 
dows— a  condition  which  is  notliing  less  tlian  disgraceful,  on- 
sidering  that  nearly  every  I’ullman  and  most  chair  cars  have 
a  porter,  who  should  be  made  to  look  after  and  prevent  such 
a  state  of  affairs. 

Another  matter  which  often  spoils  the  outside  appearance  | 
of  an  otherwise  beautiful  and  well  eiiuippcd  train  is  water 
and  dust  stains  on  the  exterior  of  the  cars.  During  a  rain¬ 
storm  the  du.st  and  fine  cinders  from  the  roofs  will  wash  off 
and  run  down  the  sides  of  the  cars,  streaking  them  with  dirty 
water  marks.  If  the  storm  should  occur  during  the  early  part 
of  the  run,  the  chances  are  that  the  train  will  have  to  go  half 
way  across  the  continent  in  this  soiled  condition.  This  could 
I  be  easily  remedied  at  the  first  division  station  after  the  storm 
is  over  and  the  cars  dry  again,  by  brushing  the  yides  of  the 
cars  with  a  long-handled  soft-bristled  brush,  such  as  are  used 
in  sweeping  tlleil  floors,  and  without  scratching  or  dulling 
the  exterior  finish.  I 

Considering  the  value  of  a  first-class' train,  the  thought 
bestowed  on  its  conytruction  and  finish,  and  the  care  with 
which  nearly  every  detail  of  the  imssenger's  welfare  is  looketl 
after,  it  is  surprising  that  tlie  two  features  complained  of 
have  been  allowed  to  exist  so  long.  Tliere  is  nothing  that 
excites  one's  admiration  so  much  as  a  nuxlern  train  of  cars 
ns  It  arrives  at  or  departi?'  from  a  station,  or  speeds  across 
the  country  like  a  thing  of  life.  From  the  swift  and  iKiwerful 
engine  to  the  rear  platform  It  Is  a  thing  of  beauty,  speed, 
ingenious  construction,  convenience,  elegance  and  luxury,  rep- 
I  resenting  the  results  of  the  accumulated  tiruight  and  attention  * 
I  of  car  builders,  Inventor.s.  designers  and  decorators  for  nearly

It  is  evident  that  the  Standard  Steel  Car  Company,  which 
was  organized  in  Pittsburg  two  months  ago,  to  build  steel 
cars,  is  not  seriously  disturbed  by  the  suits  against  John  M. 
Hansen  and  others  of  its  officers  which  were  instituted  by 
the  Pressed  Steel  Car  Company,  to  restrain  them  from  build¬ 
ing  steel  cars  under  patents  claimed  by  the  older  concern. 
John  M.  Hansen  was  for  several  years  at  the  head  of  operat- 
departments  of  the  different  works  of  the  Pressed  Steel 
Car  Company,  and  when  he  left  that  concern  organized  the 
Standard  Steel  Car  Company,  and  work  has  been  started  on  a 
plant  at  Butler,  Pa.  The  Pressed  Steel  Car  Company  realizes 
that  the  new  concern  will  be  an  active  competitor  and  is  ap¬ 
parently  trying  by  legal  methods  to  hinder  its  progress.  A 
number  of  suits  are  now  in  court  and  will  be  heard  before 
long,  but  in  the  meantime  the  Standard  Steel  Car  Company 
IS  steadily  going  ahead  with  its  plans.  Recently  the  number 
of  Its  directors  was  increased  from  five  to  seven,  the  new 
members  chosen  being  W.  L.  Mellon,  of  F.  Mellon  &  Sons, 
of  Pittsburg,  bankers,  and  Henry  Aiken,  a  prominent  mechan¬ 
ical  engiimer  of  that  city,  who  for  many  years  was  connected 
with  the  Carnegie  Steel  Company.  The  advent  of  Mr.  Mellon 
*^3''  bu.siness  is  of  much  significance,  as  he  is 
a  millionaire  several  times  over  and  is  connected  in  an  active 
\yay  with  other  steel  concerns,  prominent  among  which  is 
the  Union  Steel  Company,  building  blast  furnaces,  steel  plant, 
wire  and  wire  nail  nulls  at  Donora,  of  which  he  is  president. 

^  1  lie  otandard  Steel  Car  Company  now  has  at  work  at  Butler, 
Pa.,  over  one  thousand  men,  and  work  on  the  new  plant  is 
being  pushed  with  all  possi’ole  speed.  Contracts  for  engines, 
lathes,  planers  and  other  iron-working  machinery  were  placed 
some  time  ago,  and  the  buildings,  which  will  be  of  steel,  are 
pretty  well  under  way.  The  main  building  will  be  i,6oo  feet 
long  and  240  feet  wide.  The  wooden  car  department  will  be 
40oxifc  feet,  the  power  house  750x50  feet,  and  the  latter  will’ 
contain  the  engine  and  boiler  rooms,  machine  shop  and 
blacksmith  shop.  The  new  plant  is  expected  to  turn  out 
from  fifty  to  seventy-five  steel  cars  per  day,  about  half  the 
output  of  the  Pressed  Steel  Car  Company.  There  was  a  re¬ 
port  printed  in  the  daily  press  that  the  Standard  Steel  Car 
Company  would  increase  its  capital  stock  and  double  its 
capacity,  but  this  is  not  true.  However,  the  buildings  are 
being  arranged  in  such  a  way  that  without  interfering  with 
the  manufacture  of  cars,  the  size  of  the  structures  and  the 
number  of  them  can  be  increased  at  any  time.  President 
Hansen  says  it  will  be  making  steel  cars  by  August  next. 
Butler  is  also  to  have  another  large  industry,  closely  identified 
with  car  building.  This  will  be  the  new  works  of  Charles  T. 
Schoen,  of  Philadelphia,  who  at  one  time  was  president  of 
the  Pressed  Steel  Car  Company.  Mr.  Schoen  intends  to  build 
a  large  plant  at  Butler  to  make  car  wheels  under  patents 
which  he  owns,  and  which  will  be  made  out  of  pieces  of  steel 
pressed  into  the  shape  of  car  wheels.  The  car  wheels  made 
in  these  works  will  be  used  by  the  Standard  Steel  Car  Com¬ 
pany  in  the  steel  and  wooden  cars  which  they  will  build. 

The  Monon  has  completed  at  its  Lafayette  shops  what  is 
said  to  be  the  largest  combination  baggage  and  mail  car  in 
the  world.  The  length  of  the  baggage  room  inside  is  fifty- 
nine  feet  four  inches,  and  in  addition  is  the  mail  room,  fifteen 
feet  ten  inches  in  length.  The  entire  car  is  seventy-five  feet 
three  inches  inside  and  seventy-seven  feet  six  inches  over  all. 
The  car  is  painted  Monon  green,  is  lighted  with  Pintsch  gas 
and  is  mounted  on  heavy  six-wheel  trucks.  The  windows  are 
of  the  regular  Pullman  pattern,  giving  the  train  a  particularly 
pleasing  appearance.  Six  more  of  these,  cars  are  being  con¬ 
structed  at  the  Lafayette  shops,  together  with  two  mam¬ 
moth  baggage  cars  for  the  special  purpose  of  carrying  the¬ 
atrical  scenery.  These  cars  open  at  the  ends,  and  will  carry 
the  largest  pieces  of  scenery  made.

On  every  first- 
class  train  In  the  country,  from  coast  to  coast 
and  gulf  to  lakes,  the  petition  is  being  signed 
by  the  men  In  charge  of  the  Pullman  cars, 
and  within  a  week  It  Is  probable  lhat  the 
grievances  of  the  16,000  conductors  will  be 
placed  before  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  president 
of  the  company.  If  the  petition  is  Ignored 
the  conductors  threaten  to  go  on  strike. 

The  men  In  the  brass  buttons  and  blue  coats 
will  demand  chiefly  an  Increase  In  wages. 
Gratuities  are  falling  oft  In  amount  and  com¬ 
ing  In  far  fewer  numbers  than  In  the  days 
when  the  wage  scale  was  first  fixed.  The 
conductors  assert  that  they  derive  no  more 
perquisites  from  their  positions  on  the  sleep¬ 
ing  cars  than  do  the  men  In  charge  of  the 
rest  ot  the  train.  Their  hours  are  as  long, 
their  runs  are  as  arduous,  while  their  wages 
are  less. 

Deiuaods  la  the  Petition. 

Protests  against  the  present  rate  will  be 
made,  backed  up  by  the  signatures  of  nearly 
every  conductor.  The  petition  Includes  600 
Words  and  embraces  the  following  demands:

3.  The  company  ehali  pay  (or  all  uniforms  after 
conductors  have  been  in  the  service  six  months.

4.  Reduction  In  price  of  meals  clargad  con- 
ductora.  They  new  pay  IS  cenU.  and  on  SGO-oillC 
runs  Biesis  cost  double  this  amount. 

6.  All  grievances  shall  be  referred  to  the  general 
-BiaHager  vt  the  cmnpany  Instead  ot  to  (US'S*- 
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,  Th»  conductors  employed  by  thn  railroads 
gsndPSlly  receive  their  compensation  at  the 
■rate  of  BO  much  per  mile,  but  the  Pullman 
-conductors  receive  stated  salaries.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  which  they  are  supposed  to  receive 
something  substantial  from  tips.  Tipping^ 
hotVever,  so  far  as  the  conductors  of  the caea^ 
are  concerned.  Is  said  to  be  practically  ob¬ 
solete  and  some  of  the  conductors  maintain 
that  gratuities  on  some  of  the  runs  amount 
to  less  than  $1  a  trip. 

"Tips,  nothing,”  said  one.  “Why,  I've  had 
men  try  to  borrow  money  of  me  to  pay  for 
the  drinks  ttey*  had  In  the  buffet  car." 

A  grievance  is  felt  against  the  company 
over  the  matter  of  uniforms.  At  present  the 
conductors  purchase  them  at  their  own  ex¬ 
pense.  After  they  have  served  ten  years  the 
company  pays  for  the  uniform,  but  the  men 
want  the  time  cut  down  so  that  after  serv¬ 
ing  six  months  a  conductor  shall  be  entitled 
to  his  ofllclal  garb.  The  uniforms  cost  from 
$50  to  $75  a  year  and  the  men  wear  them  only 
when  on  their  runs. 

RcHponsible  for  Decanters. 

The  men  are  also  charged  what  they  call 
an  exorbitant  price  for  meals  when  on  their 
runs.  They  pay  30  cents  a  meal,  aqd  when 
they  are  on  a  SOO-mlle  run  the  charge  la 
doubled.  In  addition,  they  are  displeased  be¬ 
cause  they  are  held  to  account  for  broken 
decanters  and  glasses  In  the  buffet  cars. 

Grievances  against  the  men  are  sent  to 
the  district  superintendents,  and  this,  tho 
conductors  say,  frequently  prompts  dismissal 
without  adequate  cause  being  given.  In 
some  sections,  they  maintain,  the  superin¬ 
tendents  treat  favored  conductors  with  par¬ 
tiality,  while  other  are  held  In  disfavor  and 
suffer  in  the  matter  of  runs  and  hours.  By 
centralizing  things,  and  making  the  general 
manager  the  repository  of  grievances  condi¬ 
tions  would  be  bettered,  they  assert. 

At  St.  Louis,  where  the  movement  for  high¬ 
er  wages  was  started  138  men  signed  the  pe¬ 
tition,  out  of  145  who  run  Into  the  city.  About 
the  same  proportion  of  signatures  have  been 
obtained  in  Chicago,  and  otheh  large  cities 
In  the  middle  states,  but  on  the  coasts  the 
paper  has  not  received  sufllclent  circulation 
as  yet  to  indicate  the  final  proportion. 

OmclnlM  Kept  Posted. 

The  managers  of  the  Pullman  car  company 
have  been  aware  of  the  movement.  Through 
agents  they  have  kept  close  watch  on  the 
circulation  ot  the  petitions  and  they  know 
almost  as  much  of  the  action  of  the  conduct¬ 
ors  as  do  the  men  themselves.  They  have 
received  no  formal  communication  as  yet,  ’ 
however,  and  for  lhat  reason  will  express 
no  opinions. 

T.  H.  Wlckes,  vice  president  of  the  com¬ 
pany,  said  last  night  that  friendship  had  al¬ 
ways  existed  between  conductors  and  em¬ 
ployers,  and  that  he  did  not  expect  any  trou- 

No  union  exists  among  the  conductors,  and 
the  movement  was  started  by  a  self-appoint¬ 
ed  committee  that  met  several  months  ago 
at  the  end  of  runs  between  Chicago  and  BL 
Louis.  Meetings  were  held  regularly,  reen¬ 
forcements  flocked  In  and  the  petition  was 
decided  on.

There  are  necessarily  some  demands  made  by 
the  people  w’hlch  cannot  be  granted,  as  there  are  some  prac¬ 
tices  attenipteil  by  the  rallronds  which  cannot  be  defended, 
but  w’herever  i»ossible  It  Is  manifestly  good  i>nl1cy  to  culti¬ 
vate  harmony.  lUallzing  this,  the  Central  of  (Jeorgla  Kail- 
road  •  has  adoi)ted  a  practice  in  connection  with  Its  sli'cp- 
Ing  car  service  (which  is  operated  indei>ead«itly  by  that 
road)  that  the  IMdlman  Company  might  do  well  to  follow. 
With  the  last-named  oampaiiy  the  rule  is  imperative  that 
at  night  the  epper  section  shall  always  be  lowered  Into  place 
whether  occupied  or  not.  (Jn  the  Central  of  Georgia  the 
npi)er  section  is  lowcretl  into  place  only  when  actually  in 
use,  thereb;.  allowing  more  room,  l>ettei'  veutllatlou,  and 
altogether  uiore  agreeable  (luarters  for  the  occupant  of  the 
lower  berth  than  under  the  Pullman  regulation.  It  Is,  of 
course,  true  tliat  this  concession  on  the  part  of  the  Central

lieved  that  the  loss  offsets  the  gain  in  the  way  of  good-will 
which  the  people  have  in  consequence  of  the  privilege.  It 
should  be  said,  on  l)ehalf  of  the  Pullman  Company,  that  the 


claim  is  made,  that  to  make  up  the  upiier  berth  after  the 
lower  is  occupied,  tis  wo\iftl  sometime?  be  necessary,  would 
cause  more  annoyance  than  to  lower  the  um>er  berth  iu  the 
lirst  place.  That  is,  however,  rather  in  the  nature  of  an 
excuse,  the  real  reason  for  the  Pullman  practice  being  one 
of  revenue,  which  under  the  circumstances  Is  hardly  com¬ 
petent.  The  earnings  of  the  I’ullman  Company,  according 
to  its  own  reports,  are  abundantly  large  to  waiTant  such  a 
rwluctlon,  and  In  view  of  the  public  favor  which  might 
thereby  be  engendered  it  would  seem  to  be  the  part  of 
wisdom  to  adopt  the  other  plan.

The  headquarters  of  the  company  will  be  in  Chicago. 
This  will  give  to  Chicago  the  largest  and  most  com¬ 
plete  car  plant  in  the  country,  outside  of  the  Pressed 
Steel  Car  works  at  Pittsburg.  One  of  the  parties 
nssocjated  in  this  matter  says:  “There  seems  to  be 
a  wrong  impression  in  regard  to  the  whob-  nature  of 
this  deal  and  who  deserves  the  credit  for  bringing 
it  about.  The  facta  are  that  Ihe  jjfoperty  was  taken 
hold  of  by  the  Messrs.  Mi-Cord  and  they  have  made 
it  such  a  factor  in  the  car  business  of  the  country, 
ami  were  able  to  show  such  large  earnings  that  a  much 
larger  organization  was  made  possible.  They  took 
up  the  matter  in  New  York,  and  while  retaining  a 
large  interest  in  th«>  company,  they  have  .secured  other 
heavy  interests,  that  assures  a  successful  outcome  of 
the  much  larger  project.  They  will  remain  in  con¬ 
trol  of  the  management  of  the  company.”

The  I’hlladolphla  &  Reading  has  decided  to  adopt  a  pen¬ 
sion  plan  for  Its  employes,  the  first  step  having  b(!un  tnk('n 
on  May  21,  when  the  directors  authorized  President  Baer  and 
tile  executive  committee  to  prepare  and  pnt  into  effect  a 
pension  system  to  supplement  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading 
Relief  Association,  and  to  provide  for  employes  who  cannot 
be  reached  by  the  Relief  Association.  It  is  Intended  that 
a  similar  pension  system  shall  be  adopted  by  all  of  the  trans¬ 
portation  companies  which  the  Rending  Company  owns  or 
controls.  All  employes  who  have  attained  the  age  of  seventy- 
five  years  are  to  be  retired,  and  If  they  have  been  in  the 
service  of  the  company  30  years  they  are  to  be  pensioned, 
provided,  however,  that  this  provision  shall  not  be  manda¬ 
tory  In  Its  application  to  executive  officers  appointed  by  tlie 
board  of  directors.  All  employes  sixty-five  to  sixty-nine  years 
of  age.  both  inclusive,  who  have  been  thirty  or  more  years 
in  the  service,  and  who  have  become  incapacitated,  may  be 
retired  and  pensioned.  The  monthly  allowance  paid  each 
person  grantetl  a  pension  shall  be:  For  each  year  of  service, 
1  per  centum  of  the  average  regular  monthly  pay  for  ten 
years  next  preceding  retirement.  The  acceptance  of  a  pen¬ 
sion  allowance  shall  not  debar  any  former  employe  from 
engaging  in  other  business,  but  such  person  cannot  re-enter 
the  service  of  the  companies.  The  pension  board  shall  have 
power.  In  case  a  faithful  employe  of  the  company  shall 
have  received  injuries  which  totally  Incapacitate  him  for  his 
regular  or  other  vocation,  to  take  his  case  under  considera¬ 
tion  and  award  him  such  sum,  as  a  pension,  for  such  length 
of  time  as  the  board  shall  determine.  No  person  is  to  be 
taken  into  the  service  of  the  company  who  is  over  thirty-five 
years  of  age.  As  to  this  age  limit  for  employment,  however, 
the  folowing  exceptions.  If  the  board  of  directors  approves,  are 
to  be  made:  Former  employes  may  be  re-employed  within  a 
period  of  three  years  from  the  time  of  their  leaving  the  ser\-- 
Ice,  or  former  employes  of  any  other  transportation  com¬ 
pany  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Reading  Company  may  be 
employed  within  a  period  of  three  years  from  the  time  of 
their  leaving  the  service  of  such  company:  persons  may,  irre¬ 
spective  of  age  limit,  be  employed,  where  the  service  for 
which  they  are  needed  require.^  professional  or  other  special 
qualifications:  persons  may  be  temporarily  taken  into  the 
service,  irrespective  of  age  limit,  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
six  months,  subject  to  extension,  when  necessary  to  complete 
the  work  for  which  engaged,  and  persons  in  the  active  sen’- 
ice  of  any  transportation  company  owned  or  controlled  by 
the  Reading  Company  may,  irrespective  of  age  limit,  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  and  employed  in  the  service  of  any  such  company.

In  answer  to  the  petition^  asking  for  a 
writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  them  to  exhibit 
their  books  and  records  to  Truman  A.  Taylor, 
a  stockholder,  Robert  T.  Lincoln  and  Alfred 
S.  Welnshelmer,  as  president  and  secretary 
of  the  Ibillman  company,  assert  that  It  la 
their  belief  that  Taylor  Is  not  acting  for  Wm- 
self  In  the  matter,  but  that  he  Is  tho  tool  or 
accomplice' of  Clarence  U.  Venner  of  Boston.

[different  railroad  yards  are  closely  picketed 
I  *and  the  Pullman  cars  are  being  pulled  out 
dusty  and  dirty.  In  the  same  condition  they 
reach  the  city. 

Yesterday  afternoon  the  men  met  at  632 
Canal  street  and  there  organized  the  United 
Order  of  Car  Cleaners,  union  No.  1.  John 
.7.  Fitzpatrick,  organizer  of  the  Chicago  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Labor,  attended  the  meeting  and 
launched  the  new  union.  Application  has 
been  made  to  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  for  a  charter. 

The  men  claim  that  the  conditions  of  em¬ 
ployment  have  become  unbearable,  as  the 
number  of  sleeping  and  dining  cars  is  in¬ 
creasing  all  the  time  and  the  force  of  men 
employed  to  clean  them  is  not  increased  in 
proportion.

Ask  Support  of  Labor. 

They  have  been  on  strike  since  Saturday, 
but  it  was  only  yesterday  that  they  formed  a 
union  and  asked  fer  the  moral  support  of 
organized  labor.  They  say  the  company  has 
so  far  been  unable  to  secure  men  to  take 
their  places,  and  with  the  warm  weather, 
which  necessitates  the  windows  being  kept 
open,  the  cars  are  in  bad  condition.

In  answer  to  the  petition  asking  for  a 
writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  them  to  exhibit 
their  books  and  records  to  Truman  A.  Taylor, 
a  stockholder,  Robert  T.  Lincoln  and  Alfred 
S.  Welnshelmer,  as  president  and  secretary 
of  the  Pullman  company,  assert  that  it  is 
their  belief  that  Taylor  is  not  acting  for  him¬ 
self  in  the  matter,  but  that  he  is  the  tool  or 
accomplice  of  Clarence  H.  Venner  of  Boston.

The  defendants  have  taken  an 
appeal  to  the  Appellate  court. 

In  his  petition  Taylor  set  forth  that  be  is 
the  owner  of  100  shares  In  the  Pullman  com¬ 
pany  and  that  he  requested  Lincoln  and 
Welnshelmer  by  letter  March  11  last  to  per¬ 
mit  him  to  examine  the  books.  This  was  re¬ 
fused.  Two  other  letters  were  written  by 
him  to  Lincoln  and  Welnshelmer  in  May  re¬ 
questing  the  same  privilege,  but  no  replies 
were  made  to  his  communications.  The  peti¬ 
tion  for  mandamus  was  then  filed. 

In  their  answeik  Lincoln  and  Welnshelmer 
declared  that  TaylpT  had  never  been  the 
actual  owner  gf  the  stock  In  question,  but 
that  it  was  acquired  by  Clarence  H.  Venner 
of  New  York  In  pursuance  of  a  purpose  to 
extort  a  large  sum  of  money  from  the  com¬ 
pany  by  making  an  attack  upon  It.

The  Census  Bureau  issued  a  report  on  Wednesday  on  the 
manufacture  of  steam  railroad  c^s,  not  including  those  made 
by  steam  railroad  companies,  and  of  cars  and  general  shop 
construction  and  repairs  by  steam  railroad  companies,  for  the 
census  year  1900.  The  statistics  show  that  during  the  twenty 
years  prior  to  1900  the  number  of  establishments  engaged  in 
car  construction,  not  operated  by  railroad  companies,  de¬ 
creased  from  130  to  6s,  or  fifty  per  cent,  while  the  capital 
and  product  increased  83s  per  cent  and  233  Per  .cent  re- 
spectively  during  the  same  period.  The  1,361  establishments 
represented  in  the  combined  summary  of  the  two  industries, 
with  a  capital  of  $207,904,125  and  a  product  aggregating 
$308748,457,  employed  207,105  wage-earners  during  the  census 
year.  These  wage-earners  received  $113,049,623  in  wages.  In 
addition.  8,462  officials,  clerks,  etc.,  received  an  aggregate 
of  $7,748,379  in  salaries.  At  these  establishments  miscel- 
laneous  expenses  footed  up  $9,131,216  and  materials  used, 
$171,281,760.  _ _ _

ply  this  saving  to  improving  the  service.  Passen¬ 
gers  complain  unceasingly  that,  with  tho  possible 
e.xception  of  limited  ti.nlns,  the  sleeping  car  service  , 
has  deteriorated  rapidly  since  the  consolidation  of 
the  Pullman  and  Wagner  comianiies.  As  the  Imsi- 
ness  Is  now  enormous  and  earnings  correspond¬ 
ingly  large,  there  Is  no  good  reason  for  this  dc- , 
terloratlon  except  the  absence  of  competition.

Some  there  are  who  object 
to  this  extra  outlay  solely  and  simply  on 
Oie  ground  that  they  cannot  afford  It;  and 
In  many  Instances,  It  Is  quite  true,  they 
cannot  and  should  not  Indulge  In  the  lux¬ 
ury.  For  there  are  the  regular  passenger 
cars,  as  comfortable  as  such  cars  can  I 
on  all  the  long-distance  trains  which  ri 
to  vacation  centrea  and  If  one  only  has 
seat  companion  who  Is  not  aggressive  tl.„ 
Journey  Is  pleasant  enough.  But  there  la 
anotller  body  of  objectors  to  the  parlor- 
habit,  namely  those  who  can  well  afford 
to  give  themselves  and  their  friends  when 
travelling  the  additional  bit  of  luxury  to 
found  in  a  dhair,  but  who  regard  It 
luxury  and  therefore  wicked.  Hardly  would 
one  who  really  knows  what  living  Is  ws 
to  spend  his  vacation  Id  the  company 
such  a  moral  ascetic. 

But  aside  from  the  quesOon  of  expense 
everyone  who  looks  for  steady  advance  In 
all  the  outward  affairs  of  life  rejoices  to 
see  that  parlor  cars  and  all  they  stand  for 
to  the  travelling  public  are  on  the  Increase 
as  to  number  and  are  adding  constanUy  to 
the  comforts  they  carry.  After  all  their 
main  claim  to  desirability  Is  on  the  ground 
that  no  crowding  Is  possible  In  one  of  them. 
No  matter  how  big  and  grumpy  a  man  Is 
he  cannot  trespass  on  his  neighbor’s  rights 
In  a  parlor  car.  And  some  day  we  may  see 
railroad  law  In  effect  which  will  compel 
man  weighing  over  and  above  a  certain 
figure  to  pay  for  a  seat  suitable  to  aocora- 
modate  him,  on  all  trains,  long  distance 
and  local.  Here  would  be  a  direct  public 
benefit  coming  for  democratic  rights,  due  to 
the  prevalence  of  the  parlor  car. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  luxury  of  the  parlor 
car  is  that  personal  Individual  attention 
which  Is  dear  to  every  soul,  obtaining  In 
plentiful  amount  upon  the  payment  of  a 
small  fee  to  a  certain  potentate  of  the  pal¬ 
ace  on  wheels.  Not  only  is  this  feature  a 
flattery  for  one's  personal  consideration, 
but  It  Is  really  useful  In  sending,  say,  a 
youngster  many  hundred  miles  unaccom,- 
panled  by  any  of  his  kith  or  kin.  Easily 
may  he  be  the  advance  agent  sent  up  to 
"the  farm”  a  month  ahead  of  the  other 
members  of  the  family  If  he  Is  placed  In 
charge  of  this  Important  being.  Himself, 
and  his  belongings,  he  will  be  delivered  In¬ 
to  the  proper  hands  when  he  arrives  at 
his  destination  and  np  parent  could  do 
•more  for  him.  Anyway  for  the  majority 
of  reasonable  people  a  parlor-car  trip  is  a 
necessary  part  and  parcel  of  any  jollifica¬ 
tion  Involving  a  journey  of  a  hundred  miles.

the  St.  Paul  Line  . 


The  manaijement  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Road  has  decided  to  provide  new  equipment 
throughout  for  the  trains  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  limited  and  the  Pennsylvania  special. 
The  latter  Is  the  new  twenty-hour  train  be¬ 
tween  Chicago  and  New  York. 

The  cost  of  the  new  equipment  will  be 
In  the  neighborhood  of  $1,300,000,  and  the 
order  Is  now  being  executed  by  the  Pullman 
Company.  Offlclals  of  the  Pullman  Com¬ 
pany  have  been  given  instructions  to  rush 
the  work,  and  Jt  is  expected  that  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  coaches  will  be^  ready  for  de¬ 
livery  In  about  eight  weeks.  Mahogany  of 
various  colors  and  bird’s-eye  maple  will  be 
used,  and  fancy  furnishings  will  be  sacri¬ 
ficed  to  comfort  and  utility.  It  will  be  the 
aim  of  the  Pullman  Company  to  make  the 
trains  the  finest  in  service  in  this  country. 
The  order  requires  the  building  of  fifty-two 
cars.  Fob  each  service  four  trains  will  be 
provided.  Only  three  of  these  are  required 
for  actual  service,  but  a  fourth  train  will  be 
kept  in  reserve  for  emergencies. 

THE  PRBSBXT  EaLTPMEXT.  I 

The  equipment  of  the  Pennsylvania  11m-  . 
Jted  trains  consists  of  compartment  caiV 
drarwlng-room  sleeper,  dining  car,  combina¬ 
tion  parlor-buffet-amoker  and  baggage  car 
out  of  Chicago  for  New  York,  and  a  Pitts¬ 
burg  sleeper  and  a  sleeper  from  St.  Louis  to 
New  York.  At  present  the  trains  of  the 
Pennsylvania  special  consist  of  comiblnatlon 
parlor,  buffet-sniokcr-baggage  car,  diner, 
drawing-room  sleeper  and  compartment  car.

The  public  will  conUnue  to  be  allowed,  as  heretofore,  to  pay  the  wages  of 
the  porters,  who  ar^orced  by  the  rich  corporation  which  employs  them  to 
beg  for  K  living. 
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CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  shops  have  just  completed  an  en- 
irine  that  Is  perhaps  the  most  unique  ever  turned  out.  It  is  tor 
the  use  of  L.  G.  Hoss.  the  general  superintendent,  on  his  in¬ 
spection  trips  and  was  used  for  the  first  time  last  week.  For 
want  of  a  better  name  they  have  designated  it  as  an  inspection 
engine,  but  this  does  not  cover  the  whole  idea,  for  it  answers  the 
purpose  of  an  entire  train.  In  short,  No  622  is  an  engine  with 
a  small  passenger  coach  constructed  on  top  of  the  boiler,  just 
back  of  the  smoke  stack.  It  somewhat  resembles  the  old  in¬ 
spection  car  of  the  Pennsylvania,  answering  the  same  purpose, 
but  is  different  from  anything  ever  swn  m  this  section  of  the 
country.  The  boiler  is  heavily  covered  with  asbestos,  that  wth 
a  thickness  of  iron  and  the  floor  with  brussels  carpet.  The 
seats  jn  this  shouldered  coach  are  arranged  in  amphitheater  style 
so  as  to  give  every  one  in  the  car  a  full  view  of  the  track  and 
the  surrounding  country.  The  higher  officials  9f  the  inspection 
oartv  are  supposed  to  sit  in  the  rear  seats,  which  are  the  most 
elevated.  Passengers  enter  the  car  by  winding  stairs  on  each 
side  of  the  front  pilot  so  the  engine  may  be  run  m  either  direc¬ 
tion  readily.  But  three  men  are  required  to  make  up  the  tram 
crew  an  engineer  and  a  fireman,  who  occupy  the  cab,  located 
back  on  the  coach,  about  the  same  as  on  an  ordinary  engine, 
and  a  flagman.  The  idea  is  to  have  a  quick  and  convenient 
way  for  officials  to  make  a  trip  over  the  lines  witlmut  hauling 
an  entire  train.  The  affair  devised  at  the  Mt.  Clare  shops 
presents  a  peculiar  sight  passing  over  a  railroad. 


The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  this  week 
closed  a  contract  with  the  General  Electric  Company  for  two 
of  the  most  powerful  electric  motors  ever  constructed.  Each 
of  the  motors  will  weigh  150  tons  and  will  have  a  hauling 
power  of  1,500  tons,  exclusive  of  its  own  weight,  up  a  sixty- 
foot  grade  at  a  speed  of  ten  miles  an  hour.  The  contract 
price  for  these  motors  is  about  seventy  thousand  dollars,  or 
about  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  each.  The  motors  will  be 
constructed  on  the  unit  system,  and  each  motor  will  consist 
of  two  units  of  seventy-five  tons  each.  One  is  to  be  delivered 
in  about  nine  months  and  the  other  in  ten  months.  Prob¬ 
ably  a  better  idea  of  the  elephantine  proportions  and  dynamic 
force  of  the  electric  propellers  just  ordered  may  be  obtained 
by  comparison  with  the  three  electric  motors  now  in  use  by 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  and  an  ordinary  big  loco¬ 
motive.  The  old  motors  weigh  about  ninety-six  tons  and 
have  a  hauling  power  of  one  thousand  tons  under  the  con¬ 
ditions  heretofore  named. 


The  management  of  the  Pennsylvania  system  has  decided 
to  provide  new  equipment  throughout  for  the  trains  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Limited  and  the  Pennsylvania  Special.  The 
latter  is  the  new  twenty-hour  train  between  New  York  and 
Chicago.  The  cost  of  the  new  equipment  will  be  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $1,300,000,  and  the  order  is  now  being  ex¬ 
ecuted  by  the  Pullman  Company.  Officers  of  the  Pullman 
Company  have  given  instructions  to  rush  the  vvork,  and  it  is 
e.xpected  that  the  coaches  will  be  ready  for  delivery  in  about 
eight  weeks.  The  order  requires  the  building  of  fifty-two 
cars.  For  each  service  four  trains  will  be  provided.  Only 
three  of  these  are  required  for  actual  service,  but  a  fourth  is 
to  be  kept  in  reserve  for  emergencies. 

The  Chicago  Great  Western  is  receiving  twenty  new 
coaches.  They  are  lighted  by  fourteen  opal  electric  lights, 
have  broad,  high-backed  seats  and  are  heated  by  steam  from 
the  locomotive. 


Two  new  complete  trains  are  being  built  for  the  Illinois 
Central,  which,  it  is  promised,  will  eclipse  any  passenger 
equipment  that  has  so  far  been  produced. 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  has*  ordered  some 
engines  from  the  American  Company  and  is  about  to  place 
an  order  for  fifty  additional  ones. 

The  Detroit  Southern  has  ordered  five  hundred  forty-ton 
coal  cars  from  the  Detroit  plant  of  the  American  Car  and  Foun¬ 
dry  Company. 

Last  week  the  American  Locomotive  Company  placed  or¬ 
ders  for  over  two  hundred  engines  with  the  shops  at  Dun¬ 
kirk,  N.  Y. 


The  Delaware,  Lackawanna^  and  Western  ordered  forty- 
eight  engines,  including  switefiing,  passenger  and  freight. 

The  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works  has  secured  a  contract  for 
sixteen  locomotives  from  the  Mobile  and  Ohio. 


The  Kansas  City.  Mexico  and  Orient  has  ordered  seventy 
engines  of  several  descriptions. 

Orders  for  almost  one  hundred  new  locomotives  have  been 
placed  by  the  Canadian  Pacific. 


The  Illinois  Central  awarded  a  contract  for  thirty-four  en¬ 
gines  to  the  Rogers  Works. 

The  New  York  Central  has  increased  its  orders  for  loco- 
'  motives  by  forty-five.

VVORuP 
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BLACKMAILING  OF  CORPORATIONS. 

The  resolute  stand  of  the  Un^d  States  Steel  Corporation 
against  the  attempt  to  levy  bfackimil  upon  them  through  legal 
prosecutions  may  tend  to  call  a  halt  in  this  sort  of  operation. 
It  is  no  secret  in  Wall  street  circles  that  considerable  sums  have 
been  extorted  from  the  organizers  of  recent  combinations  in 
order  to  avoid  trumped-up  litigation  which  tended  to  delay  the 
execution  of  large  plans  and  to  affect  securities  unfavorably  in 
the  public  mind.  A  group  of  unscrupulous  attorneys  have 
profited  by  the  knowledge  that  the  promoters  of  these  enter¬ 
prises  would  pay  something  for  freedom  from  annoyance.  They 
have  accordingly  demanded  money  as  the  price  of  withdrawing 
their  cases.  Without  rendering  any  equivalent  for  this  money 
in  goods  or  services,  they  have  taken  the  position  of  the  high¬ 
waymen  that  they  would  force  men  to  give  up  their  property, 
because  if  they  refused  they  had  the  power  to  do  them  injury. 
The  public  have  become  accustomed  to  political  blackmail 
through  the  introduction  of  what  are  technically  called  “strike” 
measures  in  legislative  bodies,  and  have  learned  to  appraise  them 
at  their  true  value.  It  is  only  recently,  however,  that  the  trade 
of  judicial  blackmail  has  attained  considerable  importance.  The 
evil  is  a  diffieult  one  to  deal  with  by  law,  because  any  restrictions 
upon  the  rights  of  shareholders  to  secure  injunctions  or  to  take 
other  steps  to  protect  their  rights  might  deprive  them  of  protec¬ 
tion  by  the  courts,  to  which  they  are  legitimately  entitled.  It 
is  much  to  be  desired,  however,  that  the  courts  should  undertake 
to  distinguish  between  the  voluntary  action  of  shareholders  and 
action  stimulated  from  without  and  often  paid  for  in  money  or 
privileges  in  order  to  levy  blackmail  upon  a  corporation.  So¬ 
licitation  of  practice  of  this  sort  by  attorneys  falls  clearly 
within  the  common  law  of  champerty,  for  which  penalties  are 
provided  by  the  statutes  of  the  state  of  New  York  and  of  all 
other  states  where  the  common  law  is  the  basis  of  the  civil  and 
criminal  code.  The  difficulty  in  enforcing  these  statutes  is 
probably  found  in  exact  knowledge  of  the  facts  on  the  part  of 
the  courts,  but  the  time  has  apparently  come  when  some  examina¬ 
tion  should  be  made  to  ascertain  them,  and  the  courts  should 
not  give  too  warm  a  reception  to  legal  steps  taken  by  one  or 
two  isolated  shareholders  or  their  representatives  in  face  of  the 
apparent  contentment  of  the  overwhelming  majority.  It  is  ob¬ 
vious  that  to  the  individual  with  a  legitimate  cause  of  action 
the  courts  must  always  be  open  for  presenting  his  case  and  hav¬ 
ing  it  fairly  heard;  but  the  courts  should  distinguish  between 
such  cases  and  those  of  obvious  blackmail  and  champerty, 
which  they  could  afford  to  dismiss  with  the  same  contempt  with 
which  they  dismiss  other  complaints  trivial  or  plainly  made  in 
bad  faith.  The  method  of  the  French  law,  of  throwing  the 
costs  of  such  cases  upon  the  complaining  party,  would  probably 
not  be  without  a  restraining  and  wholesome  effect.  The  cases 
of  blackmail  which  have  attracted  attention  in  this  city  have 
been  so  obvious  that  only  with  difficulty  has  a  stockholder  been 
found  in  several  cases  to  act  as  a  stoolpigeon  in  the  conspiracy. 
This  fact  of  itself, — that  the  overwhelming  majority  of  share¬ 
holders  have  been  in  favor  of  the  plans  proposed, — should  ap¬ 
parently  afford  a  partial  hint  to  the  courts  of  the  real  situation. 
Shareholders  are  pretty  apt  to  know  their  rights  and  to  protect 
them.  Nothing  stimulates  a  man  to  a  keener  knowledge  of  the 
actual  condition  of  an  enterprise  than  to  be  a  partner  in  it. 
Government  commissions,  attorneys  and  economic  students  may 
discover  influences  underlying  financial  operations  which  escape 
classification  by  the  ordinary  investor,  but  upon  any  practical 
question  of  the  value  of  his  property,  the  owner  of  it  is  apt  to 
proceed  with  a  sound  instinct  and  to  take  the  initiative,  without 
outside  suggestion,  in  protecting  his  rights.  The  public  are  in¬ 
terested  as  well  as  the  shareholders  of  a  particular  corporation 
that  a  practice  which  is  immoral  in  itself  should  not  be  en¬ 
couraged.  Every  Recessive  levy  of  blackmail  upon  the  earnings , 
of  a  corporation  diminishes  its  eapacity  for  rendering  service  to  I 
the  public  and  increases  the  tetfi^tation  to  maintain  excessive 
prices  and  to  water  stock  in  order  to  cover  the  illegitimate  ex¬ 
penses  of  meeting  such  demands.  The  whole  body  of  the  bar 
IS  interested  also  in  preventing  the  degradation  of  its  reputation 
by  permitting  any  of  its  members  to  engage  without  losing  their  ' 
professional  standing  in  this  sort  of  theft.  Young  practitioners 
.  especially  should  be  guarded  against  the  temptation  of  believing  ' 
that  large  pecuniary  rewards  come  without  dishonor  to  men  who 
take  advantage  of  the  timidity  or  necessities  of  the  owners  of 
property  to  bully  them  into  giving  up  a  part  of  it.  Men  who 
are  engaged  in  this  practice  in  this  city  include  some  who  are  ‘ 
seeking  a  certain  public  and  social  position,  and  who  would  not 
fail  to  feel  the  personal  humiliation  of  expulsion  from  the  legal 
fraternity.  If  the  action  of  the  Steel  Corporation  serves  to 
clear  the  air  in  this  mattef,  hmTto  pillory  those  who  are  seeking 
to.  become  rich  by  the  methods  of  the  highwayman  it  will  render 
a  valuable  service  to  the  cause  of  public  morality.— New  York 
Journal  of  Commerce.

BLACKMAILING  OF  CORPORATIONS. 

The  resolute  stand  of  the  Uniu-d  States  Steel  Corporation 
against  the  attempt  to  levy  bfiiekimil  upon  them  through  legal 
prosecutions  may  tend  to  call  a  halt  in  this  sort  of  operation. 

It  is  no  secret  in  Wall  street  circles  that  considerable  sums  have 
been  c.xlorted  from  the  organizers  of  recent  combinations  in 
order  to  avoid  trumped-up  litigation  which  tended  to  delay  the 
execution  of  large  plan-  and  to  affect  securities  unfavorably  in 
the  public  mind.  A  group  of  unscrupulous  attorneys  have 
profited  by  the  knowledge  that  the  pruiuoters  of  these  enter¬ 
prises  would  pay  something  for  freedom  from  annoyance.  They 
iiave  accordingly  demandeil  money  as  the  price  of  withdrawing 
their  cases.  Without  rendering  any  eciuivalent  for  this  money 
in  gotHls  or  .services,  they  have  taken  the  position  of  the  high¬ 
waymen  that  they  would  force  men  to  give  up  their  property, 
because  if  they  refused  they  had  the  power  to  do  them  injury. 
The  public  have  become  accustomed  to  political  blackmail 
through  the  introduction  of  what  are  technically  called  "strike" 
measures  in  legislative  bodies,  and  have  learned  to  appraise  them 
at  their  true  value.  It  is  only  recently,  however,  that  the  trade 
of  judicial  blackmail  has  attained  considerable  importance.  The 
evil  is  a  difficult  one  to  deal  with  by  law,  because  any  restrictions 
upon  the  rights  of  shareholders  to  secure  injunctions  or  to  take 
other  steps  to  protect  their  rights  might  deprive  them  of  protec¬ 
tion  by  the  courts,  to  which  they  are  legitimately  entitled.  It 
is  much  to  be  desired,  however,  that  the  courts  should  undertake 
to  distinguish  between  the  voluntary  action  of  shareholders  and 
action  stimulated  from  without  and  often  paid  for  in  money  or 
privileges  in  order  to  levy  blackmail  upon  a  corporation.  So¬ 
licitation  of  practice  of  tliis  sort  by  attorneys  falls  clearly 
within  the  common  law  of  champerty,  for  which  itenalties  are 
provided  by  the  statutes  of  the  state  of  New  York  and  of  all 
other  states  where  the  common  law  is  the  basis  of  the  civil  and 
criminal  code.  The  difficulty  in  enforcing  these  statutes  is 
probably  found  in  exact  knowledge  of  the  facts  on  the  part  of 
the  courts,  but  the  time  has  apparently  come  when  some  examina¬ 
tion  should  be  made  to  ascertain  them,  and  the  courts  should 
not  give  too  warm  a  rccciition  to  legal  steps  taken  by  one  nr  . 
two  isolated  shareholders  or  their  representatives  in  face  of  the 
apparent  contentment  of  the  overwhelming  majority.  It  is  ob¬ 
vious  that  to  the  individual  with  a  legitimate  cause  of  action 
the  courts  must  always  be  open  for  presenting  his  case  and  hav¬ 
ing  it  fairly  heard:  but  the  courts  should  distinguish  between 
such  cases  and  those  of  obvious  blackmail  and  champerty, 
which  they  could  afford  to  dismiss  with  the  same  contempt  with 
which  they  dismiss  other  complaints  trivial  or  plainly  made  in 
bad  faith.  The  method  of  the  French  law.  of  throwing  the 
costs  of  such  cases  upon  the  complaining  party,  would  probably 
not  be  without  a  restraining  and  wholesome  effect.  The  cases 
of  blackmail  which  have  attracted  attention  in  this  city  have 
been  so  obvious  that  only  with  difficulty  has  a  stockholder  been 
found  in  several  cases  to  act  as  a  .stoolpigeon  in  the  conspiracy. 
This  fact  of  itself, — that  the  overwhelming  majority  of  share¬ 
holders  have  been  in  favor  of  the  plans  proposed,— should  ap¬ 
parently  afford  a  partial  hint  to  the  courts  of  the  real  situation. 
Shareholders  arc  pretty  apt  to  know  their  rights  and  to  protect 
them.  Nothing  stimulates  a  man  to  a  keener  knowledge  of  the 
actual  condition  of  an  enterprise  than  to  be  a  partner  in  it. 
fiovcrimient  commissions,  attorneys  and  economic  students  may 
discover  influences  underlying  financial  operations  which  escape 
classification  by  the  ordinary  investor,  but  upon  any  practical 
f|uestion  of  the  value  of  his  property,  the  owner  of  it  is  apt  to 
proceed  with  a  sound  instinct  and  to  take  the  initiative,  without 
outside  suggestion,  in  protecting  his  rights.  The  public  are  in¬ 
terested  as  well  as  the  shareholders  of  a  particular  corporation 
that  a  practice  which  is  immoral  in  itself  should  not  be  en¬ 
couraged.  Every  successive  levy  of  blackmail  upon  the  earnings  , 
of  a  corporation  diminishes  its  capacity  for  rendering  service  to 
the  public  and  increases  the  tgtrdnation  to  maintain  excessive 
prices  and  to  water  stock  in  order  to  cover  the  illegitimate  ex- 
jienses  of  meeting  stich  deniands.  The  whole  body  of  the  bar 
IS  interested  also  in  preventing  the  degradation  of  its  reputation 
by  permitting  any  of  its  members  to  engage  without  losing  their 
professional  standing  in  this  sort  of  theft.  Young  practitioners 
especially  shoubl  be  guarded  against  the  temptation  of  believing 
that  large  pecuniary  rewards  come  without  dishonor  to  men  who  , 
take  advantage  of  the  timiditv  or  necessities  of  the  owners  of  i 
property  to  bully  them  into  giving  up  a  part  of  it.  Alen  who  ’i 
arc  engaged  in  this  practice  in  Ihis  city  include  .some  who  are  I 
seeking  a  certain  public  and  social  position,  and  who  would  not  I 
fail  to  feel  the  personal  humiliation  of  ex|iulsioii  from  the  legal 
fraternity.  If  the  action  of  the  Steel  Corporation  serves  to  ! 
clear  the  air  in  this  matter,  and’ to  pillory  those  who  are  seeking  , 
to  become  rich  by  the  methods  of  the  highwayman  it  will  render 
.a  valutible  service  to  the  cause  of  public  morality.— New  York 
Journal  of  Commerce.

This  was  accepted  and  the  strikers  voted 
to  return  to  work  for  ten  days  pending  tho 
settlement  of  the  difljculty.  Should  the 
matter  not  be  adlusted  finally  within  the 
'  time  named  tho  men  declare  they  will  go 
out  again  and  that  with  tnem  will  go  the 
balance  of  the  6,000  workmen  employed. 

Oisnenslons  in  the  ranks  of  the  striking 
car  builders  at  Pullman  caused  the  situa¬ 
tion  to  be  less  threatening  early  in  the 
day.  After  a  short  meeting  held  at  llSth 
street  and  Michigan  avenue  the  body  build¬ 
ers  who  bad  gone  out  in  sympathy  with  the 
blacksmith  helpers,  voted  to  return  to  work  ' 
for  tsn  days  pending  the  proposition  to  re¬ 
store  their  wages  to  the  former  scale  of 
|130  a  month. 

While  the  body  builders  were  prepEfMng  to 
return  to  work  the  blacksmith  helpers  were 
receiving  the  report  of  a  committee  sent  to 
interview  Mr.  Dunbar,  the  local  manager  at 
the  car  shops.  The  committee's  report  was 
unfavorable  and  the  meeting  was  still  in 
s.esston  at  noon  on  the  proposition  to  return 
to  work  pending  a  settlement  of  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  an  increase  in  their  wages. 


HAVE  SOMETHING  TO  ARBITRATE 

Pullman  Company  Qfflcials  Will  Consid¬ 
er  Grievances  of  the  Shopmen 


A  general  strike  at  the  Pullman  shops  was 
averted  this  morning  by  an  arrangement 
between  the  company  and  the  striking  black¬ 
smiths  and  their  helpers.  The  compaitf  pfom- 
Ised  to  look  into  all  grievances  and  settle 
them  Individually  within  ten  days.  About  650 
men,  who  had  already  gone  out,  held  a  meet¬ 
ing  at  Vanmeeter’s  ball.  One  Hundred  and 
First  street  and  Michigan  avenue,  and  voted 
to  return  to  work  tomorrow  morning. 

In  case  the  company  does  not  grant  the  con¬ 
cessions  asked,  It  is  claimed  the  blacksmiths 
will  strike  again  and  they  will  be  supported  by 
the  car  body  builders  and  the  men  in  other 
trades — about  6,000  altogether. 

The  blacksmiths  are  asking  for  an  increase 
of  50  cents  a  day  in  the  wage  scale.

Opportunity  for  the  study  of  one  of 
the  most  interesting  and  important 
among  the  many  industries  that  are 
collateral  to  the  railway  business  and 
maintained  from  its  revenues,  is  af¬ 


forded  by  a  recent  Census  Office  bulletin  on  railroad 
car  building.  The  amount  of  capital  invested  in  this 
busincs«  is  reported  as  $207,904,125  of  which  $88,323,- 
852  represents  independent  car  building  establishments, 
and  $119,580,273  the  shops  for  car  constructioi^  and 
repairs  that  are  maintained  by  railroad  companies.  The 
former  employed  33,453  wage  earners  and  1,366  salaried 


officers  and  clerks,  and  produced  during  the  census  year 
commodities  valued  at  $90,510,180;  while  the  latter  em¬ 
ployed  173,652  wage  earners  and  7,096  salaried  officers 
ami  clerks,  and  had  a  product  valued  at  $218,238,277. 
There  were  but  sixty-five  independent  establishments, 
and  their  average  capital  was  $1,358,828;  while  there 
were  1,296  railway  shops  with  an  average  capital  of 
$92,269  each.  The  total  wage  payments  of  all  establish¬ 
ments  amounted  to  $113,049,623,  of  which  the  indepen¬ 


dent  concerns  paid  $16,987,294.  The  sum  of  $7,748,379 
in  addition  was  expended  for  the  salaries  of  officers  and 
clerks,  those  employed  by  tfte  establishments  not  directly 
connected  with  railways  receiving  $1,538,132.  It  is 


^  especially  interesting  to  note  that  while  between  1880 
■  and  1900  the  combination  and  gonsolidation  of  indepen- 
1  dent  car  building  concerns  reduced  the  number  of 
separate  establishments  fifty  per  cent  from  130  to  65,  the 
I  amount  of  capital  employed  increased  during  the  same 
j  period  from  ^,272,680  to  $88,323,852,  or  853  per  cent, 
the  number  of  employes  from  14,232  to  33,453,  or  ^35 
per  cent,  and  the  value  of  the  products  from  $27,997,59^ 

,  to  $90,510,180  or  223  per  cent.  The  increase  in  wages 
;  was  from  $5,507,753  to  $16,987,294  or  308  per  cent. 
These  data  permit  some  interesting  calculations  con¬ 
cerning  the  productive  efficiency  of  capital  and  labor  in 
1900  as  compared  with  1880.  The  value  of  product  per 
v;age  earner  was  $1,967  in  1880  and  in  1900  it  was 
$2,706  or  38  per  cent  greater  than  in  the  earlier  year. 
The  average  value  produced  per  dollar  paid  as  wages 
increased  during  the  same  time  from  $5.08  to  $5-33  5 

per  cent,  although  the  average  wages  per  employe  in¬ 
creased  31  per  cent  from  $387  to  $508.  On  the  other 
hand  the  average  value  of  product  per  dollar  of  capital 
was  $3.02  in  1880  and  but  $1.02  in  1900,  showing  a  de¬ 
crease  of  sixty-six  per  cent.  The  value  of  the  raw  rtia- 
j  terials  used  in  1880  was  equal  to  seventy-one  per  cent  of 

I  the  value  of  the  products,  while  in  1900  the  ratio  was 
sixty-eight  per  cent.  •

The  Rock  island  is  increasing  its  equipment,  and  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  seven  thousand  new  cars  bought  the  past  year, 
it  is  in  the  market  for  2,500  more.  Its  motive  power,  like 
that  of  all  other  lines,  KaS  been  increased,  and  the  large 
engines  put  on  the  past  year  on  all  lines  will  enable  the 
handling  of  larger  and  heavier  trains  with  less  operating  ex¬ 
pense.  On  the  Rock  Island  the  increase  in  motive  power 
alone  has  been  two  hundred  engines,  to  rylace  smaller  ones 
and  to  make  its  equipment  more  up  to  date.  Other  roads 
have  also  made  large  additions  which,  with  th^e  improvements 
in  their  track  and  roadbed,  will  show  up  to  better  advantage 
from  now  on  This  is  a  particularly  reasonable  hope,  inas¬ 
much  as  there  is  expected  to  be  a  steady  gain  in  the  tonnage, 
and  all  the  equipment  will  be  employed.  When  the  new  grain 
begins  to  move  freely,  there  wi  be  a  great  surprise  if  there 
is  not  a  shortage  of  cars  on  all  lines,  despite  the  increased 
purchases.  ,  .  •  tr 

A  gasoline  locomotive  has  just  been  completed,  in  Kansas 
ntv  for  use  at  a  Mexican  mine.  It  has  had  its  successful  trial 
trips  and  in  a  few  days  will  be  taken  apart  and  shipped  to 
the  mine.5which  is  at  Batopilar  180  miles  from  the  Mexican 
Central  Railway  across  the  Chihuahua  Mountains  None  of 
itrparts  weigh  more  than  250  pounds,  as  the  whole  engine 
has  to  be  carried  from  the  railway  to  its  destination  on  the 
backs  of  burros.  It  will  run  in  a  tunnel  five  feet  wide  and 
six  feet  high  and  will  take  the  place  of  sixty  burros,  which  now 
null  the  caVs  of  ore  from  the  mine.  As  the  tunnel  is  small  and 
its  length  great,  the  locomotive  had  to  be  constructed,  so  that 
,  no  fumes  escaped.  To  accomplish  this,  the  carbonic-oxide 
gas  is  passed  through  water  wash  in  the  same  way  gas  is 
passed  through  “scrubbers”  at  a  gas  works.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  process  will  effectively  prevent  fumes  from  escaping 
-into  the  tunnel  and  that  the  combustion  will  be  perfect. 

'  President  John  M.  Hansen,  of  the  new  Structural  Steel  Car 
Company,  states  that  the  company  has  secured,  though  E.  H. 
Harriman,  orders  for  a  large  number  of  cars  for  the  Union  Pa¬ 
cific  Oregon  Short  Line,  Chicago  and  Alton,  and  Southern  Pa¬ 
cific’  Railroads.  In  addition  to  these  orders  the  company  has 
contracted  to  build  7S0  forty-ton  coal  and  flat  cars  for  the  Sea¬ 
board  Air  Line.  The  Detroit  Southern  Railroad  is  down  for  six 
hundred  coal  cars  of  eighty  thousand  pounds  capacity,  the  weight 
of  which  shall  be  thirty-two  thousand  pounds.  These  cars  are 
to  be  channel  steel,  with  wooden  under-frames.  The  orders  now 
booked  reach  about  ten  million  dollars,  and  will  be  largely  in¬ 
creased  as  soon  as  the  plant  is  able  to  make  delivery  of  the  fin¬ 
ished  cars.  The  orders  ahead  will  last  six  months. 

The  latest  orders  booked  at  the  Dunkirk  plant  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Locomotive  Company  are:  Colorado  Southern,  three 
passenger  and  twelve  freight  engines;  Hocking  Valley  twelve 
engines:  Toledo  and  Ohio,  five  switching  engines;  Missouri 
Pacific,  fifty  locomotives  of  two  different  types;  New  Haven, 
thirty  engines.  Several  smaller  orders,  less  than  five,  have 
also  been  received.  Many  of  the  foregoing  orders  will  not  be 
turned  out  of  the  shops  until  next  year.  Some  of  the  equip¬ 


ment  is  contracted  for  ,35  late  as  June,  1903,  which  foretells 
what  prosperity  is  in  store  for'Dunkirk  and  other  cities  where  | 
the  different  locomotive  manufacturing  plants  are  established.  ; 

The  Great  Northern  has  received  from  eastern  shops  a 
number  of  railway  passenger  coaches  which  were  objects  of 
interest.  They  are  probably  the  longest  day  coaches  in  use, 
their  measurement  being  seventy-three  feet  over  all.  Each 
car  has  a  seating  capacity  of  eighty-six  people..  Two  of  these 
coaches  will  seat  as  many,  as  three, of  the  ordinary  size,  which 
means  a  great  economy  in  operating  expenses. 

Specificatiops  have  been  announced  for  the  large  order  of  loco¬ 
motives  for  the  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie.  Eight  passenger  en¬ 
gines,  weighing  134,000;  twenty  consolidated  compound  freight 
engines,  to  weigh  185,000  each,  and  four  six-wheeled  switching 
engines.  The  order  for  all  was  placed  with  the  Baldwin  locomo¬ 
tive  works. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  is  receiving  about 
2«50o  new  cars  a  month,  and  it  is  expected  that  by  the  end 
of  the  year  all  the  orders  for  new  cars  will  have  been  filled 
and  the  company  will  be  better  able  to  take  care  of  the  vast 
amount  of  freight  which  is  being  tendered.

One  of  the  original  locomotives,  writes  a  correspondent  to 
the  London  Railway  News,  built  by  George  Stephenson  in  . 

fur  the  opening  of  tlie  line  of  the  Hetton  Colliery,  near  | 
iJurhani  (England),  between  their  works,  a  few  miles  north- 
lyest  of  Durham,  and  the  shipping  staithes  on  the  Wear  at 
Suiulerland,  is  still  employed  hauling  the  trucks  at  Hetton. 
and  is  now,  after  eighty  years’  continuous  service,  claimed  to 
he  the  "oldest  working  locomotive  in  the  world.”  The  prin¬ 
cipal  dimensions  of  this  “old-timer"  are:  diameter  of  the 
cylinders,  io)4  inches;  piston  stroke,  twenty-four'  inches; 
diameter  of  the  wheels,  three  feet.  The  weight  of  the  engine 
is  liftcen  tons  and  it  has  a  haulage  capacity  of  about  129  tons 
at  a  speed  of  ten  miles  an  hour  on  a  fairly  level  track.  Its 
giiieral  design  (excepting  the  cab)  remains  as  originally  com 
structed,  while  some  parts,  notably  the  steam  dome,  are  a" 
lually  portions  of  the  engine  as  constructed  in  1822.  After 
this  long  and  faithful  service,  it  is  not  surprising  to  learn  that 
the  engine  is  at  last  becoming  unequal  to  the  ever-increasing 
demands  made  upon  it.  and  the  directors  of  the  Hetton  Col¬ 
liery,  therefore,  and  with  commendable  appropriateness, 
shortly  intend  to  withdraw  the  relic  from  Hetton.  and  it  will 
in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  tind  a  permanent  "resting-place" 
at  the  Durham  College  of  Science,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  where 
it  will  he  preserved  to  this  and  future  generations  as  a  worthy 
example  of  the  earliest  period  of  locomotive  engineering.  It 
may  lie  noted  here  that  Stephenson’s  "No.  l  Locomotion,” 
built  for  the  opening  of  the  Stockton  and  Darlington  Rail¬ 
road  in  1825,  continued  in  working  on  "the  first  public  rail¬ 
way"  until  1850,  when  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  Messrs. 
Pease  &  Partners,  by  whom  it  was  used  for  colliery  purposes 
until  1857,  at  which  time  it  was  placed  on  a  pcdc.stal  for  exhibi¬ 
tion  at  Darlington  station,  where  it  is  to  he  seen  to-day,  so 
that  not  only  in  point  of  date  of  construction,  hut  also  as 
regards  years  of  ".active  service,"  must  the  engine  used  at  the 
opening  of  the  first  public  railway  give  place  to  that  con¬ 
structed  for  the  Hetton  line  by  George  Stephenson  four-score 
years  ago.

The  concave  sides  of  the  vesti- 
hnles,  which  arc  semi-circular  in  plan,  face  the  main  room,  and 
111  each  IS  Iniilt  a  seiit  large  enough  to  accommodate  two  per¬ 
sons.  These  '^^eats  are  for  the  use  of  passengers  while  having 
their  berths  made  up.  relieving  them  of  the  necessity  of  occu¬ 
pying  neighbors’  seats.  The  seats  will  also  he  a  convenience  to 
passengers  who  arc  waiting  to  he  assigned.  The  vestibules  are 
surmounted  by  art-glass  domes.  The  car  is  of  eastern  India 
■style,  and  the  details  have  been  carefully  worked  out  from  the 
carpets  to  the  ceiling  decorations.  • 

J.  B.  Barnes,  master  of  motive  power  of  the  Wabash,  has 
ftirnished  plans  and  specifications  to  President  Ramsey  for  fifty 
locomotives,  bids  for  which  will  be  received  at  once.

CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES.  , 

Proposals  are  being  received  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  for 
a  large  number  of  engines  and  cars.

During  the  census  year  1900  there  were  twenty-eight  estab- 
lishments,  the  sole  or  chief  product  of  which  was  locomotives. 
At  these  works  2,774  locomotives  of  all  classes  were  built, 
with  an  aggregate  value  of  $27,121,063,  compared  with  2,409 
locomotives,  valued  at  $19,752,465,  built  in  nineteen  establish¬ 
ments  in  1890.  In  addition,  272  locomotives,  valued  at  $3,- 
276,393,  were  constructed  at  twenty-six  railroad  shops,  making 
a  total  of  3,046  locomotives,  valued  at  $30,397,456,  built  in 
fifty-four  establishments  during  the  census  year  1900.  The 
figures  for  1890  do  not  include  locomotives  built  in  railroad 
shops.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  value  of  locomotives  during  the  ten  years.  The  2,409 
locomotives  built  in  1890  had  an  average  value  of  $8,199,  while 
the  2,774  built  at  locomotive  works  in  1900  averaged  fe,777  in 
value,  an  increase  of  $1,578.  or  19.2  per  cent.  This  increase  is 
due  in  part  to  changes  in  size  and  construction.  The  increase 
in  number  of  locomotives  built  in  ic^,  compared  with  1890, 
appears  to  have  been  due  to  the  foreign  demand,  the  number 
exported  in  1900  being  525,  compared  with  161  in  1890,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  364.  The  absolute  increase  between  the  two  census 
years  was  365.  Pennsylvania  led  in  the  manufacture  in  1900, 
with  48.2  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  products.  In  1890  the 
state  also  led  in  value  of  products,  with  44.6  per  cent  of  the 
total.  New  York  was  second,  with  twenty-seven  per  cent. 
New  Jersey  was  third,  but  as  there  were  only  two  establish¬ 
ments  in  the  state  its  totals  were  separately  shown.  Included 
among  the  locomotives  reported  in  1900  are  five  mine  locomo¬ 
tives  driven  by  gas,  valued  at  five  thousand  dollars;  seventeen 
miniature  locomotives,  valued  at  $16,600;  and  sixty-three  loco¬ 
motives  driven  by  gears  instead  of  by  direct  rod  and  crank 
connection,  valued  at  $247,813. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  has  placed  with  the  Baldwin 
Locomotive  Works  the  largest  order  ever  given  by  any  rail-  . 
road  company  to  a  single  locomotive  manufacturing  concern.  1 
It  calls  for  250  high-class  fj-eight  locomotives,  aggregating 
in  cost  $3,250,000,  all  to  be  delivered  within  the  first  six 
months  of  1903.  Since  the  beginning  of  this  year  officers  of 
the  Pennsylvania  have  been  working  upon  estimates  for  new  1 
equipment.  The  quota  of  freight  and  passenger  cars  to  be 
ordered  has  not  been  decided,  but  the  company  will  order  at 
least  fifteen  thousand  steel  freight  cars.  New  locomotives 
have  presented  a  perplexing  problem,  as  the  freight  conges¬ 
tion  of  late  has  been  due  more  to  the  shortage  of  motive 
power  than  to  lack  of  cars.  The  passenger  locomotives  of  the 
company  are  all  built  at  the  company’s  shops  at  Altoona, 
Juniata,  Pittsburg  and  Fort  Wayne.  The  Altoona  and  Juniata 
shops  are  now  being  enlarged,  so  as  to  turn  out  yearly  a 
larger  number  of  freight  engines,  but  the  improvements  will 
not  be  completed  for  many  months.  It  has  therefore  been 


decided  to  order  at  least  350  freight  engines  from  private 
concern^and  2"  order  for  250  of  theae  has  been  placed  as 
stated.  The  locomotives  to  be  ordered  from  private  concerns 
will  probably  be  increased  to  four  hundred,  and  it  is  said  that 
an  order  for  150  needed  outside  of  the  Baldwin  order  will  be 
placed  with  the  American  Locomotive  Company.  Fifty  of  the 
250  Baldwin  locomotives  will  be  high-class  heavy  freighters, 
which  will  cost  about  $14,500  each.  The  classes  of  the  other 
two  hundred  engines  have  not  been  decided  upon. 

The  trunk  lines  are  taking  steps  to  prevent  a  car  shortage 
by  issuing  orders  to  enforce  the  per  diem  car  service  rule 
strictly.  Connecting  railroads  holding  cars  more  than  four 
days,  and  shippers  and  receivers  holding  cars  more  than 
twenty-four  hours,  will  be  charged  two  dollars  a  car  for  each 
day’s  excessive  delay.  The  general  movement  of  traffic  is 
now  very  heavy,  and  indications  are  that  it  will  steadily  in¬ 
crease  during  the  next  month  or  so.  There  is  no  car  shortage 
at  present,  although  cars  on  all  of  the  lines  are  kept  busy. 
The  action  being  taken  relative  to  the  enforcement  of  the  per 
diem  rule  is  simply  a  precautionary  measure. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  has  just  placed  an  order  for 
1,500  box  cars,  seventy-five  per  cent  of  which  are  to  carry 
one  hundred  thousand  pounds  of  dead  weight  each  and  the 
balance  eighty  thousand  each. 

It  is  announced  that  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  will  place 
orders  for  one  hundred  locomotives.  This  company  bought 
one  hundred  engines  in  June  and  ordered  fifty  some  time  ago, 
which  are  now  being  delivered. 

The  per  diem  plan  is  forcing  the  smaller  roads  to  purchase 
more  cars,  and  more  orders  are  being  received  from  this  class 
of  roads  than  from  the  larger  systems. 

The  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco  has  placed  an  order  for 
1,300  box  cars  of  60,000  pounds  capacity.

The  com¬ 
pany,  however  has  not  been  altogether  In 
the  dark  regarding  the  Inroads  of  unionism 
among  Its  employes,  and  has  taken  no  step* 
to  check  the  movement  On  one  or  two  o6- 
oastons  recently  the  company  has  been  con¬ 
fronted  with  demands  of  unions  organized, 
in  the  ehops,  and  on  each  occasion  has 
acknowledged  the  union  and  made  the  de¬ 
sired  concessions.  In  shops  of  such  mag¬ 
nitude  as  the  Pullman  shops,  and  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  since  the  great  strike  of  18M 
unionism  supposedly  has  had  no  lodgment 
behind  the  walls,  of  the  works,  the  vigorous 
growth  of  unionism  In  the  plant  Is  regarded 
by  labor  leaders  In  Chicago  as  a  wonderful 
accomplishment.  That  It  has  taken  place 
without  raising  the  hostility  of  the  employ¬ 
ers  Is  considered  an  acknowledgement  by 
capital  of  tin  value  and  Inevitable  future  of 
trade  unionism.

The  strike  In  the  Pullman  shops  in  1894 
precipitated  the  A.  R.  U.  strike,  which  in¬ 
volved  every  railway  union  and  affiliated 
organization  in  ■  the  United  States.  The  late 
George  M.  Pullman .  refused  to  grant  the 
dStnandc  of  his  striking  employes,  and  msdn- 
tained  the  attitude  throughout  the  long  and 
bitter  fight  that  .there  was  nothing  to  ar¬ 
bitrate.  Since  the  end  of  that  memorable  la¬ 
bor  war  the  Pullman  shops  never  have  been 
thoroughly  unionised.  But  a  movement  ha* 
been  quietly  in  operation  for  the  last  few 
years  to  bring  every  department  of  labor 
in  the  ahopB  into  affiliation  with  labor 
uidons,  and,  though  kept  from  the  knowledge 
of  the  bosees.  It  has  met  with  an  unexpected 
measure  of  success,  and  now  it  Is  said  on 
the  authority  of  a  well-informed  member 
of  the  Chicago  Federation  of  Labor  that 
three-fourths  of  the  men  in  the  employ  of 
the  Pullman  company  are  members  of 
unions.  Workmen  in  the  shops  who  have 
Joined  unilons  are  to  be  found  among  the 
maohlnlsts,  carpenters,  painters,  flnleber*, 
blacksmiths,  blacksmiths'  -  helpers,  metal

PULLMAN  PLANT  IS  THREATENED 


Fire  Causes  Loss  of  S25,000  in  the 
Dry  Kiln  Shed  of  the  Company. 


August  Meyers,  a  Baker,  Burned  to  Death  in 
a  West  Van  Buren  S  rest  Blaze. 


A  fire  raged  for  an  hour  last  night  In  the 
drying-shed  of  the  Pullman  car  shops  and 
threatened  to  spread  to  adjacent  parts  of  the 
main  plant  A  loss  of  S25,000,  principally  to 
the  contents,  was  caused.  Thousands  of  feet 
of  lumber,  which  had  been  seasoning  In  the 
big  shed  of  corrugated  Ironwork,  threw  out 
Intense  heat  and  for  a  time  the  firemen  were 
unable  to  approach  close  to  the  burning 
IStnicture.  Clouds  of  sparks  were  carried 
toward  the  big  brick  buildings  composing 
the  main  part  of  the  plant  and  taxed  the  vigi¬ 
lance  of  Chief  Kenyon's  men.  The  dry  kiln 
department  Is  situated  In  a  low  shed,  250  feet 
by  40  feet,  at  the  south  end  of  the  Pullman 
i  works.  In  these  quarters  Is  stored  tho 
ktlpiber  used  In  the  construction  of  railroad 
i^Cigrs.  The  contents  are  valued  at  *100,000  and 
ithe  stock  includes  a  large  quantity  of  ma¬ 
hogany  and  rare  woods  used  In  finishing  the 
sleeping  coaches  and  bulTet  cars.  Steam 
plpee  run  through  the  building  that  the 
work  of  seasoning  the  lumber  may  be  facili¬ 
tated.

FIRE  MENACES  PULLMAN  SHOP. 

e  In  Dry  Kiln  Puts  Entire  Plnnt 
In  Jeopardy. 

r  an  hour  last  evening  fire  raged  in  the 
dry  "kiln  shed  of  the  Pullman  car  shops,  and 
threatened  to  spread  to  adjacent  parts  of  the 
main  plant.

The  mechanical  engineers  of  the  Chicago  and  Alton  have  ' 
.  received  orders  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
construction  of  fifty  modern  passenger  coaches  for  use  during 
the  St.  Louis  fair.  These  coaches  will  hold  one  hundred  pas¬ 
sengers  and  will  have  all  modern  improvements.  Delivery  is 
to  be  secured  one  year  from  date  of  contract,  "rhe  same  com¬ 
pany  is  also  preparing  to  place  an  order  for  twenty  powerful 
passenger  locomotives.  Two  have  already  been  ordered  from 
the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works  for  delivery  in  December,  and 
if  they  prove  satisfactory  after  a  thorough  test,  eighteen  more 
will  be  ordered  for  delivery  on  January  i,  1904.  The  engines 
will  be  the  largest  in  use  in  the  middle  west  and  will  be  of  the 
prairie  type,  with  six  eighty-inch  driving  wheels.  They  are 
designed  to  haul  fifteen-car  trains  from  Chicago  to  St.  Louis 
without  the  usual  change  at  Bloomington. 

Tlie  Pennsylvania  intends  to  have  plenty  of  locomotives 
next  year.  It  has  placed  an  order  with  the  Baldwin  Locomo¬ 
tive  Works  for  150  engines,  making  a  total  of  .iso.  This  is 
the  largest  order  the  company  has  ever  given  for  locomotives, 
and  the  entire  number  is  to  be  delivered  early  next  year. 

In  addition  to  the  locomotives  that  will  be  constructed  by  the 
Baldwin  Locomotive  Works,  the  company  will  also  build  at  ' 
its  own  shops  between  175  and  200.

For  the  first  time  since  the  original  purchase  of  equipment  the’ 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  is  going  to  import  locomo¬ 
tives  from  acros  the  Atlantic.  The  manufacturers  of  the  United 
States  and  Can:  Ja  are  overcrowded  with  orders  for  next  year, 
and  the  inability  of  the  company  to  secure  delivery  when  re¬ 
quired,  has  compelled  it  to  place  an  order  in  Scotland  for  twelve 
ten-wheeled  locomotives.  The  Canadian  Pacific  contemplates 
largely  increasing  its  passenger  rolling  stock,  as  well  as  its 
freight  equipments,  and  motive  power.  Its  own  facilities  will 
he  taxed  to  their  full  capacity,  and  many  orders  will  be  placed 
with  private  manufacturers.  Figures  are  being  invited  at  pres- 
■.  it  from  United  States  car  works  for  a  number  of  first-class 
passenger  cars. 

A  new  combination  cafe  and  coach  car  has  been  designed  by 
1 .  1 Bronner,  superintendent  of  motive  power  and  construction 
of  the  Michigan  Central  and  built  in  the  company’s  yards  at 
Weiit  Detroit.  The  cafe  .seats  twelve,  the  coach  part  the  usual 
nunlbcr  of  pas.iengers.  The  car  is  seventy-seven  feet  long, 
mounted  on  six-wheel  trucks,  and  is  elegantly  appointed.  It  is 
now  in  daily  service  between  Detroit  and  Grand  Rapids.  The , 
kitiUen  is  at  once  the  smallest  and  best  arranged  in  the  dining- 
car  service.  It  is  here  that  the  ingenuity  of  the  inventor  had 
ft. II  pl.iy.  The  furnishings  of  the  cafe  are  exceptionally  good.

The  record  of  locomotive  orders  for  the  second  week  in 
(Jetober  exceeded  125.  Last  week  was  comparatively  dull, 
hut  the  .American  Company  held  its  own  by  securing  contracts 
for  over  half  of  the  orders  awarded  by  railroad  lines.  The 
Great  Northern  ordered  twenty-five  locomotives  and  the 
Wi.sconsin  Central  fourteen.  It  is  said  the  Chicago  and  .Great 
Western  will  soon  order  forty  engines,  in  addition  to  the  order 
for  one  hundred  let  some  weeks  ago.  The  Buffalo  and  Sus¬ 
quehanna  are  also  in  the  market  for  ten  consolidation  engines, 
to  be  delivered  in  January  and  July  of  next  year. 

The  Railway  Engineer,  of  London,  says  editorially,  in  a  re¬ 
cent  issue,  concerning  American  locomotives  on  the  Midland 
Railway:  '‘We  hear  from  perfectly  reliable  sources  that  the 
Baldwin  engines  on  the  Midland  road  have  by  no  means  been  ; 
the  comparative  failures  that  some  people  like  to  believe  they 
are.  It  is  true  they  burn  a  little  extra  coal,  but  they  will  take 
loads  with  ease  that  the  other  good  engines  snort  at,  and  they 
are  by  no  means  unpopular  with  the  drivers.” 

The  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  has  introduced  a  new  style 
of  passenger  car,  combining  parlor,  observation  and  dining  car. 

It  is  furnished  with  chairs  luxuriously  upholstered,  and  opens 
upon  an  observation  platform,  separated  fronr  the  room  with 
large  plate-glass  windows.  There  are  two  berths  provided  for 
the  accommodation  of  invalid  passengers;.  A  comfortable  smok¬ 
ing  room  is  just  off  of  the  parlor.  A  dining  room  holding  four 
tables,  and  a  small  kitchen  completes  the  car. 

The  Pennsylvania  Company  is  building  at  its  shops  in  Fori 
Wayne  a  new  and  model  commissary  car  to  be  used  by  the  men 
of  the  wrecking  crew  when  in  service.  It  will  contain  bunks 
for  twenty-four  men  and  be  furnished  with  a  complete  dining 
room  and  kitchen  outfit.  There  will  be  an. ice  chest  which  will 
hold  provisions  for  two  weeks’  supply,  and  a  w'ater  tank  will  be  ^ 
placed  on  the  top  of  the  car.  The  interior  furnishings  will  be 
very  comfortable. 

The  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburg,  within  a  few  days,  will 
place  orders  for  twenty  freight  engines,  five  switching  engines 
and  five  passenger  coaches.  This  equipment  is  for  ^livery  in 
1904.  The  company  has  outstanding  orders  for  delivery  next 
year  amounting  to  much  more  than  the  equipment  above  noted. 
Additional  orders,  however,  without  a  doubt  will  be  placed, 
after  these  have  been  disposed  of. 

The  Wabash  has  ordered  thirty-eight  locomotives  from  the 
Baldwin  works  for  delivery  early  in  1903,  thirty-six  compounds 
and  six  switch  engines.  The  compounds  will  weigh  150,000 
pounds.

The  Kursk-Zarkoff  Railroad  is  advertising  a  special  car  for 
honeymooners,  “designed  by  the  renowned  engineer  and  archi¬ 
tect,  Kregland,  and  furni.shed  in  the  very  latest  Parisian  style. 
It  is  the  easiest-running  car  in  the  world,”  continues  the  pros¬ 
pectus,  “superintended  by  female  conductors,  porters  and 
brakesmen.”  The  sleeping  apartments  are  three  times  the  size 
of  those  in  Pullman  cars,  and  the  walls  between  the  compart¬ 
ments  can  be  removed  if  the  young  couple  want  the  coach  all  to 
themselves.  None  but  newly-married  couples  are  permitted  to 
use  the  car. 

Seventy-three  all  iron  flat  cars  have  been  shipped  to  New¬ 
foundland.  They  were  made  at  Berwick,  Pa.,  the  iron  for 
their  manufacture  being  imported  from  Newfoundland  in  pigs, 
paying  a  duty  of  four  dollars  a  ton.  Now  that  this  iron  has 
been  made  into  cars,  the  manufacturers  are  entitled  to  an 
export  drawback  of  $.3.96  a  ton.  The  cars  weigh  thirty  thou¬ 
sand  pounds  each,  and  are  consigned  to  the  Northumberland 
Railroad  Company,  Newfoundland. 

A  director  of  the  American  Car  and  Foundry  Company 
states  that  orders  of  not  less  than  eighty  million  dollars 
worth  of  new  cars  and  locomotives  are  now  on  the  books 
of  the  manufacturing  concerns.  Within  the  past  few  days 
these  orders  have  been  multiplying  rapidly,  and  the  demand 
for  new  equipment  is  widely  distributed  throughout  the 
country.

CARS  AND. LOCOMOTIVES. 

New  equipment  now  being  delivered  to  the  Lake  Shore  is 
said  to  be  very  handsome.  New  passenger  coaches  that  are 
being  placed  in  service  as  fast  as  received  are  seventy  feet 
1  elaborate  style.  They  have 

the  Pullman  color  on  the  outside,  while  the  inside  is  of  ma- 
liopny,  with  the  upholstering  a  maroon  to  suit.  They  have 
wide,  low  windows,  and  are  built  and  look  like  the  average 
parlor  or  Pullman  car.  Last  week  the  company  had  also  de- 
hvered  to  it  twenty-five  new  passenger  engines.  They  are  of 
the  Marshal  type,  of  which  so  much  was  said  a  couple  of 
years  ago.  They  have  eighty-inch  drivers  and  are  built  both 
for  power  and  speed.  The  road  has  also  just  received  twenty- 
freight  engines  of  the  largest  and  strongest  type,  and  twenty- 
five  more  will  be  added  in  a  short  time. 

The  following  companies  have  ordered  cars  from  the  Ameri- 
can  Car  and  Foundry  Company:  The  American  Refrigerator 
transit  Company,  five  hundred  refrigerator  cars;  the  Weaver

An  inquiry  into  the  circumstances  attending  the  extraordi¬ 
narily  frequent  railway  collisions  in  Russia  is  being  held  by 
a  commission  of  railway  authorities  delegated  by  Prince  Khi- 
koff,  the  Minister  of  Communications,  says  the  Odessa  cor¬ 
respondent  of  the  London  Times.  The  correspondent  says 
that  the  question  of  rolling  stock  and  locomotives  demands 
urgent  attention.  On  some  of  the  principal  lines  there  are 
now  running  passenger  and  freight  engines  built  forty  years 
ago.  Many  of  them  have  not  had  new  boilers  for  twenty-five 
years. 

A  contra^ct  for  sixty  cars  of  a  new  type  for  the  Manhattan 
Elevated  Railroad,  of  New  York,  has  been  closed  with  the 
Wason  Manufacturing  Company.  The  cars  will  be  highly 
finished  and  of  much  heavier  construction  than  any  now  in 
use  on  the  elevated.  They  will  have  Westinghouse  air  brakes 
and  the  two-part  truss  will  be  replaced  with  a  stronger  truss 
of  one  piece.  The  new  contract  is  entirely  independent  of  the 
order  for  250  cars  upon  which  the  Wason  Company  has  been 
at  work  for  several  months. 

An  order  for  fifteen  consolidation  engines  has  been  placed 
by  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  with  the 
American  Locomotive  Company,  to  be  built  at  the  Brooks 
plant,  in  Dunkirk.  The  company  also  has  an  order  for  six 
engines,  two  consolidation  and  four  moguls,  from  the  Cerro 
de  Pasco  Railway,  of  Peru.

JAMES  C.  CLARKE. 

James  C.  Clarke,  former  president  of  the 
Illinois  Centra!  railroad,  died  last  night  at 
the  home  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  E.  T  Jefferv 
1642  Michigan  boulevard.  Another  daughter 
of  the  decedent  is  Mrs.  H.  O.  Stone.  Mr. 
Clarke  lived  In  Mobile,  Ala.  He  was  78  years 
old  and  was  a  native  of  Maryland.  In  1814 
ho  entered  the  railway  servloe  with  the  Bal¬ 
timore  and  Ohio  in  the  repair  shops.  Then 
he  was  made  fireman  and  soon  afterward 
was  promoted  to  engineer.  Five  years  on  a 
IcoomoUve  won  promotion  again  and  for 
two  years  he  was  a  conductor.  In  18S6  he  was 
appointed  superintendent  of  the  Central  Ohio 
system  and  a  year  later  became  superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  northern  division  of  the  Illinois 
Central.  In  1870  he  became  president  of  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company.  In 
1M4  he  was  again  appointed  superintendent 
of  the  Illtnola  Central  and  in  1883  was  elected 
vice  president  and  general  manager  of  that 
company  and  of  the  Chicago,  St.  LouU  and 
New  Orleans  company.  In  1883  he  was  elect¬ 
ed  president  of  the  Illinois  Central,  holding 
the  office  four  years.  Then  he  went  to  the 
Mobile  and  Ohio  road  as  vice  president  and 
general  maneger  r  nd  Ih  1886  was  elected  presi¬ 
dent.  retiring  three  years  later.

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Pensioning  Superannuated  Railway  Men. 

Two  years  ago  the  Pennsylvania  and  Chicago  &  North¬ 
western  companies  put  In  fqrqe  a  system  for  pensioning  em¬ 
ployes  who  had  reached  the  age  of  seventy  years  (or  sixty-five 
years  if  then  Incapacitated)  after  30  years’  continuous  serv¬ 
ice,  by  paying  them  for  the  rest  of  their  lives  a  monthly 
pension  computed  by  taking  1  per  cent  of  the  average  regular 
monthly  pay  for  the  10  years’  immediately  preceding  retire¬ 
ment  and  multiplying  that  by  the  years  of  service.  Thus, 
for  $100  per  month,  1  per  cent  =  $1.00  X  30  (years  of  service) 
=  $30,  the  monthly  pension.  Tins  well  considered  method  of 
providing  for  superannuated  employes  has  now  been  adopted 
by  the  Union  Pacific,  including  the  Oregon  Short  Line  and 
Oregon  Kailwuy  &  Navigation  lines,  and  by  the  Southern  Pa¬ 
cific.  Company,  with  the  modification  that  the  minimum  time 
of  previous  service  is  reduced  to  20  years,  and  retirement  for 
incapacity  may  be  made  after  the  age  of  sixty  years.  The 
addition  of  the  Harrlman  lines,  comprising  over  15,000  miles, 
makes  a  total  of  more  than  35.000  miles  working  under  this 
general  superannuation  plan,  not  including  several  companies 
which  make  some  provision  for  old  age  in  other  ways.  The 
funds'  for  the  plan  described  are  provided  entirely  by  the 
companies.  The  employes  make  no  contributions,  the  pen¬ 
sioners  may  engage  in  other  business,  and  of  course  they  also 
have  the  benefits  of  any  insurance  association  of  which  they 
may  be,  members.

CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 


The  great  Bes.senier  engine,  which  a  few  years  ago  was  the 
largest  in  the  world,  has  been  outdone.  Fuel  oil  is  the  cause  of 
its  losing  its  rank.  The  new  design  is  called  the  "Shay  Geared 
Locomotive.  It  was  built  by  the  Lima  Locomotive  and  Ma¬ 
chine  Company,  of  Lima,  Ohio,  and  is  now  in  use  on  the  El  Paso 
extension  of  the  Rock  Island,  which  was  recently  completed. 
In  the  division  extending  from  Alamogordo,  N.  M.,  to  Cox 
Canyon,  fifty-one  miles,  there  is  a  total  elevation  of  six  thousand 
feet.  The  grade  ranges  from  j  to  6.25  per  cent.  The  last  part 
is  coupled  with  very  heavy  curves.  Where  to  find  an  engine 
which  would  operate  economically  under  such  conditions  would 
be  puzzling  alone.  To  all  this  was  added,  however,  the  fact 
that  the  water  along  this  part  of  the  line  is  strongly  alkali,  and 
the  engine  must  carry  a  tank  large  enough  to  supply  itself  for 
the  round  trip,  or  102  miles.  This  locomotive  was  tried.  It 
weighs  280,000  pounds.  It  is  now  hauling  27  cars,  weighing  9 
tons  each  up  the  6.3  per  cent  grade  at  an  average  speed  of  five 
or  six  miles  an  hour,  with  the  same  amount  of  fuel  as  two  en¬ 
gines  had  required  before  to  do  the  same  work.

The  Great  Western  road  has  announced  itself  in  the  market 
for  $800,000  worth  of  new  freight  equipment.  The  completion 
of  the  Sioux  Falls  and  Omaha  extensions  next  fall  will  require  J 
the  assignment  of  large  quantities  of  rolling  stock,  and  the  com¬ 
pany  is  preparing  itself  for  this  demand.  The  order  consists 
of  nine  hundred  freight  cars,  including  box  cars,  flat  cars,  furni¬ 
ture  cars,  stock  cars,  cabooses  and  various  other  kinds  of  equip- 

An  equipment  mortgage  was  filed  in  the  chancery  court  at 
Richmond,  Va.,  this  week,  by  the  Southern  Railroad  to  Blair  & 
Co.,  of  New  York.  The  amount  of  the  mortgage  was  $4,144,396. 

It  is  stated  in  the  document  that  the  sum  is  to  be  expended  in 
tbe  purchase  of  89  engines,  2,500  gondola  coal  cars,  500  box  cars 
and  104  cars  of  other  kinds. 

The  Pennsylvania  is  experimenting  with  a  new  style  of  steel 
car  of  tbe  hopper  pattern,  which  has  been  built  by  the  Pressed 
Steel  Car  Company.  The  car  is  especially  adapted  for  handling 
i  coke,  has  a  capacity  of  100,000  pounds  and  can  be  unloaded  at 
tbe  sides  instead  of  by  the  usual  drop  bottom  appliances.

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  has  borrowed  six  loco¬ 
motives  from  the  Pittsburg,  Western  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad 
Company,  and  it  is  in  the  market  to  take  as  many  locomotives 
as  it  can  secure. 

The  Baldwin  Works  is  building  seven  locomotives  for  export 
to  Japan,  and  two  locomotives  for  the  Louisiana  and  North-  ,

The  metal  polishers’  union  Is  the 
only  organization  that  has  Insisited  that  only 
union  men  mus^  be  employed.  ,  Its  represent 
tatlves  have  made  no  demands  on  the  com¬ 
pany.  simply  notifying  the  foremen  of  the 
departments  In  which  they  are  employed  that 
they  must  choose  between-  union  and  non¬ 
union  m-en.  The  other  organizations  do  not 
assert  any  grievance  at  this  time  other  than 
their  distaste  for  overtlnte  and  Bunday  work. 
They  insist  there  la  no  reason  why  they 
should  not  be  given  their  Sundays  at  leest, 
•wqrklng  slxty-one  hours  a  week  as  they  do, 
and  hereafter  the  Individual  employes  will 
decline  to  yrork  on  that  day.

Attorney  General  Hamlin  yesterday  save 
Chicago  corporations  a  hard  blow  when  he 
Informed  the  state  board  of  equalization  at 
Springfield  that  the  capital  stoolc  of  the  com¬ 
panies  In  qucetlon  should  be  taxed. 

The  attorney  general's  opinion  was  given 
In  reply  to  the  contention  of  the  following 
companies  that  they  organized  for  purely 
manufacturing  purposes  and  hence  were  ex¬ 
empt  from  a  capital  stock  assessment:  The 
Knickerbocker  Ice  company,  the  Street's 
Western  Car  Stables  lines,  the  Diamond 
Match  company,  Armour  &  Co.,  Swift  &  Co.. 
Chicago  Title  and  Trust  company,  A.  Booth 
&  Co.,  and  the  Pullman  company. 

Only  Two  Are  Exempt. 

According  to  the  attorney  general  only 
Armour  &  Co.  and  Swift  &  Co.  were  exempt, 
and  the  committee  Is  expected  to  follow  his 
opinion.  In  bis  decision  Mr.  Hamlin  says: 

"  The  proviso  of  the  revenue  law  exempting 
purely  manufacturing  corporations  from 
capital  stock  assessment  by  the  state  board  of 
equalization  was  engrafted  Into  the  revenue 
statute  as  an  amendment.  In  the  case  of  the 
'  Coal  Run  Coal  company  against  Flnlen  It 
was  held  to  be  competent  for  the  legislature 
to  classify  corporations  and  provide  for  the 
assessment  of  their  capital  stock,  through 
the  state  board  of  equallzatlo'n,  and  that 
other  property  might  be  assessed  by  local 
assessors.

It  was  built  at 
the  Erie  shops  in  Buffalo  and  was  sent  east  last  night  to  its 

owner.  Robert  Gunn,  master  car  builder  for  the  Erie  system, 
supervised  the  building 'of  the  car,  and  was  assisted  by 
Fox,  foreman  of  car  repairers  at  the  Buffalo  shops,  and  John 
McKenna,  assistant  foreman.  The  observation  apartment 
has  two  couches  covered  with  black  leather,  and  above  the 
couches  are  berths  long  enough  to  accommodate  a  seven- 
footer.  Off  the  observation  apartment  is  a  cozy  sitting  room, 
with  a  fireplace  arranged  for  Pintsch  gas  fuel;  there  is  also  a 
couch  covered  with  red  leather.  Opening  off  the  cozy  den 
are  the  bath  room  and  two  bed  rooms;  beyond  are  the 
porter’s  room,  storage  room  and  kitchen.  The  car  is  lighted 
(by  electricity,  generated  from  the  axles,  and  the  Pintsch  gas 
jis  an  auxiliary  illuminant.  The  car  is  known  as  999- 
'  The  Southern  Pacific  has  turned  out  from  its  Sacramento 
shops  a  new  style  of  tender,  one  designed  to  carry  both 
fuel  oil  and  water  for  the  locomotive.  Only  one  has  been 
built,  as  an  experiment.  If  it  stands  the  test,  every  oil-burn¬ 
ing  locomotive  will  be  furnished  with  the  new  style  tender. 
The  tender  is  semi-cylindrical  in  shape  and  has  a  capacity 
of  3.300  gallons  of  oil  and  7,300  gallons  of  water— enough  of 
each  for  three  hundred  miles  of  travel  at  high  speed.  Prac¬ 
tical  railroaders,  among  them  Chief  Foreman  Russel,  of  the 
West  Oakland  yards,  are  confident  that  it  will  prove  a  suc¬ 
cess.  If  it  does,  it  will  work  a  great  economy  in  California 
and  Southern  railroading.  Oil  and  water  stations  will  be 
needed  only  at  intervals  of  two  hundred  or  three  hundred 
miles,  which  will  be  of  especial  advantage  in  desert  stretches, 
where  water  is  to  be  had  only  at  great  difficulty  and  expense. 

The  new  passenger  engines  ordered  by  the  International 
and  Great  Northern  Railroad  some  time  ago  have  arrived, 
and  are  now  in  service.  They  were  built  by  the  American 
Locomotive  Company  at  Providence,  R.  I.  These  engines 
have  cylinders  19  x  28  inches,  with  seventy-eight  inch  driving 
wheels  and  are  equipped  with  all  modern  appliances.  They 
are  fitted  up  to  burn  Texas  fuel.  The  International  and  Great 
Northern  have  also  just  completed  an  oil  storage  tank  of 
eighty-five  thousand  barrels  capacity,  the  second  of  the  kind 
built  by  them  at  Palestine,  giving  them  storage  for  full  six 
months’  supply  of  fuel  for  their  oil  burners. 

Orders  have  been  placed  for  sixty-five  new  engines  for  the 
Pennsylvania  Southwest  lines,  to  be  delivered  between  next 
January  and  August.  Of  the  new  engines,  forty  will  be  added  . 
to  the  equipment  and  the  remainder  will  replace  wornout  | 
engines.  Six  of  the  new  engines  will  be  built  at  the  Altoona 
shops  of  the  Pennsylvania,  and  the  rest  will  be  constructed  at 
outside  shops. 

The  Canadian  order  for  twenty  high-class  locomotive,  which 
was  received  by  the  firm  of  Nelson,  Reid  &  Co.,  of  Glasgow, 
provides  that  the  engines  shall  be  built  from  American  designs. 
The  experiment  arouses  interest  and  there  is  much  curiosity  to 
see  how  British  workmen  will  handle  American  designs. 

The  directors  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford,  at 
their  meeting  in  New  Haveh  la3t  Saturday,  authorized  the  ex¬

LOUISVILLE,  Ky.,  Dec.  80.— A  lone  banfllt 
held  up  the  New  Orleana-Clncinnatl  north¬ 
bound  express  on  the  Louisville  &  Nashville 
]ust  as  It  neared  South  Louisville  at  2:80  this 
morning.  The  robber  first  attacked  Con¬ 
ductor  Keene,  whom  he  wounded  before  the 
latter  could  act.  As  the  train  slowed  up  the 
desperado  jumped  off  and  was  pursued  by 
Keene,  who  fired  several  shots  from  a  Win¬ 
chester  after  him.  It  Is  believed  that  the 
robber  was  killed  In  the  fusillade.

The  train  was  just  entering  the  limits  of 
South  Louisville,  and  all  the  passengers  In 
the  Pullman  were  asleep.  Conductor  Keene 
was  passing  through  the  car,  as  was  his 
habit  before  entering  the  Louisville  station. 
As  he  entered  a  man  wearing  a  mask  jumped 
from  a  dark  corner  of  the  car,  and  with  drawn 
revolver  commanded  Keene  to  throw  up  his 
hands.  Instead  of  doing  so  the  conductor 
grappled  with  the  robber.  A  pistol  ball, 
striking  him  In  the  temple,  disabled  Keene 
for  the  moment,  and  the  robber  pulled  the 
bell  cord.  Before  the  train  stopped,  how¬ 
ever,  the  desperado  proceeded  to  rob  the 
passengers  in  the  sleeper.  He  held  up  Joseph 
Bedford,  the  Pullman  car  conductor,  and  J. 
E.  Moore,  the  only  passenger,  taking  $25 
from  the  latter.

As  the  train  slowed  down  the  robber 
jumped  off.  but  was  followed)  by  Conductor 
Keene,  who.  In  the  meantime,  hadi  secured 
a  Winchester  rifle. 

The  conductor  hurried  after  the  robber, 
firing  as  he  went,  and  emptied  the  rifle  at 
the  retreating  form.  At  one  of  the  shots 
the  fleeing  man  let  out  a  yell  of  pain.  The 
firing  aroused  the  passengers  and  caused

He  is  said  to  be  the  strongest  man  in  Louis¬ 
ville,  and  was  at  one  time  national  champion 
In  several  amateur  athletic  classes. 

No  trace  of  the  robber  whom  Keene  de¬ 
clares  he  shot  has  yet  been  found,  although  » 
night  watchman  In  the  yards  of  the  Southern 
railway  reported  that  about  daylight  he 
found  a  man  bleeding  and  lying  along  the 
tracks  at  Third  and  K  streets.  The  man  said 
he  had  fallen  from  a  train,  and,  according  to 
the  watchman’s  statement,  two  men  came 
along  at  this  time  and  carried  the  Injured 
man  away. 

Chief  of  Police  Gunther  has  detailed 
mounted  officers  and  patrolmen  on  (he  case, 
but  they  have  been  unable  to  find  any  trace  of 
the  man.  No  blood  has  been  found,  and  from 
this  Mr.  Gunther  is  Inclined  to  discredit  the 
night  watchman’s  story.

company  having  started  In  that  line. 

The  total  valus  of  all  the  cars  built  during  j 
the  year  came  close  to  fSO.OOO.OOO,  and  to  . 
this  sum  should  be  added  at  least  $9,000,000 
more  for  the  repair  work  on  some  100.000 
or  mors  cars  that  were  brought  back  to  the 
local  shops  to  be  repaired  or  rebuilt,  mak-  ' 
Ing  a  total  of  $39,000,000  spent  In  the  car- 
shops  of  Chicago. 

The  Increase  of  expenditures  In  this  line 
was  at  least  10  per  cent  over  the  figures  of 
1801,  and  1901  was  more  than  that  per  cent  • 
larger  than  1900  Some  of  the  railroad  shops 
spent  15  per  cent  more  last  year  than  In 
1901.  For  the  last  two  years.  Indeed,  the 
car  shops  have  been  crowded  to  their  fullest 
capacity,  and  the  cars  have  been  sent  out 
so  fast  that  the  ofllclals  of  the  various  com¬ 
panies  have  hardly  been  able  to  keep  track 
of  them.  There  were  not  as  many  orders 
given  by  the  railroad  companies  for  cars 
as  la  1901,  but  the  1901  orders  had  been  so 
large  as  to  keep  the  shops  busy  all  year,  and 
several  of  the  companies  say  now  that  their 
product  Is  engaged  for  practically  till  the  end 
of  1003.  A  tendency  toward  the  construction 
of  larger  and  heavier  cars  Is  noted. 

The  car  construction,  and  repair  business 
Chicago  Involves  an  Investment  of 
$25,000,000.  It  employs  17,600  men  and  the 
annual  pay  roll  Is  about  $10,000,000.

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FIRED  AT  HIS  REFLECTION. 


I’tnh  Miner  Creates  1‘anie  in  I'ullman 
Car  Bnrher  Shop, 

Special  DIapotch  to  The  Inter  Ocean. 

CHEYENNE,  Wyo.,  Jan.  1.— A  Utah 
miner  created  a  sensation  on  Union  Pacific 
train  No.  2  last  night,  shortly  after  leaving 
Sidney.  In  conversation  with  passengers  he 
said  he  lived  116  miles  from  the  nearest 
railroad,  and  had  not  seen  a  train  of  cars 
for  twelve  years.  He  was  en  route  East  to 
visit  relatives,  who  be  had  not  seen  since 
childhood.  He  had  made  a  fortune  in  min¬ 
ing  In  Utah,  he  said,  and  he  proposed  to 
have  a  hot  time  In  the  East. 

The  Utah  man  partook  freely  of  cham¬ 
pagne  and  other  beverages  during  the  trip, 
and  felt  fine.  Shortly  after  leaving  Sidney 
he  went  Into  the  buffet  car  to  get  shaved 
Getting  Into  the  chair  he  looked  at  his  re¬ 
flection  in  the  mirror  a  moment  and  then 
drew  a  six-shooter  and  fired  two  shots  at 
his  Image. 

The  bullets  went  through  the  aide  of  the 
car  and  did  no  farther  damage.

Kollowiiij;  the  custoui  estahllshed  one  year  ajto,  The  Rail¬ 
way  Aife  presents  lierewitli  a  detailed  statement  of  the  ear 
and  loeoinotive  eciulpinent  for  wldeh  orders  have  l)een  plaeed, 
either  with  outside  linllders  or  in  company  sliops,  during'  the 
year  1002.  The  view  of  the  case  which  Kovernwl  tlie  class  of 
statistics  presented  last  year — tlie  details  of  eciiiipment  orders 
placed,  rather  than  a  summary  of  eiiulpment  built  within  the 
period — is  shown  to  lie  still  more  conspicuously  tlie  correct 
one  than  appeared  to  be  the  case  at  that  time.  This  arises 
from  the  fact  tliat  while  at  liest  a  statement  of  cars  and  loco¬ 
motives  built  is  a  function  of  the  capacity  of  the  ImildinK 
establishments,  any  usefnlness  It  mifiht  Inive  possessed  in 
former  years  is  nullifled  by  the  fact  that  such  establisliments 
are  running  now  to  their  utmost  capacity,  many  or  most  of 
them  have  ordei’s  biwked  for  a  year,  and  in  some  instances 
more  than  a  year  ahead.  What  cars  and  locomotives  have 
been  built  are  the  ma.ximum  of  the  capacity  of  the  building 
establislnuents.  The  orders  placed,  to  such  an  e.xtent  us  it 


has  been  dwmed  wise  to  placb  orders  at  all,  which  can  be 
lilled  only  at  a  period  far  in  advance,  indicate  the  measure  of 
tlie  pressnn*  which  transportation  reiiulrenients  liave  made 
upon  the  carriers,  and  tlie  efforts  made  to  meet  public  de¬ 
mands. 

As  to  the  figures  themselves,  no  claim  is  made  to  absolute 
accuracy.  Such  inaccuracies,  however,  as  may  e.\ist  are  in 
minor  details  and  are  wholly  negligible.  Tliey  are  sulistan- 
tlally  accurate.  The  records  kept  by  Tlie  Railway  Age  and 
liubllslied  in  its  weekly  issues  liave  lieen  compiled  and  suli- 
niitted  to  the  railway  companies  and  manufacturers  for  re¬ 
vision  and  additions.  Iminirlcs  were  also  addressed  to  every 
railroad  in  the  country,  witliout  regard  to  previous  record  of 
orders.

"They  were  In  a  Pullman  car,"  says  a 
deepatch  referring  to  two  passengeiF  on 
the  wrecked  train,  "and  of  course  were 
not  Injured." 

In  this  accident  all  those  who  were  killed 
were  In  the  coaoh  next  to  the  baggage  car. 
Ahead  was  the  Immense  engine;  behind 
were  the  heavy  Pullman  cars.  When  the 
crash  came  the  coach  next  the  baggage 
car  was  pinched  between  two  great  weights. 
It  is  nearly  always  the  case  In  head-on  col¬ 
lisions  that  those  travelling  near  the  front 
of  the  train  are  killed,  and  this  Is  not  en¬ 
tirely  because  of  the  engine,  but  is  partly 
due  to  the  great  weight  of  the  rear  coaches 
being  hurlod  forward  against  a  coach  that 
is  weaker  than  any  one  of  themselves. 

Many  persons  have  figured  this  out  and 
always  avoid  the  front  coach.  They  have 
observed,  In  reading  of  accidents,,  that  the 
front  coach  gets  the  worst  of  It,  and  they 
see  for  themselves  that  that  car  Is  often 
an  old  one,  allotted  to  those  who  smoke 
and  to  second-class  passengers.  The  oldest 
dnd  weakest  car  Is  placed  where.  In  case 
of  an  accident  of  any  kind,  it  will  receive 
terrific  blows  from  each  end— from  the  front 
It  gets  the  shock  of  the  collision,  and  from 
the  rear  the  pounding  blows  of  the  whole 
behind.  ,  T^he  .  weak  front 


GENERAL  NEWS  OF  RAILWAYS. 

Flans  for  Correction  of  Method  of  Re¬ 
serving  Sleeping  Car  Berths — 
Beports  of  Earnings. 

A  movement  Is  on  foot  to  change  the  pres¬ 
ent  method  of  reserving  sleeping  car  berths 
and  drawing  rooms.  Under  the  present  plan 
sleeping  car  space  may  be  reserved,  and  at 
the  last  moment  may  be  abandoned.  This 
the  railroad  officials  regard  as  an  injustice. 
It  frequently  results  In  extra  cars  being 
put  on  trains  while  all  of  the  space  In  the 
regular  sleeping  cars  Is  not  filled.  The  mo¬ 
tive  power  Is  thus  taxed  to  an  unnecessary 
extent,  aside  from  other  disadvantages. 

The  Pullman  company  Is  Interested  in  the 
movement  also,  as  It  does  not  care  to  have 
cars  hauled  when  not  fully  occupied. 

There  is  some  difference  of  opinion  among 
the  railroad  officials  as  regards  the  plan  to 
better  conditions.  Some  of  the  roads  would 
demand  deposits  with  each  reservation. 
Others  think  that  better  results  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  by  allowing  ’  space  to  be  reserved 
only  within  thirty  mlnuf*  or  one  hour  be¬ 
fore  train  time  at  the  depot,  or  until  5  p.  m. 
at  the  city  ticket  offices.

employees  65  to  69  years  of  age  who  have  been  ‘ 

continuously  30  or  yiore  years  In  the  service,  and  , 
who  having  become  incapKcltated,  may  be  retired 
and  pensioned,  and  the  third,  any  faithful  employee 
of  the  company.  Irrespective  of  his  age  or  length  of 
service,  who  shali  have  received  Injuries  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  which  totally  incapacitates 
him  for  his  regular  or  other  voc-ation,  or  who  shall 
through  sickness  become  so  incapacitated,  shall  be 
awarded  such  a  sum  as  a  pension  for  such  a  length 
of  time  ns  the  president  shall  determine.  The 
monthly  allowance  is  to  be  on  the  following  basis; 
For  each  year  of  service,  1  per  cent  of  the  average 
monthly  pay  for  ten  years  next  preceding  retire¬ 
ment,  provided,  however,  that  the  annual  disburse¬ 
ment  Including  the  pensions  paid  to  employees  of 
the  associated  companies  shall  not  exceed  $75,000. 
In  the  latter  event,  and  in  the  absence  of  action  by 
the  board  of  directors  increasing  tiie  yearly  amount 
nvailabie  for  pensions,  a  new  rate  shali  be  estab¬ 
lished  lu'oportionately  reducing  aii  aiiowances.  Fur¬ 
ther  details  are  given  out  as  foilows:  (1)  In  com¬ 
puting  service,  time  siiail  be  reckoned  from  the  date 
since  whicii  tiie  person  had  been  continuously  in 
the  service  to  the  date  when  retired.  (2)  Leave  of 
absence,  suspension,  dismissal,  followed  by  rein¬ 
statement  within  one  year,  or  temporary  layoff  ac¬ 
count  reduction  of  force  is  not  to  be  considered  ns 
a  break  in  the  service.  (3)  Persons  who  leave  the 
service  thereby  relinquish  all  claims  to  the  benefits 
of  pension  allowances.  (4)  The  retirement  of  em¬ 
ployees  is  to  become  effective  on  the  first  of  each 
month  and  pension  allowances  are  to  be  paid 
montldy.  (5)  No  person  shall  be  taken  into  the 
service  of  the  company  who  is  more  than  35  years 
old,  except  in  certain  oontingencies,  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  board  of  directors. 


Pension  System  Adopted  by  Standard  Oil  Co. 

Recent  press  dispatches  convey  the  information 
that  the  Standard  Oil  Co.  has  announced  a  general 
pension  plan  for  the  benefit  of  its  employees  along 
the  lines  of  those  which  have  been  put  in  effect  by  a 
number  of  railroad  companies.

Italy.

Without  such  notice  tiio  contracts 
would  continue  in  force  for  another  20-year  period,  or  until 
102-). 

Baden. 

The  report  of  the  railways  of  Haden  for  1001  shows  a 
total  of  I.ODO  miles,  capitalized  at  about  iiiiao.lMXl  per  mile. 
Passengers  were  (llstribnted  among  the  three  classes  as  fol¬ 
lows:  First-class,  j’(4,2r)(i:  second-class,  l,i>70,8:il:  third-class, 
ia,820,i:!7.  Tlie  average  distance  through  which  each  pas¬ 
senger  traveled  was  a  little  less  tlian  1:1  miles.  There  was 
a  decline  in  gross  revenues,  althougii  the  net  profits  still 
slightly  e.\ceod  2*4  per  cent.  The  total  expenditures  consti¬ 
tute  80.77  per  cent  of  the  total  receipts.

A  provisional  opening  was  authorized  on 
November  15,  ]!h‘)2,  on  which  day  the  first  passenger  train 
from  Stoekliolm  arrived  at  the  Norwegian  harbor  Narwik, 
on  the  fjord  of  Ofoten.  one  of  the  termini  of  the  road,  tin* 
other  ladng  lailea.  Two  days  later  the  first  trainload  of 
ore  arrived  at  Narwik  from  the  mining  district  of  Luossavara. 
The  railway  crosses  both  Norway  and  SwediMi  and  reaches 
the  Atlantic  two  degrees  aliove  the  polar  circle.  This  is  the 
most  northerly  railway  in  the  world. 


On  .lanuary  1,  ltX);{.  tlie  now  contract  between  the  Prus¬ 
sian  statl*  railways  and  the  rail  trust  (Schleuenkartell)  went 
into  effect.  The  contract  is  binding  for  two  years,  1003  and 
1004.  I’riees  are  specified,  but  not  the  extent  of  the  orders 
to  be  given  by  tlie  railways.  The  railways  are  to  give  six 
weeks  notice  of  the  size  of  an  order,  and  tlrst  deliveries  are 
to  be  made  by  the  trust  at  the  expiration  of  six  weeks  after 
the  receipt  of  such  notice. 

A  number  of  changes  in  classification  also  went  into 
effect  on  January  1.  1003,  esiieclally  in  the  classification  of 
iron  and  steel  and  their  products.  Tlie  latter  are  classed  into 
(1.  those  of  higliest  value,  (2)  those  of  high  value,  and  (3) 
those  of  small  vaTUe. 

Interchangeable  Trucks  for  Freight  Cars. 

The  successful  experiments  with  Interchangeable  trucks 
oii  the  (Jerman-ltussian  line  between  Danzig  and  Warsaw 
have  led  to  tlie  plan  of  making  this  .sysfem  general  for  freight 
traffic  between  Itnssia  and  Germany.  One  railway  has  al¬ 
ready  ordered  400  such  cars.  By  means  of  trenches,  the 
widi'r  trucks  of  Husslan  railways  can  be  quickly  replaced  by 
narrower  ones,  to  tit  the  (}erman  gauge.  In  harmony  witli 
what  Mr.  .1.

RESERVING  SLEEPING-CAR  BERTHS. 

A  movement  is  on  foot  to  change  the  present  method  of  re- 
.serving  sleeping-car  berths  and  drawing  rooms.  Under  the  pres¬ 
ent  plan  sleeping-car  space  rrftty  be  reserved,  and  at  the  last 
moment  may  be  abandoned.  This  the  railroad  officials  regard 
as  an  injustice.  It  frequently  results  in  extra  cars  being  put  on 
trains  while  all  of  the  space  in  the  regular  sleeping  cars  is  not 
filled.  The  motive  power  is  thus  taxed  to  an  unnecessary  ex¬ 
tent,  aside  from  ot.her  di.sadvantages.  The  Pullman  Company 
is  interested  in  the  movement  also,  as  it  does  not  care  to  have 
cars  hauled  when  not  fully  occupied.  There  is  some  difference 
of  opinion  among  the  railroad  officials  as  regards  the  plan  to 
better  conditions.  Some  of  the  roads  would  demand  deposits 
with  each  reservation.  Others  think  that  better  results  can  be 
obtained  by  allowing  space  to  be  reserved  only  within  thirty 
minutes  or  one  hour  before  trai:i  time  at  the  depot,  or  until  five 
P.  M.  at  the  city  ticket  offices. 

The  repeal  of  the  internal  revenue  stamp  taxes  has  involved 
l)oth  government  and  taxpayers  in  great  trouble  and  expense, 
rile  latest  case  is  th^  Claim  of  tlic  Pullman  Company  for  the 
redemption  of  the  stamps  it  was  required  to  imprint  on  its 
tickets.  Ever  since  the  ist  of  July  the  company  has  had  from 
lour  to  ten  clerks  devoting  their  entire  time  to  gathering  in 
and  counting  the  unused  tickets  and  assorting  them  into  three 
classes— (i)  those  never  issued;  (2)  those  spoiled  by  agents 
before  .sale,  and  (3)  those  sold  to  patrons,  but  returned  before 
use.

•’iitlre  time  to  gathering  In  and  counting  its  un- 
'ised  tickets  and  assorting  the^n  Into  three  classes— 

(1)  those  never  issued;  (2)  those  siioiled  by  agents 
before  sale,  and  (3)  those  sold  to  patrons,  but  re¬ 
turned  before  use.  The  lirst  and  second  class  the 
commissioner  of  Internal  revenue  has  consented  to 
redeem.  The  third,  on  account  of  the  wording  of 
the  law,  he  does  not  feel  authorized  to  accept,  as 
the  tax  attached  to  the  sale,  regardless  of  what  fol¬ 
lowed.  Twent.v-nlne  large  packing  boxes,  filled 
'  with  tickets  and  weighing  eight  tons  in  all,  have 
leeii  received  at  the  treasur.v.  and  a  room  full  of 
clerks  ar(>  at  work  counting  the  contents.  These

CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 

Arrangements  have  been  effected  between  the  Lackawanna 
Railroad  and  the  Pullman  Company  to  give  the  road  an  en¬ 
tirely  new  equipment  of  parlor  and  sleeping  cars.  The  new 
cars,  which  are  being  built,  are  of  the  most  modern  design, 
both  in  construction  and  interior  fittings,  and  no  expense 
is  to  be  spared  in  making  them  among  the  most  luxurious 
ever  turned  out.  Some  have  already  been  delivered,  and  the 
balance  will  be  placed  in  service  as  rapidly  as  possible,  until 
ultimately  every  Pullman  car  formerly  in  service  on  the  La^a- 
wanna  will  be  withdrawn  in  favor  of  this  new  equipment,  ihe 
drawing  rooms  and  smoking  rooms  of  the  parlor  cars  will 
be  placed  at  the  end  opposite  observation  platform,  so  that 
the  entire  car  may  be  fitted  with  high  plate-glass  windows, 
affording  unobstructed  views  of  the  scenery.  It  is  the  purpose 
of  the  company  to  put  the  first  of  this  new  equipment  into  the 
local  service  between  New  York  and  Buffalo,  following  as 
rapidly  as  possible  with  the  substitution  of  new  sleepers  on 
its  through  runs  between  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis. 

Though  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  is  badly  in  need 
of  motive  power  to  handle  the  abnormal  increase  of  freight 
traffic,  it  has  received  notice  from  the  Baldwin  Locoinotive 
Works  that  the  seven  premium  engines  that  were  to  be  deliv¬ 
ered  early  in  January  cannot  be  furnished  until  the  latter  part 
of  February.

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  at  meeting  of 
the  board  of  directors  on  December  17,  1902: 

Whereas,  It  is  the  polic#  of’thls  company  to  make  provi¬ 
sion  for  Its  faithful  employes  who,  through  age,  accident  or 
Infirmity,  may  become  unable  to  earn  their  livelihood;  there¬ 
fore 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Philadelphia 
&  Reading  Railway  Company,  for  the  benefit  of  Its  faithful 
employes,  hereby  creates  the  following  pension  system  and 
adopts  the  following  rales  therefor: 

Of  the  employes  In  the  service  of  the  company,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  classes  are  affected: 

(a)  All  employes  engaged  in  any  capacity  In  the  opera¬ 
tions  of  the  company  who  have  attained  the  age  of  seventy 
years  shall  be  retired,  and  If  they  have  been  continuously  30 
years  in  the  service,  shall  be  pensioned. 

(b)  All  employes  sixty-five  to  sixty-nine  years  of  age,  both 
Inclusive,  who  have  been  continuously  30  or  more  years  in 
the  service,  and  who  have  become  Incapacitated,  may  be  re¬ 
tired  and  pensioned. 

(c)  Any  faithful  employe  of  the  company,  irrespective  of 
his  age  or  length  of  service,  who  shall  have  received  Injuries 
In  the  performance  of  his  duty  which  totally  Incapacitate  him 
for  his  regular  or  other  vocation,  or  who  shall,  through  sick¬ 
ness,  become  so  incapacitated,  may  be  awarded  such  sum, 
as  a  pension,  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  the  president  sliall 
determine. 

The  incapacity  of  employes  must  be  certified  to  by  the 
chief  medical  examiner  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Relief 
Association. 

The  monthly  allowance  paid  each  person  under  class  (a) 
and  (b)  granted  a  pension  shall  be  upon  the  following  basis; 
For  each  year  of  service  one  per  centum  of  the  average  regu¬ 
lar  monthly  pay  for  10  years  next  preceding  retirement;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  the  annual  disbursement,  including  the 
pensions  paid  to  employes  of  the  associated  companies  shall 
not  exceed  $75,000.  Should  the  aggregate  pension  allowances 
exceed  this  amount,  In  the  absence  of  action  by  the  board  of 
directors  Increasing  the  yearly  amount  usable  for  pensions,  a 
new  rate  shall  be  established  proportionately  reducing  all 
I  allowances.  Notice  of  any  change  of  rate  shall  be  given 
retired  employes  before  the  beginhing  of  the  fiscal  year  In 
which  the  change  shall  become  effective.

This  announcement,  made  yesterday  In 
bulletins  posted  In  the  works.  Is  one  of  the 
greatest  concessions  to  labor  made  In  (iflil- 
cago  in  montha 

Nearly  8,000  men  will  en]oy  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  the  new  ichadule,  which  goes  into 
effect  April  1.  More  than  $70,000  will  be 
added  to  the  company’s  monthly  payroll. 
More  than  1,000  extra  men  will  be  em¬ 
ployed  to  do  the  work  performed  In  the 
tenth  hour  by  the  old  force. 

All  this  was  accomplished  by  a  commit¬ 
tee  appointed  four  days  ago  to  confer  with 
the  management.  The  men  were  allowed 
even  more  than  they  asired.  There  was  no 
hesitation  or  objection  on  the  part  of  the 


management.

Wliereas,  It  is  the  polle.t  of’tlils  eoiiipaiiy  to  make  provi¬ 
sion  for  its  faitliful  employes  who,  tlirougli  age.  aeeideiit  or 
liilirmity,  may  become  uiialile  to  earn  tlieir  livelihood:  tliere- 
fore 

Ilesolved.  Tliat  tlio  lioard  of  directors  of  tlie  I’liiladelpliia 
A  Beading  Bailway  Coiiipany,  for  tlie  heiielit  of  its  faitliful 
mnployes,  liereliy  ereati*s  tlie  following  pension  system  and 
adopts  tlie  following  rules  tlierefor: 

Of  llie  employes  in  tlie  service  of  tlie  eoiiipaiiy.  the  fol¬ 
lowing  classes  are  afl'eeted: 

(aj  .\ll  employes  engaged  in  any  capacity  in  tlie  oiiera- 
tioiis  of  tlie  eoiiiiiaiiy  wlio  liavo  attained  tlie  age  of  seventy 
years  sliall  lie  ri'tireil,  and  if  tlicy  liave  been  eoiitiimously  30 
years  in  llie  service,  sliall  lie  pensioned. 

(Ill  .VII  emiiloyes  sixty-live  to  sixty-nine  years  of  age.  liotli 
iiielnsive,  wiio  liav(>  liemi  coiitimionsly  30  or  more  years  in 
the  service',  and  wlio  liave  become  iiieapaeitated,  may  he  re¬ 
tired  ;ind  pensioned. 

(e)  .Vny  faitliful  employe  of  tlie  eoiiipaiiy.  irrespective  of 
ids  age  or  h'liglli  of  service,  wlio  sliall  liave  received  injuries 
in  tlie  iierl'ormaiiec  of  ids  duty  wliieli  totally  iiieaiiaeitate  1dm 
lor  ids  regular  or  otlier  vocation,  or  wlio  sliall.  tlirougli  sick¬ 
ness,  lieeome  so  iiieapaeitated,  may  lie  awarded  sncli  sniii. 
as  a  pi'iisioii,  for  sncli  a  leiigtli  of  time  as  tlie  president  sliall 
dotorndiie.

Tile  niontldy  allowance  iiald  eaeli  iiersoii  under  class  (a) 
and  (Id  granted  a  [lensioii  sliall  he  upon  tlu*  following  iiasis: 
For  eaeli  year  of  service  one  per  eentnm  of  tlie  average  regu¬ 
lar  moiitldy  iiay  for  lo  years  next  preceding  retirement;  pro¬ 
vided.  liowever,  lliat  tlie  aiiiinal  disbursement,  iiieluding  the 
liensions  jiaid  to  emiiloyes  of  tlio  associated  coiiiiianies  shall 
not  exceed  Slioidd  tlio  aggregate  iiensioii  allowanees 

('xeeed  tills  amount,  in  tlie  aliseiiee  of  action  by  tlie  lioard  of 
directors  Inereasiiig  tlie  yearly  amount  nsaldo  for  pensions,  a 
new  rate  sliall  lie  established  iiroportioiiately  reducing  all 
allowanees.  Nollee  of  any  eliniige  of  rate  sliall  lie  given 
retired  employes  before  tlio  hegimdng  of  tlie  tiseal  year  In 
wliii-h  llie  I'liaiige  sliall  heeomo  cPfoctive. 


For  tho  puiposo  of  tUi5"'BysFotr“Tn'(>  tta-ms  ‘•sorvicc”  and 
“in  tlie  service”  ivfer  and  apply  ouiy  to  those  who  have  given  I 
tlieir  entire  time  to  tlie  service  of  the  company  (or  of  Its  pre-  j 
decessor.  the  riilhidelphia  &  Heading  Railroad  Company),  in 
the  operation  of  the  railroad  proper — it  not  being  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  board  of  directors  to  pension  enipioyes  who  have 
given  oniy  a  portion  of  their  time  to  the  company.  Employes  , 
of  the  companies  whose  pension  departments  are  associated 
with  tlie  pension  dejiartment  of  the  Phiindeiphia  &  Reading 
Railway  Company,  shall  be  treated  as  employes  of  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  &  Reading  Railway  Company,  and  the  length  of 
service  of  such  employes  shall  include  the  time  they  have  been 
employed  by  such  companies. 

In  computing  service  it  shall  be  reckoned  from  the  date 
since  which  the  pei-son  has  been  continuously  in  the  service  to 
the  date  when  retired,  heave  of  absence,  suspension,  dis-  I 
missal,  followed  by  reinstatement  within  one  year,  or  tern-  , 
porai’y  lay-off  on  account  of  reduction  of  force,  is  not  to  be 
considered  as  a  break  in  the  continuity  of  service.  Persona 
who  leave  the  service  thereby  relinnuish  all  claims  to  the 
benefits  of  pension  allowances. 

The  retirement  of  employes  seventy  years  of  age  shall  be 
effective  on  the  first  day  of  the  calendar  month  following  that 
in  which  they  have  attained  that  age.  The  retirement  of  em¬ 
ployes  sixty-live  to  sixty-nine  years  of  age.  both  Inclusive, 
who  have  been  approvjjd  for  retirement,  slmll  be  effective  on 


the  first  day  of  the  calendar  monfiJi  .subsequent  to  such  ap¬ 
proval.  • 

Pension  allowances  shall  be  paid  monthly  until  the  death 
of  the  beneficiary,  jjrovided,  however,  that  the  company  may 
withliold  its  stipends  in  all  cases  of  gross  misconduct. 

To  the  end  of  preserving  direct  personal  relations  between 
the  company  and  its  retired  employes,  and  that  they  may 
continue  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  pension  system,  no 
assignment  of  pensions  will  be  permitted  or  recognized. 

No  pension  allowance  shall  be  paid  to  any  person  during 
any  period  in  which  lie  may  be  receiving,  or  entitled  to  re-  , 
celve,  any  money  known  as  “Accident  Benefits,”  “Sickness 
Benefits,”  or  otherwise  known’,  from  the  Philadelphia  &  Read¬ 
ing  Relief  Association  or  any  other  association'  for  the 
benefit  of  the  employes  of  the  respective  companies;  but  any 
former  employe  may  continue  his  membersliip  in  said  relief 
association  or  any  other  relief  association  and  become  enti¬ 
tled  to  “death  benefits”  therein  under  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  thereof,  without  affecting  his  pension  allowance  under 
the  regulations  of  this  department. 

The  acceptance  of  a  pension  allowance  shall  not  debar 
any  such  former  employe  from  engaging  in  other  business, 
but  such  person  cannot  re-enter  the  service  of  the  comjjanies. 

Neither  the  action  of  tlie  board  of  directors  in  establish¬ 
ing  a  system  of  pensions,  nor  any  other  action  now  or  here¬ 
after  taken  by  them  or  by  the  president  in  the  inauguration 
and  operation  of  a  pension  system  shall  be  held  or  construed 
ns  giving  to  any  officer,  agent  or  employe  of  the  company  a 
right  to  be  retained  in  its  service  or  any  right  or  claim 
to  any  pension  allowance;  and  the  company  expressly  reserves 
its  right  and  pflvllego  to  discharge,  at  any  time,  any  officer, 
agent  or  employe  when  the  interests  of  the  company,  in  its 
judgment,  may  so  require,  without  liability  for  any  claim  for 
pension  or  other  allowances  other  than  salary  or  wages  due 
and  unpaid. 

Age  limit  for  employment: 

No  person  shall  be  taken  into  the  service  of  the  com¬ 
pany  who  is  over  thirty-five  j-ears  of  age,  except  that,  with 
the  approval  of  the  board  of  directors: 

First — Former  employes  may  be  re-employed  within  a 
period  of  three  years  from  the  time  of  their  leaving  the  serv¬ 
ice,  or  former  employes  of  any  other  transportation  com¬ 
pany  owned  or  controlled  by  Rending  Company  may  be  em¬ 
ployed  within  a  period  of  throe  years  from  the  time  of  their 
leavitig  the  service  of  such  company. 

Second — Persons  may,  irrespective  of  age  limit,  be  em- 
I)loyed  where  the  service  for  which  tliey  are  needed  requires 
professional  or  other  special  qualifications. 

But: 

Third — At  the  discretion  of  employing  officers  persons 
may  be  temporarily  taken  into  the  service.  Irrespective  of  age 
limit,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  subject  to  exten¬ 
sion,  when  necessary  to  complete  the  work  for  which  en¬ 
gaged,  and 

Fourth — Persons  in  the  active  service  of  any  transporta¬ 
tion  company  owned  or  controlled  by  Reading  Company  may, 
irrespective  of  age  limit,  be  transferred  to  and  employed  in 
tlie  service  of  any  other  transportation  company  so  owned 
or  controlled. 

The  heads  of  the  several  departments  will  report  to  the 
president  the  names  of  all  employes  who,  under  the  fore¬ 
going  rules,  will  be  entitled  to  pension  allowances,  with  such 
other  Information  as  may  be  necessary,  and  upon  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  president,  such  names  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  payrolls  of  the  company  for  the  amounts  and  for  the 
periods’  to  be  designated  by  him. 

In  the  third  year  of  its  existence  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
pension  system  paid  to  retired  employes  .¥328,403.  In  the 
three  years  the  department  has  disbursed  $804,713  in  pension 
allowances,  all  of  which  was  furnished  by  the  company.  In 
that  time  1,851  employes  have  been  retired  on  pensions,  of 
whom  381  died  last  year. 

In  accordance  with  an  order  issued  by  the  Pullman  Com¬ 
pany  the  lines  between  Chicago  and  Saint  Louis  have  dis¬ 
continued  the  use  of  coinpaiHment  cars.  It  has  been  found 
that  the  compartment  cars  do  not  pay.  There  are  only  10 
and.  In  many  cases,  eight  compartments,  and  when  the  lower 
birth  in  one  is  occupied  nobo<ly  will  take  the  upper.  The 
revenue  is  always  small,  at  best,  and  the  cars  weigh  a  third 
again  ns  much  as  a  standard  sleeper  and  coat  a  great  deal 
more  to  maintain.  One  passenger  offleial  voiced  the  general 


opinion  among  passenger  men  when  he  said:  “It  looks  as 
if  it  would  be  only  a  question  of  time  before  the  use  of  com¬ 
partment  sleepers  will  be  practically  discontinued  by  all  of 
the  big  systems.” 

The  attorney-general  of  the  State  of  New  York  has  ren¬ 
dered  an  opinion  In  which  he  holds  that  the  offering  and  the 
acceptance  of  Pullman  passes,  as  well  as  railroad  h-ansporta- 
tlon,  to  or  by  members  of  the  Legislature,  are  misdemeanors.

Reginuing  April  1  the  Pullman  Company  expects  to  re¬ 
duce  llie  weekly  workiil#  time  of  its  works  employees  i 
from  00  to  54  hours  a  week,  which  is  equivalent  to  n 
nine-hour  day;  wages  still  to  be  i>aid  on  the  (tb-hour 
basis.  The  matter  has  been  under  consideratiou  for  some 
lime  past  and  has  linally  lieen  arranged  as  above.  The 
number  of  employees  affected  approximates  7,000. 
Whether  or  not  the  new  arrangement  will  necessitate 
any  increase  of  force  will  l>e  determined  after  it  has 
been  put  in  working  order.  It  would  seem  that  some 
increases  will  be  necessary,  as  the  reduction  in  time 
amounts  to  42,000  hours  a  week.

It  is  an 
amalgamation  of  the  three  locomotive  building  firms  in  Glas¬ 
gow  into  one  registered  company,  with  a  capital  of  two  mil¬ 
lion  pounds,  of  which  one  million  pounds  is  to  be  in  ordinary 
shares  of  ten  pounds  each,  issued  as  fuljy  paid-up  to  the 
.amalgamating  companies,  and  one  million  pounds  in  five 
per  cent  cumulative  preference  shares,  to  be  offered  for  public 
subscription,  less  two  thousand  shares  allotted  to  one  of  the 
members.  The  combining  firms  are  the  private  firms  ol 
Neilson,  Reid  &  Co.,  Dubs  &  Co.  and  the  registered  enter¬ 
prise  of  Sharp,  Stewart  &  Co.,  Limited.  All  have  their  works 
in  Glasgow,  and  their  combined  output  is  equal  to  over  sixty 
per  cent  of  the  entire  output  of  locomotives  in  the  United 
Kingdom  for  sale.  There  is,  of  course,  a  large  output  by 
those  of  the  railway  companies  which  have  shops  of  their 
own,  but  the  products  of  these  railway  companies  are  for 
their  own  use.  There  are  barely  a  dozen  engineering  con¬ 
cerns  in  the  United  Kingdom  devoted  to  the  production  ot 
locomotives  for  trade,  and  these  produce  somewhere  about 
1,500  engines  per  annum.  Of  main-line  locomotives,  how¬ 
ever,  the  output  is  between  1,100  and  1,200  per  annum,  and 
these  are  made  by  seven  firms.  The  three  of  these  firms 
which  are  in  Scotland  have  a  producing  capacity  of  about 
seven  hundred  engines  per  annum,  which  could  be  enormously 
increased  without  addition  to  works  or  plant  were  the  system 
of  standardization  adopted  which  is  the  practice  in  America, 
and  of  which  one  heard  so  much  .in  this  country  in  connection 
with  the  controversy  about  the  Indian  government  contracts 
some  eighteen  months  ago.” 

The  Baldwin  Locomotive  works  have  recently  offered  to 
present  to  the  railway  school  of  Sibley  college  at  Cornell 
university  a  laboratory  locomotive  of  the  Vau-clain-de  Glehu 
type,  especially  built  to  plans  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
Baldwin  works  and  Professor  H.  Wade  Hibbard.  The  gift 
will  be  accepted  as  soon  as  a  building  and  a  testing  machine 
are  provided  for.  The  locomotive  will  be  a  four-cylinder 
balanced  compound,  somewhat  like  the  engine  built  for  the 
Plant  system,  biit  with  four  truck  wheels  and  four  driving 
wheels.  The  boiler  will  be  designed  to  carry  a  maximum 
gauge  pressure  of  three  hundred  pounds.  When  the  locomo¬ 
tive  is  run  at  this  pressure  the  entire  weight  of  the  locomotive 
can  be  thrown  upon  the  driving  wheels  by  means  of  a  pneu¬ 
matic  cylinder  at  the  rear  connected  to  an  anchor  in  the 
foundation.  When  this  traction  increaser  is  not  used  the 
engine  will  run  at  two  hundred  pounds  gauge  pressure.  It  is 
intended  to  be  very  easily  convertible  into  a  perfectly  balanced 
two-cylinder  simple  engine  by  the  removal  of  the  two  high- 
pressure  cylinder  bushings  and  a  change  in  the  valves.  The 
details  of  the  engine  have  not  as  yet  been  worked  out,  but 
are  being  figured.  No  work  at  all  has  at  yet  been  done  on 
the  designing  of  a  testing  machine,  awaiting  the  development 
of  the  design  of  the  locomotive,  its  weight,  power,  wheel 
base,  etc.  _ 


f  The  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburg  is  receiving  some

Almost  always  there  is  a  characteristic  difference,  though 
usually  it  takes  a  close  observer  to  detect  what  it  is. 

The  ’Frisco  system  is  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  fifty 
engines,  one  thousand  freight  cars  and  one  thousand  box 
cars.  It  is  said  that  the  order  will  not  be  placed  for  delivery 
this  side  of  1904,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  large  machine 
shops  all  over  the  country  are  so  overrun  with  orders.  The 
Illinois  Central,  too,  has  just  placed  an  order  for  fifty  cars 
for  the  southern  lines  of  the  system.  Ten  passenger,  ten 
switch  and  thirty  freight  engines  also  were  ordered.  The 
company  recently  ordered  one  hundred  new  locomotives,  to 
be  delivered  by  January,  1904,  and  has  received  eight  to  date.  | 

An  official  of  the  Rock  Island,  in  speaking  of  the  recent 
order  for  250  locomotives,  said  that  the  growth  of  the  com- 
pany  during  the  last  year  or  two  necessitates  not  only  the 
present  addition  to  its  equipment,  but  that  more  cars  and 
engines  will  be  purchased  in  the  near  future.

New  Dining  and  Parlor  Cafe  Cars.  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  K.  K- 

The  latest  acquisitions  to  the  dining  car  equip¬ 
ment  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  road  are  three  full 
dining  ears  and  two  parlor  cafe  ears,  making  17 
straight  dining  cars  now  in  service  on  that  system, 
5  combination  parlor  and  cafe  cars  and  2  buffet 
ears,  all  of  which  are  operated  by  the  railroad  com¬ 
pany  direct.  The  flve  cars  most  recently  received 
have  Just  been  turned  out  of  the  shops  of  the 
Pullman  Co.,  and  comprise  in  their  construction  and 
equipment  entirely  modern  features  throughout. 
Exterior  and  interior  views  and  a  floor  plan  of  both 
the  full  dining  car  and  parlor  cafe  car  are  shown 
'  in  the  accompanying  illustrations. 

By  reference  to  the  floor  plan  of  the  dining  car 
It  will  he  seen  that  Its  length  Is  70  ft.  over  end 
sills,  the  width  Inside  of  framing  9  ft.,  and  width 
over  framing  9  ft.  8  ins.  The  length  of  the  dining 
compartment  between  center  lines  of  bulkhead  Is 
34  ft.  5%  Ins.,  and  the  length  of  the  kitchen  com¬ 
partment  16  ft.  5Vti  ins.,  the  entire  space  taken  up 
by  kitchen  and  pantry  measuring  22  ft.  5>4  ins. 
over  portations.  In  the  steward’s  end  of  the  car, 
that  Is,  the  end  furthest  from  the  kitchen,  there  Is 
a  space  7  ft.  3%  ins',  long,  in  which  are  located  wine 
lockers  and  Ice  boxes,  linen  lockers,  etc.  The  wine 
and  linen  lockers  are  3  ft.  1  in.  wide  by  2  ft.  3'4 
Ins.  deep,  the  latter  being  arranged  in  two  com¬ 
partments,  the  upper  of  which  Is  Intended  for  the 
storage  of  clean  linen  and  the  lower  for  soiled 
linen,  the  door  of  the  latter  being  hinged  to  the 
bottom  and  closing  upward  by  a  spring  hinge.  The 
dimensions  of  this  linen  locker  are  such  as  to 
allow  the  linen  lying  flat  just  ns  it  Is  received 
from  the  laundry,  which  permits  of  especial  neat¬ 
ness  In  dressing  the  table.  The  wine  locker  re¬ 
ferred  to  Is  built  in  connection  with  a  Bohn  refrig¬ 
erator  situated  below,  by  which  the  wines  are 
cooled  without  the  bottles  coming  In  contact  with 
the  lee.  .Auxiliary  heating  apparatus  is  placed 
in  this  end  of  the  car  and  there  Is  also  a  folding 
washstand,  ns  shown,  with  a  plate  mirror  in  the 
wine  locker  partition.  The  door  at  this  end  of  the 
car  Is  placed  in  the  center  and  furnishes  a  clear 
opening  2  ft.  3  Ins.  wide,  while  at  the  kitchen 
end  of  the  car  the  passageway  Is  through  a  door  at 
the  side  of  the  vestibule,  presenting  a  clear  open¬ 
ing  i  ft-  i  ips.  wide,  the  passageway  leading  to  the 


by  another,  ’fhe  ventilation  of  the  kitchen  is  com¬ 
plete,  the  gases  from  the  kitchen  being  carried 
up  and  out  of  the  car,  and  there  Is  a  diagonal  par¬ 
tition  in  (he  vestibule  of  the  kitchen  end  of  the  car 
In  which  a  swinging  door  is  placed,  access  to  the 
ci'd  door  of  the  kitchen  compartment  being  had 
thereby,  and  the  partition  shutting  off  the  view 
of  this  compartment  in  passengers  passing  from  car 
to  car,  and  also  aiding  in  excluding  odors  from  the 
I'cstibule. 

The  dining  room  Is  furnished  in  natural  mahog¬ 
any  with  green  ceiling  and  Wilton  carpet,  over 
which  is  placed  a  Brussels  aisle  strip.  The  car  is 
lighted  both  by  Plntsch  gas  and  electricity,  the 
consolidated  axle  lighting  device  Vieing  used.  The 
center  lamps  consist  of  four-flame  Pintsch  burners 
with  lotus  leaf  ring,  and  four  electric  lamps'.  One- 
light  gas  and  electric  lamps  are  placed  In  the  pas- 
'sageway  and  the  kitchen,  the  usual  two-flame 
Pintsch  lights  being  placed  in  the  vestibules,  with 
auxiliary  one-bulb  electric  lights.  The  tables  are 
equipped  with  electric  candelabra,  ferneries  and 
floral  boxes  completing  the  decorative  scheme.  The 
vestibules'  are  provided  with  corrugated  rubber 
mats,  the  flooring  of  the  compartment  at  the  stew¬ 
ard’s  end  of  the  car  and  in  front  of  the  buffet 
being  inlaid  rubber,  and  the  kitchen  and  pantry 
floors  consist  of  sheet  copper  covered  by  wood 
mats.

Laokawann|i  Improvements. 

I  In  the  wave  of  activity  in  betterment  work  which  hps 
passed  over  the  railroads  of  the  country  during  the  past  two 
I  or  tliree  years  few  roads  have  been  more  progressive  than 
tlie  Lackn-wanna.  Tlie  evolution  of  that  line  under  Presi¬ 
dent  Truesdale's  maimgemont  furnishes  a  striking  Illustration 
of  the  necessities  of  modern  Industrial  conditions.  When  the 
change  in  management  of  the  Lackawanna  Railroad  occurred 
ill  the  spring  of  1.S99  the  Incoming  officers  found  a  road  whose 
track  was  in  fair  condition  but  w'hose  bridges  were  too  light 
for  heavy  motive  power,  whose  water  supply  was  badly 
located  and  inadequate,  whose  roundhouses,  passing  sidings 
and  terminal  yards  wore  too  small  to  serve  a  road  with  mod¬ 
ern  equipment,  and  whose  stations  were  in  many  respects  Ill- 
adapted  for  passenger  traffic. 

Starting  at  once  with  the  construction  of  heavier  bridges, 
roadbed  and  motive  pow'cr,  the  engineering,  mechanical  and 
operating  departments  united  in  rehabilitating  the  entire  line. 
Tlie  roadbed  has  been  relald  w’ith  80-pound  steel  rails,  32,006 
tons  of  steel  have  been  used  in  the  erection  of  new  bridges, 
which  if  placed  in  line  would  cover  more  than  3Vj  miles  of 
double  track;  300  new  bridges  have  been  completed  and  the 
cost  of  this  work  alone  will  exceed  $3,300,000.  Of  the  notable 
pieces  of  bridge  w'ork  may  be  mentioned  the  new  double¬ 
track  truss  bridge  over  the  Susquehanna  River  near  Bing¬ 
hamton.  containing  2,012  tons  of  steel;  the  new  double-track 
bridge  and  viaduct  over  the  Passaic  River  w'est  of  Paterson, 
measuring  (’>43  feet  and  containing  1,149  tons  of  new  steel 
work;  tlie  new  doulile-track  girder  bridge  over  the  Passaic 
River,  near  Lyndhurst,  N.  J.;  the  new  double-track  truss 
bridge  on  the  upper  Hackensack,  consisting  of  four  124-foot 
fixed  spans  and  one  230-foot  draw  span.  Other  new  bridges 
include  those  crossing  the  Hackensack  River  near  Bergen 
tunnel  and  the  Passaic  River  at  Newark,  N.  J.  The  latter 
has  been  designed  as  a  double-deck  structure,  so  that  it  may 
be  used  in  connection  with  the  Newark  track  elevation  soon 
to  be  completed.  The  installation  of  this  Newark  bridge 
offers  an  interesting  illustration  of  modern  engineering  meth¬ 
ods.  The  old  bridge  was  lifted  from  its  bearings  on  four 
scows  and  moved  out  of  the  way  along  shore.  At  the  same 
lime  the  new  drawbridge  which  had  been  erected  on  false 
work  along  shore  was  floated  into  place  on  four  90-foot  scows. 
'The  lifting  of  these  bridges  from  their  supports  was  accom¬ 
plished  by  pumping  water  ballast  from  the  scows  with  cen¬ 
trifugal  pumps.  The  total  weight  of  the  new  bridge  carried 
above  the  decks  of  these  scows  was  1,220  tons.  The  entire 
work  was  done  by  company  forces  and  in  this  new  better¬ 
ment  policy  the  Lackawanna  has  adopted  the  plan  of  em¬ 
ploying  its  own  men  rather  than  letting  out  the  work  by  con¬ 
tract.  During  the  last  three  years  120,000  cubic  yards  of 
masonry  have  been  built,  not  including  the  Newark  track 
elevation.  Of  this  about  90,000  cubic  yards  has  been  used 
for  bridge  structures. 

Equally  interesting  is  the  work  done  in  raising  the  Lacka¬ 
wanna  tracks  through  its  suburban  territory  and  particularly 
at  Newark  and  Harrison.  Under  the  present  system  the  rail¬ 
road  crosses  27  streets  in  Newark,  all  of  which  are  at  grade 
with  one  exception.  There  are  172  passenger  trains  and  six 
freight  trains  passing  over  the  line  each  day.  When  the 
improvements  have  been  completed  only  one  grade  crossing 
will  remain. 

The  Installfition  of  automatic  block  signals  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $1^,000.  In  the  last  few 
months  more  than  150  locomotives  offthe  most  powerful  type 
have  been  placed  in  service  and  the  Lackawanna  now  has 
two  locomotives  for  every  3  miles  and  30  cars  for  eveiy  1  mile 
of  operated  track.  New  stations  have  cost  $300,000.  Eight 
new  engine  houses  with  a  total  of  139  stalls  have  been 
erected  and  three  more  are  being  built.  The  terminal  yards 
at  Hoboken  have  been  entirely  remodeled  and  equipped  with 
the  latest  typo  of  slip  switches,  point  switches  and  standard 
plate  riveted  frogs.  Dock  work  contemplated  for  the  near 
future  also  includes  a  new  gravity  coal  shipping  pier  at  a  cost 
of  $176,000.  A  new  terminal  has  been  opened  up  at  Walla- 
bout  Basin  in  Brooklyn  and  new  passenger  and  freight  yards 
have  been  built  or  are  now  building  at  South  Orange,  Morris- 
ftown,  Passaic,  Dover,  Secaucus,  Portland  and  other  pointsL 
[a  new  contract  has  been  made  with  the  Pullman  Company! 
[under  which  the  Lackawanna  Railroad  is  receiving  an  entirely 
imew  equipment  of  Pullman  parlor  and  sleeping  cars;  18  new. 
hocomotives  of  the  most  powerful  type  have  been  ordered  for! 
(the  passenger  service  within  the  last  few  months,  and  these) 
Will  be  delivered  next  spring.  ,  —  .  /'

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CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 


Locomotive  “futures”  are  now  being  purchased  by  railroads, 
much  as  puts  and  calls  on  stocks  or  grain  are  bought.  This 
means  that  the  railroads  are  expecting  to  require  many  more 
locomotives  in  1904  and  1905  than  they  wish  definitely  to  order 
at  this  time.  They  are  therefore  buying  sufficient  floor  space 
in  the  various  works  for  certain  future  periods  where  such  en¬ 
gines  as  they  may  require  may  be  built  if  conditions  of  traffic 
demand  it.  Otherwise,  they  will  forfeit  the  price  they  have  paid 
for  the  space  engaged.  At  present  the  locomotive  capacity  of 
all  of  the  American  companies  is  being  taxed  to  the  utmost. 
Orders  on  their  books  will  keep  them  busy  for  months  to  come. 
Deliveries  are  far  behind  now,  and  it  is  expected  that  more 
orders  will  continue  to  pour  in  as  the  months  of  the  present  year 
go  on.  Based  upon  past  and  present  difficulties  in  securing 
engines  on  contract  time  the  railways  are  providing  against  a 
repetition  of  such  embarrassments.  The  plan  is  in  the  nature 
of  motive  power  insurance — necessary  only  in  good  times — 
when  everybody  wants  more  locomotives  than  the  makers  can 
suppy. 

The  Great  Northern  has  received  the  balance  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  ordered  some  time  ago  from  the  Barney  &  Smith  car 
works  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  for  use  in  connection  with  the  new 
transcontinental  trains  which  the  company  put  in  operation 
March  i.  There  are  to  be  several  unique  features  in  this  train, 
the  principal  one  being  the  extreme  length  and  capacity  of 
the  day  coaches.  They  have  a  length  over  all  of  eighty  feet 
and  nine  inches,  exceeding  in  length  any  passenger  coach  in 
the  country.  Their  seating  capacity  is  eighty-five  people. 
These  coaches  will  be  attached  to  the  new  Puget  Sound  ex¬ 
press  and  to  the  Eastern  express,  the  latter  being  the  east- 
bound  train. 

The  Structural  Steel  Car  Company  will  be  reorganized  and 
the  capitalization  increased  to  ten  million  dollars.  A  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  will  be  held  at  Canton,  Ohio,  on  March  15 
to  carry  out  the  reorganization  plans.  The  company  has  already 
secured  options  on  additional  land  adjoining  its  present  plants, 
which  will  give  it  about  eighty  acres  for  shops  and  buildings. 
If  the  proposed  plan  is  carried  out  Canton  will  have  one  of  the 
largest  structural  car  works  in  the  country.  The  company  will 
manufacture  all  kinds  of  structural  steel  cars  and  combination 
wood  and  steel  cars.  The  present  plant  will  be  in  operation  by 
May  I  and  the  proposed  new  shop  will  be  completed  in  six 
months. 

The  Standard  Steel  Car  Company  has  received  orders  in  the 
last  ten  days  for  cars  valued  at  over  two  million  dollars.  The 
Union  Pacific  has  ordered  five  hundred  steel  stock  cars  of  an 
entirely  new  type,  and  two  hundred  all-steel  gondola  cars. 
The  Oregon  Short-line  has  ordered  three  hundred  steel  stock 
cars  and  three  hundred  gondola  cars  and  the  Great  Northern 
has  ordered  five  hundred  double-hopper  bottom  steel  coal 
cars. 

A.  B.  Starr,  general  superintendent  of  freight  transportation 
on  the  Pennsylvania  lines  west  of  Pittsburg,  states  that  the 
company  is  now  receiving  an  average  of  fifty  steel  gondolas 
and  fifty  steel  hoppers  daily  from  the  Pressed  Steel  Car  Com¬ 
pany,  and  the  deliveries,  according  to  contracts,  will  continue 
for  some  weeks  to  come.  He  says  the  greatest  trouble,  how¬ 
ever,  still  continues  in  the  matter  of  motive  power.

The  bin  whkfii  has  been  tntrodiuced  at 
Springfield  to  amend  the  act  concerning 
corporations  reoognizea  toe  old  prejudice 
against  real  estate  corpoasations,  which  rune 
back  to  the  days  of  the  greaf  land  holding 
comiKinies.  While  it  authorizes  the  creation 
of  cor.poratkms  for  liohUng,  improving,  and 
dealing  in  real  estate  it  provides  that  no 
such  corporation  shall  acquire  or  hold  any 
lands  for  agricultural  purposes.  It  must 
reetrict  its  activities  to  incorporated  towns, 
cities,  or  villages.  It  is  provided  alto  that 
toe  capital  stock  of  such  a  corporatiion  shall 
not  OTceed  $5,000,000,  and  that  when -or- 
ganttzed  it  must  specify  toe  lands  It  Intends 
to  hold  and  improve  and  that  It  cannot  ^dd 
to  them  by  any  amendment:  to  the  articles 
of  incorporation.'  Anotoer  provision  is  that 
no' part  o^f  any  parcel  of  reel  estate  deecribed 
in  toe  articles  of  incofporatioii  shall  be  abld 
until  that  parcel  shall  have  been  subdivided, 
and  provided  with  paved  streets,  sewers, 
water  pipes,  and  sidewalks. 

Real  estate  corporations  limited  and  re- 
sbnieted  in  the  maimer  specified  surelf  can 
do  no  harm.  It  will  b*  imposaiible  for  them 
to  become  real  estate  monopoliete.  Some 
real  estate  men  are  opposed  to  the  bill  be¬ 
cause  they  believe  there  will  be  less  for 
them  to  (lio  if  it  Aail  become  a  law.  Other 
men  in  toe  same  business  deny  this.  They 
contend  that  toe  authorization  e*  real 
tate  corporations  will  make  business.  Thej 
find  in  toe  lack  of  such  corporetdouB  one  of 
toe  causes  of  toe  contiinued  duUueaz  of  the 
reBiIty  market  in  Chicago. 

Real  estate  corpora tion  taws  have  worked 
well  in  other  states.  There  is  no  reason 
why  such  a  taw  should  not  work  sa-tisfac- 
torily  In  Illiaols,  or,  to  apeak  more  strictly, 
in  Illinois  cities  and  towns,  to  which  alone 
it  will  apply.

Yet  the  result 
must  be  similar,  once  the  ball 


acting  of  a  statute  permitting  Investors  to 
loin  with  each  other  In  the  ownership  and 
development  of  real  estate  by  means  of  cor¬ 
porations  formed  for  that  purpose.  At  the 
present  time  the  combination  of  capital 
for  real  estate  development  Is  exceedingly 
difflcult.  Investors  can  join  with  each 
other  as  tenants  In  common  by  having  the 
titles  carried  in  the  names  of  all  the  par¬ 
ties  In  Interest.  This  la  a  precarious  meth¬ 
od,  because  the  death  of  any  one  of  the 
owners  ties  up  all  for  two  years,  until  the 
estate  of  the  deceased  has  been  probated. 
Again,  action  on  any  proposition  requires 
unanimous  consent.  The  wife  oi  each  of 
the  owners  has  a  dower  right,  and  without 
her  consent  no  part  of  the  property  can  be 
■old.  A  judgment  against  any  one  of  the 
owners  Is  a  lien  which  has  to  be  paid  off, 
possibly  by  the  others,  before  they  can 
■ell. 

In  esse  of  disagreement  among  the 
parties,  a  partition  suit  Is  always  In  or-  | 
der,  which  means  litigation  and  In  many 
cases  a  forced  sale  at  auction.  No  wonder 
that  Investors  do  not  like  partnerships  In 
real  estate,  and  that  subterfuges  have  been 
resorted  to,  in  order  to  get  around  the  law. 
Many  of  our  offlce  buildings  are  owned  by 
corporations  formed  to  operate  a  safety 
deposit  box  business.  It  is  supposed  to  be 
legal  for  a  safety  deposit  cpmpany,  to  own 
and  rent  out  a  aixteen-story  building,  when 
for  Its  legitimate  business  only  a  small 
portion  of  the  basement  floor  Is  required.

The  evils  of  corporate  power  have  be¬ 
come  so  pronounced  in  the  United  States 
in  recent  years  that  propositions  have 
been  made  In  all  seriousness  for  the  an¬ 
nihilation  of  all  private  corporate  pow¬ 
ers,  and  a  return  to  the  old  system  of  In¬ 
dividual  enterprise  and  the  full,  unre¬ 
stricted  liability  of  partnerships. 

Every  corporation  created  under  statuti 
receives  the  gift  of  a  portion  of  state  ol 
federal  sovereignty.  It  becomes  as  death¬ 
less  as  the  state  itself,  In  theory.  Th< 
liability  of  Its  members  is  limited.  It  U 
almost  impossible  to  reach  It  by  criminal 
process.  In  many  cases  the  right  of  con¬ 
demnation  amounts  to  the  dignity  of  tbS 
state's  right  of  eminent  domain. 

How  swiftly  monopolies  of  a  far  reach¬ 
ing  kind  come  Into  being  under  the  law  fa¬ 
voring  corporate  enterprises  is  apparent 
to  every  student  who  has  watched  the 
course  of  the  Standard  Oil  company,  the 
American  Sugar  Refining  company,  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation,  and  other! 
samples  of,  the  so-called  octopus. 


-•uii-iv  luueeu.  wicn  me  growth  ol 
their  power  would  come  a  control  of  legis¬ 
lation  even  greater  than  is  now  possessed 
by  the  capitalists  of  the  United  States.  It 
Is  not  too  much  to  say  that  whole  cities 
would  some  day.  In  the  near  future,  he 
owned  and  under  the  control  of  corporate 
bodies  that  might  dictate  ordinances,  es¬ 
tablish  regulations,  and  reduce  the  people 
to  the  same  state  as  those  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  duke  of  Argyle.

It  la  strange  that  people  should  so  soon 
I  forget  the  case  ol  Pullman.  All  that  is 
!  promised  by  the  parents  of  the  present 
measure  was  accomplished  by  the  deceased 
millionaire.  He  built  a  model  city.  Work¬ 
men  had  accommodations  provided  for 
them  consistent  with  the  highest  Ideas  of 
municipal  life.  Then  came  the  arbitrary 
exercise  of  power  that  caused  the  tenants 
to  rebel.  Potty  exactions  were  made,  rules 
that  purchases  should  be  made  In  company 
■tores,  and  a  system  of  pay-checks  to  em¬ 
ployes  followed.  Feudalism  of  the  worst 
kind  had  been  established  In  Illinois. 

The  change  came  when  the  Supreme  court 
held,  against  the  most  strenuous  opposi¬ 
tion,  that  the  company  had  exceeded  Its 
powers,  and  Pullman  residents  now  enjoy 
a  greater  measure  of  freedom,  free  from 
the  control  of  the  corporation.  Within 
twenty  years  of  such  corporate  ownership 
and  control  a  combination  of  real  estate 
men  would  arise  in  Illinois  that  could  con¬ 
trol  rents  In  the  downtown  district.  ThiU 
control  would  be  only  exercised  for  tM 
selfish  purpose  of  rent  getting.  Each  year 
the  power  would  become  centralised.  If  ex¬ 
perience  teaches  anything,  and  with  the 
creation  of  vast  esutes  history  would  re¬ 
peat  Itself  In  the  overthrow  of  the  republle.

To  Help  Trnate  Hold  Load. 
Bonstor  Albert  C.^  Clark  of  Chicago  thta 
inorolng  Introduced  in  the  aenate  one  of 
•  the  moat  important  and  far-reaching  meaa-i 
urea  of  the  aesalon.  It  proposes  to  amend 
the  general  Incorporation  act  of  the  state 
h7  authorizing  the  organization  of  corpora¬ 
tions  to  acquire,  hold  and  dispose  of  real 
estate  and  to  form  a  capital  stock  com¬ 
pany  with  a  face  value  of  not  exceeding 
15,000,000.  Corporations  are  not  to  be  per- 
mltted  to  ftcquira  real  estate  outside  any 
Ipcorporated  town,  city  or  village  and  pe 
aorporatlon  may  borrow  money  and  pledge 
its  holdings  as  aeeurlty.  The  bill  contains 
prohibition  against  the  corporation  deal- 
‘  Ing  In  real  esUte  not  owned  by  it  and  con¬ 
tains  this  provision; 

“No  corporation  incorporated  under 
this  act  for  holding,  improving  and  deal¬ 
ing  in  real  esUte  shall  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  any  portion  of  any  parcel  described  as 
above  provided  in  Its  act  of  Incorporation, 
unless  said  parcel  shall  have  been  subdi¬ 
vided,  platted  and  provided  with  paved 
streets,  sewers,  water  pipes  and  sidewalks, 
in  due  compliance  with  the  lawful  requlre- 
menU  of  the  authorities  having  control  of 
such  improvements.” 

May  Help  Pnllmnn  Company. 

It  is  believed  that  the  bill  Is  intended 
to  permit  the  Pullman  company  or  some 
ether  large  corporation  with  immense  real- 
estate  holdings  to  bold  Its  property  for 
years.  In  1869  the  legislature  passed  a 
private  act  of  this  character  legalizing  the 
Incorporation  of  a  real-estate  corporation 
in  St.  Clair  and  Madison  counties  and  it 
was  vetoed  by  Oov.  John  M.  Palmer  in  one 
of  the  strongest  messages  he  ever  wrote. 
Senator  Clark  said  he  presented  the  bill  at 
the  request  of  prominent  real-estate  owners 
of  Chicago. 


Real-Katitto  forpornlioiia. 

A  conservative  and  we,ll-conBi(iered  meas¬ 
ure  now  pending  at  Springfield  proposes  to 
amend  the  act  concerning  corporations  so 
as  to  admit  of  the  Incorporation  of  com¬ 
panies  for  holding  and  dealing  In  real  estate. 
Considering  the  experience  in  New  York  and 
other  states  where  corporations  deal  in  real 
estate  with  no  Injury  to  the  general  public 
there  Is  no  reason  to  apprehend  any  ill 
effect  in  Illinois  from  a  properly  drawn 
measure.  That  no  element  of  precaution 
may  be  lacking,  the  framers  of  the  amend¬ 
ment  have  safeguarded  it  with  a  number  of 
restrictions  which  appear  to  be  both  fair 
and  reasonable. 

Under  the  proposed  legislation  a  real-es¬ 
tate  corporation  may  not  have  capital  stock 
In  excess  of  J5,000,000  and  may  not  acquire 
real  estate  outside  of  an  Incorporated  town, 
city  or  village.  No  such  corporation  will  be 
permitted  to  acquire  or  hold  lands  tor  agri¬ 
cultural  purposes,  nor  shall  It  be  permitted 
to  acquire  land  without  first  filing  with  the 
secretary  of  state  a  full  description  of  the 
property  In  which  It  Is  to  deal.  Further¬ 
more,  except  in  the  satisfaction  of  an  in¬ 
debtedness,  no  corporation  “shall  acquire 
any  real  estate  not  described  in  Its  original 
statement,  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state 
for  the  purpose  of  Incorporation,  which 
real  estate  shall  not  be  subject  to  be  added 
to  by  any  amendment  to  the  articles  of 
corporation." 

With  these  abundant  safeguards  there  Is 
no  reason  to  fear  that  the  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  would  prove  to  bo  otherwise  than 
beneficial.  One  feature  of  the  bill,  how¬ 
ever,  Is  patently  unreasonable  and  should 
be  etrlcken  out.  It  Is  the  clause  forbidding 
the  Incorporation  of  firms  actively  engaged 
In  the  real-estate  business.  It  Is  difficult 
to  conceive  why  any  harm  should  be  appre¬ 
hended  from  pormlttfng  real-estate  men  tc 
form  oorpomtions,  as  do  persons  engaged  In 
other  enterprises. _

Possible  Trouble  for  Army  Officers 
and  Consulate— Other  News 
of  Labor  World. 


The  Pullman  building,  with  Ita  tenantry 
of  army  oiflcers  and  capltallats  and  with 
comfortable  bachelora'  quarters.  Is  In 
the  throes  of  a  strike.  The  Imposing  bulld- 
it  Michigan  avenue  and  Adams  street 
visited  to-day  by  a  committee  from 
the  Stationary  firemen's  union.  Firemen 
and  engineers  were  called  out  on  a  strike. 

Predictions  that  the  service  would  be 
shut  down  before  to-morrow  were  made  by 
the  union  leaders  and  the  threat  carried 
with  It  the  suggestion  of  Capt.  Wyndham, 
the  sedate  representative  of  his  majesty 
King  Edward  VII.,  tolling  up  six  long  flights 
of  stairs  to  the  British  consulate;  of  bach¬ 
elor  tenants  bending  their  steps  toward  the 
floors  where  their  apartments  are  located— 
and  then  finding  the  rooms  In  utter  dark- 
It  Is  said  that  the  building  now  only 
has  half  of  Its  usual  electrical  power  and 
the  coal  supply  is  low. 

Coal  Supply  May  Ron  Out. 

I  "The  supply  of  coal  may  run  out  this 
[  afternoon,”  said  Business  Agent  T.  L.  Rlor- 
dan  of  Stationary  Firemen’s  local  No.  7, 
when  asked  concerning  the  situation.  "We 
do  not  expect  £hey  will  be  able  to  get  en}' 
more  In.  It  they  do  there  is  no  one  work¬ 
ing  in  the  boiler  room  except  the  chief  en¬ 
gineer,  who  is  not  a  union  man.  The  fire¬ 
men  were  called  out  because  they  wert 
only  being  paid  15  cents  an  hour  for  twelve 
hours'  work  a  day." 

Business  Agent  Riordan  and  a  committee 
called  to-day  at  the  oflice  of  the  Pullman 
company,  which  Is  on  the  second  floor,  and 
asked  to  confer  with  Vice-President 
Wickos.  The  latter.  It  Is  said,  refused  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  the  strikers  or 
the  union. 

Other  Tihtdes  May  liCnd  Support. 

The  firemen  and  engineers  are  allied  with 
the  Steam  Power  council,  which  also  in¬ 
cludes  the  electricians'  and  steamfltters' 
unions,  together  with  the  Coal  Teamsters' 
union — the  latter  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  teamsters  have  resigned  from  the 
Steam  Power  council,  for  the  other  trades 
have  refused  to  accept  the  withdrawal.

RAILROAD  RELIEF  DEPARTMENTS  DECLARED  VALID. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  state  of  Ohio  has  upheld  the  validity 
of  the  voluntary  relief  depaftfhent  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad, 
suit  having  been  brought  upon  the  ground  that  the  company  was 
exceeding  its  charter  in  doing  insurance.  The  decision  cannot 
fail  to  have  the  effect  of  promoting  similar  departments  on  other 
railroads.  In  this  connection  the  public  has  no  conception  of 
the  great  amount  of  time,  thought,  labor  and  expense  devoted  by 
railway  managements  to  bettering  the  condition  of  employes. 
The  fact  that  such  efforts  are  made  largelv  from  selfish  motives 
does  not  detract  from  their  value  nor  from  the  encouragement 
which  should  be  given  them  by  the  public.  A  progressive  raij- 
way  management  knows  that  money  spent  in  obtaining  an  intelli- 
gent,  happy,  healthful,  hopeful  and  moral  corps  of  employes  pays  ” 
handsome  returns.  Not  infrequently,  however,  philanthrophy  is 
an  important  factor  in  work  along  this  line,  and  it  is  to  be  de¬ 
plored  that  so  many  employes  look  with  suspicion  upon  pension  i 
•sy.stems  and  relief  departments,  believing  them  illy  disguised 
schemes  to  sidetrack  old  men.  Owing  to  this  opposition  the  | 
railroads  are  somewhat  slow  in  establishing  pension  systems,  ; 
which  necessarily  carry  with  them  civil  service  rules.  The  rnove- 
ment,  however,  is  well  under  way,  six  big  systems  aggregating  a 
mileage  of  over  fifty-three  thousand  miles  having  pension  depart¬ 
ments  for  which  the  funds  are  contributed  solely  by  the  rail-  , 

roads.  The  Pennsylvania  system  is  available  to  151,000  ern-  | 
ployes.  It  has  five  branches  as  follows :  The  relief  fund,  for  1 
which  in  seventeen  years  the  cojnpany  has  contributed  about  ’ 
$2,500,000,  and  through  whicffi’  about  ten  million  dollars  has  been 
distributed ;  the  superannuation  fund,  which,  since  i8g6,  has  paid 
$104,787  to  1254  retired  employes;  the  pension  fund,  which  has 
paid  ^4,7.?i  to  1851  employes  retired  during  three  years;  the 
.savings  fund,  which  has  eight  thousand  depositors  and  aggre¬ 
gate  deposits  of  $3,400,000,  and  the  railroad  branch  of  the 
Y.  M;  C.  A.,  to  which  the  company  contributes  $37,500  annually. 
The  Pennsylvania’s  pension  .system  has  fully  demonstrated  its 
potency  to  raise  the  standard  of  service,  and  hence  to  promote 
safer  operation  of  trains.— Chicago  Record-Herald. 


CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 


The  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco  has  placed  two  orders  with 
locomotive  builders  for  a  total  of  fifty  new  locomotives  for  im¬ 
mediate  delivery.  On  account  of  a  desire  to  secure  these  engines 
as  quickly  as  passible  the  order  was  split  between  the  American 
Locomotive  Company  and  the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works.

the  day  and  hour  of  arrival  and  departure  at  each 
point,  the  population  of  cities  at  which  stops  will 
be  made,  and  many  other  interesting  facts,  includ¬ 
ing  the  names  of  the  railroads  over  which  the 
train  will  travel,  the  distance  between  points,  etc.

While  on  the 
cruise  to  New  Orleans  he  took  240  views  of 
the  river  banks,  landscapes  and  little  towns. 

Being  compelled  to  go  to  work  when  hp  was 
very  young  he  has  educated  himself.  -  He 
speaks  like  a  man  of  considerable  learning. 
.“Where  did  you  receive  your  education?” 
he  was  asked  yesterday. 

“Out  of  these,"  he  answered  as  he  waved 
his  hand  to  many  volumes  of  books  packed 
neatly  In  cases.  “They  have  been  my  teach¬ 
er.  I  do  not  know  how  well  they  have  taught 
roe,  but  I  know  lam  much  better  off  than  If 
1  had  not  read  them.” 

A  rule  which  Mr.  Johnson  follows  rigidly 
and  one  which  he  formulated  himself  Is: 
“Drink  less  beer  and  buy  more  books.” 

"The  fact  Is,”  he  said,  “I  drink  no  beer  at 
all  and  I  buy  all  the  books  I  can  afford.” 

Care  Used  iu  Baying:  Books. 

A  look  around  the  room  was  assurance 
enough  for  this  statement.  There  were  not 
BO  many  volumes,  not  more  than  300,  but  one 
could  not  help  but  be  impressed  at  the  care 
which  had  evidently  been  used  In  selecting 
them.  Many  of  them,  to  be  sure,  touched 
upon  the  principles  of  the  science  of  life. 
There  were  several  Roycroft  books,  some  by 
Ruskln,  poems,  by  Dongfellow,  while  Dar¬ 
win's  “Origin  of  the  Species”  was  given 
prominence.  Foremost  among  all,  however, 
were  Walt  Whitman's  poems.  “'Walt  'Whit¬ 
man  Is  my  stronghold,”  he  said. 

Mr.  Johnson  Is  fond  of  outdoor  life,  but 
he  Is  greatly  handicapped  by  an  accident 
which  happened  In  1893.  That  was  when  he 
was  but  18.  Returning  from  the  woods,  where 
be  went  to  read  Whitman,  he  thought  to  get 
home  quicker  by  “flipping”  a  train  which 
was  passing.  A  fanner  found  him  a  short 
time  afterward  with  one  foot  so  badly 
crushed  that  amputation  was  necessary.

He 
Is  sincere,  but  his  sincerity  does  not  make 
him  at  all  egotistic.

Its  name  suggests,  the  railroad  crosses  the  Salt  River,  the 
crossing  being  on  a  bridge  which  ranges  from  20  to  30  feet 
above  the  bed  of  the  stream  and  the  bottom  of  the  valley.  A 
mixed  train,  consisting  of  three  box  cars,  an  ordinary  passen¬ 
ger  coach  and  a  Pullman  car  drawn  by  one  locomotive  was 
crossing  the  structure  when  one  of  the  spans,  ICO  feet  in 


freight  cars  was  killed.  The  Pullman  as  well  as  the  rear 
coach  was  filled  with  passengers  and,  had  either  gone  down 
with  the  wreck,  the  loss  of  life  would  doubtless  have  been 
quite  heavy,  as  the  bank  of  the  river  was  20  feet  below  the 
track  at  the  point  where  the  accident  occurred. 

The  bridge  was  comparatively  new  and  was  supposed 
to  be  built  strongly  enough  to  support  a  much  heavier  train.

length  collapsed.  The  locomotive  and  box  cars  which  were 
on  the  wrecked  section  were  carried  down  with  it,  the  engine 
as  well  as  the  cars  being  thrown  on  their  sides.  The  coupling 
between  the  last  freight  car  and  the  Pullman  was  fortunately 
wrenched  apart  and  the  latter  left  partly  suspended  from 
the  span  which  upheld  it.  Measurements  which  were  after¬

As  indicated  by  the  photograph,  the  superstructure  rested 
upon  cylindrical  towers  cased  with  steel.  The  wooden  frame¬ 
work  of  the  arches  was  reinforced  by  heavy  metal  rods  bolted 
to  beams  which  supported  the  timber  on  which  the  track 
rested.  The  cause  of  the  accident,  however,  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  cracking  of  one  of  the  cast-iron  chairs  which  were 
used  as  crowns  to  each  of  the  bridge  beams.  The  locomotive 
was  comparatively  little  damaged  but  the  box  cars  were  in¬ 
jured  beyond  repair.

"  Conditions  throughout  the  west.”  he  as¬ 
serted.  ■■  point  to  a  continuance  of  prosper¬ 
ity.  Its  basis  is  sound  and  an  advance,  if 
anything,  is  Indicated.  The  conditions 
throughout  the  agricultural  districts  of  the 
west  were  never  better  at  this  season  of 
the  year.  On  the  coast  there  has  been  just 
sufficient  rain  to  make  conditions  almost 
perfect.  It  Is  so  through  Kansas  and  other 
states.  I  returned  to  Chicago  via  the  Santa 
F4  system  and  along  that  line  the  prospects, 
based  on  the  present  situation,  are  for  an 
almost  unprecedented  season  of  good  cropa" 
Beaction  in  Stocks  Beneficial.

CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 


The  Smilhern  Railway  has  for  some  time  been  suffering  from 
a  shortage  of  motive  power  which  has  had  ilie  effect  of  hamper¬ 
ing  the  operations  of  the  road.  On  account  of  this  shortage 
engines  have  been  kept  in  service  which  should  otherwise  have 
*’^‘Mie  to  the  repair  shops  and  this  situation  it  is  understood  has 
Ml  somewhat  aggravate<I  l>y  strikes  of  inachinists  during  the 


fall  and  winter.  Relief  for  the  oiierating  department,  however, 
seems  to  be  in  siglit  through  delivery  to  the  company  of  new 
ingines  ordered  .some  lime  ago.  There  arc  now  being  built  or 
under  contract  for  this  company  137  locomotives  of  which  fifty 
or  sixty  will  be  delivered  within  tlie  next  sixty  days,  and  the 
remainder  at  intervals  in  the  following  year.  According  to  the 
last  annual  report  the  company  had  on  hand  on  June  30,  1902,  a 
total  of  937  locomotives,  of  which  a  certain  proportion  must  ' 
necessarily  have  been  comparatively  old,  light  or  inefficient,  so 
that  it  is  probably  safe  to  reckon  that  the  new  engines  will  in-  1 
crease  the  total  tractive  power  of  the  road  about  twenty  per  cent 
I'he  fifty  or  sixty  engines  of  which  delivery  should  be  made 
within  the  next  eight  weeks  will  afford  such  a  measure  of  relief  , 
as  to  liave  an  appreciable  effect  on  earnings. 

The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  has  planned  to  make 
more  improvements  in  its  passenger  service  and  has  just  ordered 
fifteen  more  coaches  of  the  same  make  as  those  received  during 
the  winter.  The  order  was  given  to  the  Barney  &  Smith  Com¬ 
pany,  and  the  coaches  will  he  delivered  this  summer.  They  will 
he  seventy-two  feet  long  and  will  seat  eighty-four  persons,  more 
than  any  coach  now  in  use,  except  those  received  by  the  Lake 
Shore  recently.  They  will  he  finished  in  mahogany  and  the 
whole  interior  as  well  as  the  exterior  will  re.seinble  very  closely 
the  Pullman  car.  They  will  probably  cost  about  tweve  thousand 
dollars  apiece.  H  hey  will  he  used  on  regular  through  trams. 

'I  his  equipment  follows  a  large  order  placed  recently  with  the 
Brooks  Locomotive  Works  for  four  mammoth  passenger  en¬ 
gines  and  an  order  a  few  days  ago  for  150  forty-foot  flat  cars, 
ISO  wood  ballast  cars  and  four  plowcars.

What  is  probably  the  most  novel  attrac- 
on  which  New  York  has  prodneed  In  a 
decade  Is  Mr.  BeHja.hln  Cha,pln-8  remarko- 
dramatlo  portrayal  of  President 
Lincoln  in  four  acts,  which  will  h^e  a  run 
at  Chlckerlng  Hall,  beginning  Thursday, 
April  80.  Mr.  HezeKlah  Butterworth  has 
recently  characterised  it  as  the  most  unique, 
honest  and  papular  Interpretation  of  Lincoln 
ever  presented  to  the  public.  Mr.  Ohapin 
has  been  a  lifelong  student  and  admirer  of 
Lincoln,  and  the  Impersonation  la  done  rev¬ 
erently  and  with  rare  artistic  skill. 

A  very  tall,  ungainly,  loose-Jofnted.  long- 
armed.  long-legged  man  with  large,  promi¬ 
nent  features  and  sallow  complexion,  wear¬ 
ing  a  long,  loose,  wrinkled  frock  coat,  old- 
fashioned  high  hat  and  shawl  suddenly  ap¬ 
pears  at  one  side  of  the  stage.

I  am  goln*  to 
leave  you,  not  knowing  when  or  whether  I 
shall  ever  return,  with  a  task  before  me 
greater  than  that  which  rested  upon  Wash¬ 
ington."  He  bids  all  an  affectionate  fare¬ 
well  and  with  hands  behind  his  back,  head 
bent  forward,  and  ghoidders  stooped,  re¬ 
turns  whence  he  name.

loose-fitting,  soiled  and  wHnkled  linen  dus¬ 
ter  hanging  from  his  gaunt  form.  Mrs. 
Lincoln  Is  surely  there,  and  little  Tad.  The 
boy  wants  to  go  down  the  Potomac  after 
water-lilies,  but  Mrs.  Lincoln  Is  unwilling. 
Then  follows  one  of  those  charming  domes¬ 
tic  scenes  which  lighten  the  programme 
throughout,  and  bring  to  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  the  hearers  the  great  earnest  soul 
of  the  martyred  President,  bis  tenderness 
and  lovableness,  his  homely  and  kindly  na¬ 
ture.

Fearful  losses  of 
on  both  sides;  lO.otiO  corpses  huddled 
Jumbled  together,  lying  In  windrows 
where  they  fell.  The  woe  of  the  nation  is 
upon  him,  the  leans  of  widows  and.  children, 
desolated  homes,  the  country  tottering  on 
the  verge  of  being  shattered  Into  fragmen¬ 
tary  States,  each  asserting  Its  petty  inde¬ 
pendence.  The  fate  of  his  country,  the  tree- 
race  quivers  In  the  balance  and 
from  Gettysburg.  The  door  opens 
and  a  delegation  enters.  These  men  have 
been  working  against  him  In  the  Senate,  In 
the  House  and  In  the  public  press.  They 
have  asked  for  the  dismissal  of  his  cabinet 
and  officers  and  wish  to  appoint  a  military 
dictator  to  succeed  him  as  President.  They 
demand  that  the  bloody  war  be  stopped, and 
that  the  South  be  allowed  to  secede  and 
slavery  be  permitted  to  exist.  Rising  from 
chair,  with  the  majesty  of  the  Father  of 
his  Country,  he  clasps  the  stars  and  stripes 
which  hang  from  the  wall,  and  with  deepest 
emotion  replies:  “Let  It  be  my  proudest 
plnme.  not  that  I  was  the  last  to  desert  my 
country,  but  that  I  never  deserted  her." 
The  delegation  retires. 

His  head  sinks  upon  the  table.  For  three 
days  and  nights  he  had  neither  eaten  nor 
slept.  "How  gladly  would  I  exchange  my 
bed  for  the  cot  of  the  humblest  soldier  who 
sleeps  tonight  on  the  bloody  field  of  Gettys¬ 
burg."  He  breathes  a  prayer  for  the  safe¬ 
ty  of  his  country  and  falls  asleep.  Upon 
awakening  he  tells  his  “Dream  of  the 
Ships"  to  Edward,  the  Irish  doorkeeper.  It 
always  came  to  him  before  a  great  victory. 

Another  delegation  enters.  It  Is  almost 
morning,  and  the  red  streaks  of  Indepen¬ 
dence  Day  are  scattering  the  darkness. 
Completely  exhausted,  racked  with  worry, 
he  resorts  to  humor,  the  plaster  that  with 
him  healed  many  a  wound.  There  Is  little 
show  for  this  delegation.  Flashes  of  wit  and 
burning  sarcasm  shrivel  them  up  and  they 
quickly  retire  with  a  story  booming  after 
their  retreating  ranks.  The  delegation  has 
evidently  done  him  lots  of  good.  He  de¬ 
cided  to  sit  up  undl  morning.  He  hangs  his 
shawl  over  the  top  of  the  open  door,  tosses 
the  petition  of  the  delegations  Into  his  hat, 
and  with  one  knee  dragging  on  the  floor,  he 
again  peruses  the  war  map.

The  greatest  Fourth  of  July 
since  ’70." 

The  last  day  has  come.  The  marshal  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  warns  the  Presi¬ 
dent  about  a  plot  against  hla  life.  Lincoln 
narrates  his  marvel  ous  dream  of  assassina¬ 
tion.  pardons  a  soldier  boy.  and  with  the 
remark.  "I  will  sleep  better  tonight”  puts 
on  his  hat  and  goes  to  Ford's  nieatre.

Replies  of  Chicago  lines  to  an  inquiry  sent  out  by  Slason 
Thompson,  representing  the  General  Managers’  Association 
in  that  city,  indicate  that  road.s  reporting  have  spent  $170,000,- 
000  for  cars  and  locomotives  the  past  three  years.  As  pub¬ 
lished  statements  of  Mr.  Thompson’s  figures  on  the  subject  do 
not  state  the  numbe4  of  roads  reporting  it  is  impossible  to 
determine  how  near  the  above  figure  comes  to  these  expendi¬ 
tures  by  all  the  roads.  So  far  as  they  go,  however,  they  show 
an  incrca.se  in  equipment  of  nearly  forty-three  per  cent,  in 
locomotives  and  forty-one  per  cent,  in  freight  cars,  while  in 
power  and  carrying  capacity  the  new  equipment  marks  an 
advance  of  almost  half  as  much  again  as  these  percentages 
indicate. 

The  Cincinnati,  Richmond  and  \Iuncie  1ms  bought  -some 
new  engines  to  be  used  in  the  freight  service.  Two  of  the 
engines  have  arrived  at  Richmond,  four  are  on  the  way  and 
four  more  will  be  shipped  soon.  Each  costs  seventeen  thou¬ 
sand  dollars.  The  engines  are  of  the  consolidated  type,  one 
of  the  latest  of  the  Baldwin  makes.  They  weigh  170  tons 
each.  Ten  new  engines  have  also  been  ordered  from  the 
Baldwin  Locomotive  Works,  to  be  delivered  about  the  middle 
of  summer.  These  will  be  used  in  the  passenger  service  and 
will  take  the  place  of  the  old  engines  which  have  been  in  use 
since  the  road  was  built.  The  new  passenger  engines  will  be 
of  the  latest  type  and  capable  of  great  speed. 

The  Southern  Indiana  has  ordered  ten  locomotives  of  the 
Baldwin  type,  three  for  the  passenger  service  and  seven  for 
freight.  The  company  also  has  ordered  one  hundred  box 
cars,  fifty  stock  and  four  hundred  coal  cars  from  the  Dayton 
factory.  The  business  of  the  road  since  the  extension  was 
built  to  Terre  Haute  has  been  increasing  beyond  all  expec- 
tiitions. 

The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  will  soon  build  a 
number  of  engines  at  its  Topeka  shops.  Among  the  lot  will 
be  twelve  switch  engines  of  syV^nty-five  tons.  They  are  to 
be  so  constructed  to  have  three  pairs  of  drive  wheels  of  un¬ 
usual  size,  and  cylinders  that  measure  twenty  by  twenty-six 
inches.  The  drivers  are  to  measure  fifty-one  inches  in  diam¬ 
eter. 

For  the  lines  west  of  Pittsburg  the  Pennsylvania  has  ordered 
from  the  American  Car  and  Foundry  Company  fifteen  hun¬ 
dred  box  cars,  three  hundred  self-clearing  gondolas,  277  steel 
gondolas  and  113  fiat  cars. 

Within  a  few  months  the  Norfolk  and  Western  will  receive 
1 10  freight  engines  and  six  passenger  engines  of  the  Atlantic 
type,  and  it  will  be  one  of  the  best  equipped  with  motive 
power  in  the  country. 

On  .\pril  22d  President  Lorce  announced  that  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  had  authorized  the  ordering  of  150  new 
locomotives  to  accommodate  the  increased  transiiortation 
demands.

CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 


The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  has  decided  to  build 
all  its  locomotives  in  the  future.  New  shops  for  this  work  are 
being  constructed  in  Milwaukee,  which  will  be  capable  of  turn¬ 
ing  out  from  eighty  to  ninety  locomotives  annually.  Mr.  Barr 
will  have  genera!  charge  of  this  new  feature  of  the  company’s 
policy.  He  is  known  as  one  of  the  best  mechanical  engineers  in 
the  country,  and  engines  designed  by  him  have  demonstrated 
their  superiority  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  Erie  and  St.  Paul 
roads.  The  high  price  demanded  by  the  American  locomotive 
works  for  engines  and  its  inability  to  promptly  fill  orders  in¬ 
duced  the  St.  Paul  company  to  prepare  its  own  freight  cars, 
the  shops  at  Milwaukee  turning  out  an  average  of  fifteen  cars  a 
day.

91000  and  Sentenced  to  Jail  for  Six 

Months 

Siirlng’fteld,  Ill.,  May  lA-^cored  from  the 
tench  yesterday  by  Judge  Humphrey  ot 
the  Federal  Court  Clarence  H.  Venner.  a 
broker  of  Boston,  was  fined  JIOOO  and  sen¬ 
tenced  to  serve  six  months  In  the  Sanga¬ 
mon  County  jail  on  a  charge  of  contempt. 
Venner  refused  to  rpoduce  certain  books 
in  the  foreclosure  suit  of  the  Farmers’ 
Loan  and  Trust  Company  against  the  Al¬ 
ton  Water  Works  Company.  Venner  la 
president  of  the  New  England  Water 
Works  Company,  the  Boston  Water  and 
Light  Company  and  the  Alton  Water 
Works  Company.  After  Imposing  the  pen¬ 
alty  on  the  broker  the  Court  reserved  the 
punishment  to  be  Inflicted  on  the  companies 
of  which  Venner  Is  president.  The  offence 
was  committed  In  Boston,  the  broker  re¬ 
fusing  to  produce  the  books  to  Walter  Mc¬ 
Allen  of  this  city  as  master  In  chancery. 

Venner  Is  the  man  who  attempted  to  en¬ 
join  the  Pullman  Palace  Car  Company  from 
purchasing  the  Wagner  Car  Company  and 
the  latter  from  selling;  w’ho  attempted  a 
year  ago  In  the  New  Jersey  Court  of  Chan¬ 
cery  to  prevent  the  United  States  Steel 
Company  from  exchanging  $200,000,000  ot 
preferred  stock  for  C  per  cent  bonds,  also 
.  trying  the  same  thing  In  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  In  New  York;  who  attempted 
In  the  Massachusetts  Circuit  Court  two 
years  ago  to  wind  up  the  affairs  ot  the 
Amalgamated  Copper  Company,  all  of 
which  cases  were  thrown  out  of  court.

CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 


J.  W.  Higgins,  general  superintendent  of  transportation  for 
the  Illinoi.s  Central  Railroad,  while  in  Memphis  recently  stated 
that  the  Illinois  Central  would  be  in  quite  a  difTerent  position 
with  respect  to  transportation  matters  next  fall.  With  the  im¬ 
proved  terminal  facilities  being  provided  in'  that  city  and  witn 
the  increased  equipment  in  bolli  cars  and  locomotives,  he  does 
not  anticipate  the  adverse  conditions  of  the  past  fall  and  spring, 
Itelieving  that  the  congestions  which  have  been  recurring 
here  will  not  he  possible.  Mr.  Higgins  said  that  the  Illinois 
Central  would  receive  fifty  more  engines  in  the  next  sixty 
days,  and  that  more  than  five  thousand  cars  would  be  re-, 
ceived  from  the  mamifacuirers  before  the  beginning  of  the 
heavy  fall  business.  Thirty  of  the  locomotives  will  be  for 
freight  service  and  v  n  for  switching  purposes.  Much  of  the 
new  equipment  will  come  to  the  Memphis  lines  of  the  system 
on  which  most  of  the  trouble  occurred  during  the  recent 
periods  of  congestion. 

The  Southern  Railway  announces  that  a  part  of  the 
new  etiuipment  for  its  Southern  lines  ordered  some  tiine 
ago  will  be  ready  for  delivery  during  the  next  month. 
This  includes  twentv-eight  new  locomotives,  built  at  a 
numljer  of  the  car  shops  of  the  country.  These  are  large 
and  will  displace  the  smaller  freight  and  passenger  engines 
now  used  on  some  of  the  Southern  divisions.  It  is  expected 
that  at  least  eight  of  them,  four  freight  and  four  passenger, 
will  be  put  on  the  Memphis  division  in  order  that  the  time 
between  Cliattanooga  and  Memphis  may  he  greatly  shortened, 
'i'he  entire  roadbed  of  the  Southern  is  to  be  rebuilt  from 
Memphis  to  Stevenson.  Ala.,  with  the  regulation  eighty-fiye- 
pouiul  steel  rails,  in  order  that  the  road  may  be  in  condition 
for  the  perfect  operation  of  these  great  locomotives.  The 
company  has  also  received  notice  that  one  thousand  freight 
cars  ordered  some  months  ago  are  now  ready  for  delivery.  A 
good  number  of  passenger  coaches  is  also  being  received. 

The  Missouri  Pacific  system  recently  placed  an  order  for 
five  thousand  freight  cars.  Of  these  forty-five  hundred  will 
be  box  cars  and  the  remaining  numher  will  be  stock  cars.  The 
order  is  for  June,  July,  August  and  September  delivery.  Of 
the  box  ears  2150  are  to  be  lettered  Missouri  Pacific  and 
2350  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  Southern.  Both  the  box 
and  stock  cars  will  lie  sixty  feet  long  and  sixty  thousand 
pounds  in  capacity.  The  receipt  of  this  additional  equipment 
will  greatly  facilitate  the  handling  of  the  heavy  volume  of 
traffic  already  in  sight  for  next  fall  and  winter.  It  will  also 
be  beneficial  to  the  shippers  of  the  Southwest  who  use  the 
lines  of  the  St.  Louis  and  Iron  Mountain  throughout  Arkan¬ 
sas,  Texas  and  southeast  Missouri.  It  is  believed  that  the 
increase  in  the  facilities  of  the  latter  road  will  greatly  stimu¬ 
late  the  movement  of  cotton  through  the  Memphis  gateway 
to  the  North  and  East.

The  attendants’  compartment  in  each  saloon  is  sup¬ 
plied  with  electric  appliances  for  cooking.  These  cars 
are  built  and  owned  by  the  railroad  company  but  are  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  King  and  Queen,  who  are  nom¬ 
inally  supposed  to  pay  a  rental  fee  for  their  use  whenever 
required.  This,  however,  is  quite  small  in  comparison 
with  the  expense  of  building  and  maintaining  the  cars.

'I’o  THB  Editor  of  Th*  Railkoad  Gazette  : 

In  your  paper  of  May  22  in  the  article  entitled  “Some 
New  English  and  Continental  Passenger  Cars”  you  give 
a  quite  wrong  impresaion,  and  one  that  is  unjust  to  Amer¬ 
ican  Railroads,  when  you  say.  “The  longest  trip  with  this 
car  [London  &  North  Western  8leei>er]  is  only  ahout  14 
hours  and  the  charge  for  any  distance  is  oniy  ahout  five 
shiliings  more  than  the  ordinary  first-ciass  fare.  .  .  . 

This  is  no  doubt  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  cars  are 
operated  by  the  company  and  not  by  an  outside  corpora¬ 
tion.”  You  are  saying  this  about  the  sieeping  cars  be¬ 
tween  London  and  Edinburg  and  London  and  Giasgow 
over  the  London  &  North  Western.  A  casual  readei' 
would  naturally  think  that  all  it  costs  to  occupy  a  berth 
in  the  compartment  car  was  $1.25,  or  5  shillings.  Now, 
then,  here  is  where  the  joker  comes  in. 

Yon  can  take  any  of  the  afternoon  expresses  from  Lon¬ 
don.  either  to  Glasgow  or  Edinburg,  third-class,  at  a 
round  trip  price  of 
a  little  over  $13  if 
memory  serves  me 
rifddv  the  distance, 
round  trip,  being 
miles.  The  fare, 
you  see,  is  really 
very  cheap.  You 
ride  in  as  fine  a  car 
as  you  could  ask 
for.  But  suppose 

that  after  you  ar-  . 

rive  in  Glasgow  some  other  sudden  call  requires  that 
vou  come  back  by  night,  to  save  time.  You_  go  to  buy 
vour  berth  ticket  (so  very  cheap,  only  $1.25)  but  you 
■find  that  you  cannot  return  on  the  third-class  ticket  (the 
return  portion  of  that  ticket  that  took  you  up  in  such  fine 
riiape  on  l,he  day  train),  but  have  to  get  a  first-class 
ticket,  costing  over  $13,  one  way,  before  you  can  avail 
yourself  of  the  sleeping  car  accommodations.  So,  when 
you  have  arrived  in  London,  and  figure  up  your  expenses, 
you  find  that  it  cgat  you  about  $8  to  use  that  sleeping 
car  one  nigl^ 


Your  statement  that  this  5  shillings  is  in  addition  to 
ordinary  first-class  fare  is  exactlyight.  You  cannot  use 
^  any  other  kind  of  ticket  in'the  Bleeping  car,  whereas,  as 
I  have  said,  a  third-class  luncheon-car  between  those  two 
■■  points  by  daylight  is  as  fine  an  accommodation  as  any¬ 
body  can  ever  want.  It  is  the  same  way  between  Paris 
and  Vienna  on  the  celebrated  Orient  express.  You  have 
to  occupy  the  sleeping  car  24  hours  in  each  direction  and 
it  costs  80  francs,  or  $16,  above  the  price  of  the  round- 
trip  ticket. 

The  idea  that  it  is  cheaper  to  ride  on  European  roads 
than  it  is  to  ride  in  America  is  all  humbug,  when  accom¬ 
modations  are  taken  into  consideration.  The  moa^t  the 
!  accommodations  begin  to  approach  in  quality  the  kind  fur¬ 
nished  in  our  country,  the  price  goes  up  like  a  balloon.

CARS  AND  LOCOMOTIVES. 


The  Pressed  Steel  Car  Company  of  Pittsburg  has  made  and 
shipped,  up  to  and  including  May  29,  1903,  100,467  cars.  This 
figure  represents  the  actual  number  of  cars,  which  are  at  present 
in  service,  manufactured  by  this  company,  including  not  only 
steel  cars  but  wooden  cars  also  for  which  steel  underframes 
have  been  furnished.  This  company  has,  for  some  time  past, 

.  shipped  over  120  cars  per  day  from  their  McKees  Rocks  and 
I  Allegheny  plants,  using  in  the  manufacture  of  these  cars  from 
I  forty-five  thousand  to  fifty  thousand  tons  of  steel  plate  per 
’  month.  From  the  present  outlook  all  previous  records  which 

I  have  been  established  will  be  eclipsed.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
output  this  year  will  exceed  thirty-eight  thousand  finished  cars. 

If  they  are  not  disappointed  in  their  expectations  the  Bald¬ 
win  Locomotive  Works  will  by  July  i  have  turned  out  the 
\  greatest  number  of  finished  engines  in  any  six  months  in  his- 

)lory.  The  mark  fixed  by  the  officials  as  the  production  for  the 
six  months  is  one  thousand  locomotives,  which  is  equivalent 
to  two-thirds  of  the  output  for  1902.  when  more  than  isoo 
engines  were  turned  out,  breaking  all  former  records.  For 
May  the  output  was  100  machines,  and  the  same  number  was 
turned  out  during  April.  Of  the  one  thousand  locomotives  the 
great  majority  are  on  orders  placed  last  year.  The  number 
taken  this  year  will  keep  the  works  busy  well  into  1904.  _

Five  hundred  freight  cars,  to  be  delivered  before  January  i, 
1904,  is  the  first  order  received  by  the  South  Atlantic  Car  and 
Manufacturing  Company  in  Waycross,  Ga.  The  factory  there 
is  not  quite  completed,  but  will  be  ready  to  commence  manu¬ 
facturing  by  July  IS.  The  contract  was  with  the  Mexican  Na¬ 
tional  road  of  Mexico,  and  the  price  to  be  paid  is  said  to  be 
nearly  $400,000.  There  will  be  no  difficulty  in  delivering  the 
five  hundred  cars  before  the  time  stipulated,  as  from  the  be¬ 
ginning  the  Waycross  factory  will  turn  out  five  completed 
cars  each  day,  and  working  at  full  capacity,  ten  cars  can  be 
made  daily. 

The  Southern  Railway  Company  has  ordered  eight  postal 
cars  and  ten  express  cars  from  the  American  Car  and  Foundry 
Company.  In  addition  to  these,  it  is  in  the  market  for  three 
hundred  steel  cars.

It  was  nearly  ^e  yeans  ago  that  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  of  IIUnolB  decided  that  the 
PuHman  Palace  Car  Company  was  holding 
land  for  other  than  purely  corporate  pur¬ 
poses  contrary  to  law,  and  ordered  the  com¬ 
pany  to  dispose  of  Its  holdings  before  the 
end  of  October  of  this  year.  This  order 
compelled  the  sale  of  about  four  thousand 
acres  underlying  the  model  town  of  Pull¬ 
man,  together  with  the  many  buildings 
own^  by  the  company  and  rented  to  em¬ 
ployees  or  devoted  to  other  uses  than  the 
manufacturing  of  cars.  Very  little  of  the 
land  has  so  far  been  sold,  but  there  is  no 
Intention  of  evading  the  order  of  the  Court, 
and  much  of  the  town  of  Pullman  will  be 
forced  through  the  Chicago  real  estate 
market  within  a  short  time,  where  It  Is 
certain  to  bring  high  prices.  This  will 
doubtless  mean  an  extra  division  of  proHts 
on  the  company’s  stock.  Such  Is  the  end 
of  Mr.  Pullman's  fond  plan  of  settling  the 
labor  problem.  He  acted  sincerely,  but 
mistakenly,  for  Instead  of  improving  the 
relations  of  labor  and  capital  the  town  of 
Pullman  scheme  was  Instrumental  In  bring¬ 
ing  on  one  of  the  sharpest  conflicts  between 
the  two  factors  In  production  ever  known.

A  Chicago  despatch  says:  The  officials 
and  directors  of  the  Pullman  Cortpany  are  i 
unanimous  In  refusing  to  discuss  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  what  disposition  Is  to  be  made  of 
tha  company’s  real  estate  holdings  under 
the  orders  of  the  Illinois  Supreme  Court. 
The  statement  Is  made  officially,  however, 
that  the  five  years  allowed  by  the  State 
Supreme  Court  would  not  expire  until  Feb. 
18,  1904,  Instead  of  the  coming  October,  as 
has  been  repeatedly  said  of  late.  Prom 
other  sources  It  Is  learned  that  the  Pull¬ 
man  Company  Is  actively  at  work  on  some 
plan  or  other  to  dispose  of  the  property. 
A  survey  of  the  town  of  Pullman  has  been 
In  progress  for  some  weeks  and  Is  now 
about  completed.  Some  months  ago  the 
rumor  was  current  that  the  company 
planned  to  form  a  corporation  to  take  over 
the  real  estate  of  the  Pulman  Company, 
and  that  the  stock  In  the  new  company  was 
to  bo  given  to  the  stockholders  In  the  Pull¬ 
man  Company  as  a  dividend.  This  report 
was  never  officially  denied,  hut  It  was 
pointed  out  at  the  time  by  a  director  that 
the  corporation  could  not  be  lawfully 
formed  In  Illinois  to  deal  In  real  estate. 
While  this  is  true.  It  Is  also  true  that  there 
are  two  or  three  corporatlone  In  existence 
In  Chicago  which  have  special  charters  from 
the  Legislature  permitting  .them  to  deal 
In  real  estate.  It  Is  possible  some  deal  may 
be  made  with  one  of  these  companies.

Slewart  Appletoik  the  author-financier  of 
London,  wbo  arrl-qk  in  this  elty  today  from 
the  northwest,  where  he  has  been  looking 
after  some  railroad  Interests.

I  platform  of  the  vestibule  will  be  the  same  height  as  the 
platform  of  the  stations.  The  onl>^ood  about  the  car  is 
in  the  rattan  seats.  The  car  is  so  built  that  it  can  be  used, 
not  only  on  the  Pennsylvania’s  underground  systern,  but 
on  all  other  sy.-^tems  in  New  York.  It  will  be  heated  with 
steam,  equipp'  J  with  air  brakes  and  electric  light. 

The  Nashville,  Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis  Railroad 
Company  has  placed  an  order  with  the  Birmingham  shops 
for  250  cars,  and  the  work  of  building  them  will  begin  at 
once.

The  Pennsylvania  regards 
the  America! .  locomotive  as  a  world  beater,  but  wishes  to 
see  what  a  loreign  exhibit  can  do  over  its  rails  and  road- 
i  bed.  The  Pennsylvania’s  nrst  French  locomotive  will 
.  reach  here  early  next  year.  It  will  be  given  a  test,  and 
then  made  a  part  of  the  Pennsylvania’s  exhibit  at  St. 
Louis.  After  the  close  of  the  Exposition  the  locomotive 
will  be  placed  on  the  road  for  regular  runs,  when  it  will 
be  carefully  tested  to  determine  the  uniformity  of  draw 
bar  pull  and  the  capability  for  maintaining  immense  trac¬ 
tion  power  at  high  speed.  Tests  will  also  be  made  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  uniformity  in  rail  pressure  due  to  the  balanced 
I  engine,  as  well  as  its  economy  in  coal  and  water  consump- 

Ition.

A  guard  answers  the  place  of  cm- 
ductor  and  porter,  and  one  roller  towel  at  Umi‘ 
end  of  each  car  is  supposod  to  accommnSate 
all  the  passengers.  The^Afllerlcan  people 
educated  simply  would  not  put  UP 
with  the  facilities  that  the  continental  trank' 
elers  get  on  their  ’trains  de  luxe.'  ^

"In  many  of  the  trains  the  only  way  yov' 

I  can  got  towels,  soap,  and  other  toilet  ae^ 

I  commodatlons  is  by  patronizing  the  nickel- 
in-tbe-slot  machines.  These  machines  are 
in  Ihe  lavatories  on  the  trains.  In  Germaiw 
for  20  pfennigs  you  will  draw  out  of  theM 
.  machines  a  towel  about  the  size  and  thlokt 
neaa  of  an  ordinary  piece  of  writing  paper- 
ana  a  cake  of  soap  about  the  size  of  an  Amer¬ 
ican  dollar.  I  am  certainly  not  exagg:erat- 
Ing  when  I  .say  that  the  towel  you  get  Is  not 
aqpr  thicker  or  as  large  as  the  ordinary 
American  napkin.  It  Is  Intended  to  ha 
thrown  a«-ay  after  you  use  It. 

Passenger  Rates  Higher. 

"The  passenger  rates  are  very  much  higher 
all  over  Europe  than  they  are  In  the  United 
States,  the  average  rate  per  mile  being  be¬ 
tween  3  and  4  cents.  Sleeping  car  charges 
are  much  higher,  and  In  a  good  many  of  the 
countries  they  allow  no  free  baggage  at  all 
In  France,  which  Is  the  most  liberal  otthem 
all,  they  allow  only  fllty-six  pounds.  This 
Is  about  one-third  of  that  allowed  in  the 
United  States.  The  American  tourist  can 
figure  on  paying  for  excess  baggage  33  1-3 
per  cent  of  what  his  ticket  cost  him. 

"The  physical  condition  of  the  railroads 
in  Europe  Is  very  good  for  the  weight  ot  the 
rolling  stock  they  use.  but  they  would  have 
to  be  entirely  rebuilt  in  order  to  use  the 
heavy  locomotives  and  cars  that  now  pre¬ 
vail  in  America.  In  .Anstrla  I  noticed  a  good 
many  metal  ties,  which  seemed  to  make 
very  satisfactory  track.  They  have  some 
peculiar  expressions  Ilf  Europe  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  transportation.  The  other  day  I 
noticed  an  article  in  a  London  newspaper 
saying.  In  explaining  a  railroad  accident, 
that  the  ’train  jumped  the  metals.' 

I  Dining  iraciUtles  Are  Inferior. 

"The  dining  cars  used  are  not  as  good  as 
those  in  America.  At  the  eating  stations 
the  trains  do  not  stop  the  usual  twenty 
minutes  that  they  do  In  this  country,  and 
n  when  they  strike  an  eating  station  about 
mealtime  there  is  a  grand  rush  for  lunch 
baskets.  These  baskets  are  already  put  up 
to  suit  one  or  more  people.  In  each  one  of 
these  baskets  there  are  a  few  boiled  eggs, 
sandwiches,  cake,  bottle  of  cheap  wine,  etc- 
The  prices,  however,  are  very  reasonable, 
and  vary  according  to  the  size  of  the  bas¬ 
ket.  In  England  a  large  proportion  of  the  . 
travel  Is  third  class— I  should  say  about  80 
per  cent  of  It. 

"The  employes  of  railroads  are  veiT  poor¬ 
ly  paid,  and  I  believe  I  am  safe  In  saying 
.  that  engineers,  firemen,  conductors,  and 
railway  employes  generally  earn  only  about 
one-half  the  money  abroad  for  performing 
more  work  than  the  same  class  of  worlonm 
receive  In  this  country. 

"As  to  speed  of  trains  In  Europe,  It  la 
I  about  the  same  as  ours  here,  although  a 
friend  of  mine,  H.  H.  Vreeland  of  New  York, 
said  he  had  traveled  700  miles  on  the  ‘Orient¬ 
al  express’  at  the  rate  of  eighty  miles  per 
hour— fifty  miles  straightaway,  twenty 
miles  up  and  down,  and  ten  miles  sideways, 
"From  close  observation  of  the  transpor¬ 
tation  question,  1  am  samfied  that  the 
’  American  people  receive  more  comfort  and 
I-  better  facilities  In  evgfig  way  for  leas  money 
than  those  In  ang  9»(>pean  country,  and

Should  these  reports  prove  true  the  ac¬ 
tion  will.
